I gather that lots of people feel about 
tropical islands the way I feel about 
caves and hog-calling contests—i.e., if 
you ve seen one you've seen them all. 
Admitted, it’s a benighted attitude, 
but not completely incomprehensible 
when you consider that most islands 
in the sun offer the same old blue 
skies, palm trees, beaches, rum punch, 
trade winds and luxury hotels that 
American vacationists sort of take in 
their stride. Comes a time when the 
jaded say, “What’s one more night- 
blooming cereus, more or less” and 
give up trying to sort their islands out. 
But you can take my word for it— 
Haiti is one palm-shaded country 
youll never confuse 
with another. This 
French - accented 
black republic which 
shares the Caribbean 
island of Hispaniola 
with the Dominican 
Republic (and 
couldn't be more un- 
like it in tempo and 
temperament) is a 
oner. You know 
youre somewhere 
special the minute 
you see those cloud- 
hung, brooding 
mountains, whether 
you approach by 
cruise ship or by plane at the Port- 
first sight they 
is as the voo- 
ding their 
turday 
with 
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mountain ranges that seem to spring 
right up from the seaport towns of 
Cap Haitien to the north and Port-au- 
Prince to the south, and indeed takes 
its name from the aboriginal Arawak 
Indians’ word for “high land.” Up in 
these magnificent, cooling hills, the 
Haitian farmers live, terracing and 
nurturing every inch of the limited 
arable land, chiefly growing the ber- 
ries that turn into some of the world’s 
most delicious coffee.

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the National Museum in Port-au- 
Prince) but in due course French buc- 
caneers seized it for France. Slaves 
from Africa made it the most prosper- 
ous of French colonies in the 17th and 
18th centuries. Haiti became’ inde- 
pendent in 1804, after countless in- 
surrections and bitter battles with 
Napoleon’s army, led by General Le- 
clerc, husband of Bonie’s sister, Paul- 
ine. I mention this because Habitation 
Leclerc, poshest 
hotel in Port-au- 
Prince, is built on 
the ruins of Paul- 
ine’s stone mansion, 
gardened to the 
gunwhales and fur- 
nished in sculpture 
and artifacts of 
18th-century 
French genre. It’s a 
place of private vil- 
las, private pools, 
cosseting service, 
heaven-sent for the 
sensuous. 

The French in- 
fluence of course, adds much to Haiti’s 
distinction. French is the official lan- 
guage. Unofficially it’s Creole, a 
strange mix of 17th-century French, 
English and Spanish, African and 
Arawak Indian. Haitians today— 
proud, good-humored, courteous peo- 
ple—are 90 percent black descend- 
ants of African slaves, the rest primar- 
ily mulatto offspring of French and 
African ancestry. They are, by and 
large, particularly handsome and

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tinctive national dance is the meringue, said to derive from) 
old English buccaneers who celebrated their piratical victories 
in the Spanish Main by dancing in a “merry ring.” Get it? 

But by far the most intriguing aspect of Haitian culture is 
vaudun, or voodoo, a mysterious, mind-over-matter religion | 
rooted in ancient Africa. It has its own pantheon and hier- 
archy, its own strange rituals and symbols, music and dance) 
and dominates the lives of the peasants who combine it with) 
Roman Catholicism. There are play-acting voodoo ceremonies, 
put on as entertainment in the hotels, but the serious cere- 
monies occur on Saturday night and it’s highly unlikely that 
you as a tourist will get to see the real thing. 

The hotels take turns in featuring folkloric nights, with 
Creole foods like pumpkin soup, barbecued beef, charcoal- 
broiled seafood and fish, all of which goes down well with 
Haiti’s excellent Barbancourt rum. A Katharine Dunham 
dance troupe, in the neighborhood of Habitation Leclerc, pre- 
sents voodoo dancing on Tuesday and Saturday nights. And 
there’s a voodoo night at the Hotel Oloffson. This has to be 
one of the most unforgettable hotels in this hemisphere or any 
other—awash with French Carpenter Gothic goings-on, 
peacock-fan chairs, wicker, ceiling fans and the feeling that 
Sidney Greenstreet is hiding behind a bamboo portiere. 

Thursday is folkloric night at El Rancho, where I stayed on a 
recent visit. I thought the voodoo procession at the end of the 
show was pretty terrific. The hotel, on the cool slopes of Peti- 
tionville, a Port-au-Prince suburb, began as the family man- 
sion of Albert Silvera who has expanded it into a gardened 
resort, well tended, well serviced, with more than two em- 
ployees per guest. Cynosure of my quarters was a fire-engine 
red bathtub with gold claw feet, product of Kohler, Wis. 
Silvera, a canny hotelier, horseman, pilot and connoisseur of 
motor cars, keeps a silvery Rolls parked in the porte-cochére. 
This not only underlines the class of the place, but is also 
available for the use of honeymooners—chaufteured, of course.

to the market in Port-au-Prince balancing baskets of produce 
on their heads, move with a kind of dignified chic that sug- 
gests a French connection. And there’s surely a Gallic inflec- 
tion in such subtleties as the way a scarf may be knotted or the 
way goods are displayed in a shop; certainly in the frilly 
woodwork of the 19th-century gingerbread houses that are 
almost a Haitian trademark—a declining breed, sad to say— 
but you can see good examples in the Turgeaut area of Port- 
au-Prince, and you'll be right under a gingerbread roof if you 
shop for Haitian goodies at Ambiance, 15 Rue “M”, a shop 
that Haiti buff Mike Wallace has an interest in. Definitely, 
the French left their mark on the cuisine. Food is excellent, 
whether out-and-out French or Creole. My favorite dinner 
restaurants in Port-au-Prince: La Lanterne and Chez Gérard. 
For lunch, the Place Vendéme and Le Ronde Point. And for 
those who'd like a cooking course—Le Foyer de l’Art Cul- 
inaire on the Route de Delmas. 

Haiti, however, is still quite itself, with its own literature both 
in French and Creole, and its quite unique genre of art which 
burst upon the world in the ’50s with artists of such caliber as 
Hector Hyppolite, Rigaud Benoit, André Normil and Philomé 
Obin, 87 years old and holding forth in his Cap Haitien studio. 
By now it would seem that every Haitian with a piece of wall- 
board and a can of Dupont enamel considers himself a prim- 
itive, and the streets and roadsides are lined with such works 


of art. But before you invest, see the finest work of the earliest 


primitives on the muraled walls of the Episcopal Cathedral in 
Port-au-Prince, and the retrospective collections in the Musée 
'Art Haitien. Cognoscenti recommend the galleries of

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It is a nutty but nice surprise in this unrich land, and the locals, 
far from resenting it, regard it with pride. 
F Regarding transportation in general: the natives jam into 
(buses called tap-taps which are folk art in themselves. These 
jare Japanese-made pick-up trucks with wooden superstruc- 
ures vividly painted and usually piously inscribed: “Love 
jyour neighbor as yourself,” “Man proposes and God disposes.” 
A tap-tap ride would be a picturesque experience, but for 
sightseeing and shopping, better make a deal with a taxi driver. 
And deal it is. Pierre, whose Renault awaits in the E] Rancho 
court, agreed on $20 for half a day (he had hoped for $30). 
I was probably taken, but then gasoline was 96 cents a gallon, 
‘roads are rough, other drivers frenetic and Pierre could not 
have been more helpful, informed and courteous. 
' Port-au-Prince is not exactly long on spectacular sightseeing. 
Just observing how life is lived is sightseeing enough. One of 
the best places to feel the crowded vitality of it all is in the 
Tron Market, a huge Victorian filigree of ironwork packed 
‘with humanity and every conceivable kind of merchandise. 
Here you'll surely encounter that Haitian phenomenon—the 
self-appointed boy guide who springs out of the ground at 
the approach of a tourist and attaches himself as a willy-nilly 
companion, Take it in stride. He is hoping, of course, to pick 
pp a few cents. 

Come to think of it, you, too, may be able to pick up a few 
‘cents in Haiti. Gambling is legal and the Royal Haitian Hotel 
thas a handsome casino, open 9 p.m. till exhaustion. The old 
‘casino on the waterfront is still going and there is a regular 
lottery, the Borlette. And should you stretch your luck, there 
jis a prevailing institution called the bric a brac, or pawn shop. 

As for shopping, there are minor bargains in French wines 
and perfumes. Haitian craftsmanship can be seen in ironwork, 
Wwoodcarving, basketry, anything made of sisal, woven cotton 
‘(upholstery fabric, bedspreads, cushion, wall hangings), 
‘dressmaking and fine embroidery. The shop at the art mu- 
‘seum has some fascinating folk art and bead and sequin work 





that has a definite connection with voodoo. I found the basket- 
work good at the Comité Artisanal Haitien, 23 Berne, Port-: 
Price. The home furnishings shop of Marc Edwald on Route 
de Delmas is worth a visit, and Ti-Tang on the same road in 
Petionville has a good collection of handwoven cottons. For 
women’s fashions, custom or ready-made. Yoland Moitas and 
Art et Mode, both on Rue Panaméricaine, and for exquisitely 
embroidered children’s dresses, Yvette Taluy, 266 John 
Brown, all in Petionville. 

Spectacle begins in Petionville on the slopes that take in 
the panorama of Port-au-Prince and the sea below. The Ibo- 
Lélé Hotel, where I once spent three weeks, commands a 
fantastic vista from its mountain top and if, for a change, 
you d like to spend some time at the beach, runs the Ibo Beach 
Hotel on Cacique Island in Port-au-Prince Bay. Here there’s 
sailing, snorkeling, scuba, skin-diving, water skiing, and ten- 
nis, and you can make an exchange arrangement with Ibo-Lélé. 

Traveling higher up the mountains to Kenscoff is like moving 
from the torrid to the temperate zone, with lush scenery all 
the way. I stopped en route at Laboule to visit with Mme. 
Marie-Thérése de Vendegies, a clever potter whose whimsical 
ladies in outrageous hats suggest the style of Bjorn Wiinblad, 
a man she'd never even heard of. 

A new experience is to drive, in an hour and a half, from 
Port-au-Prince to Jacmel, a journey that once took a day, and 
so Jacmel in a sense is being rediscovered. Now a fine road 
loops and bends over the mountains and down to the blue- 
green sea and the old coffee port that wears its balconied 
gingerbread and Victorian iron facades with quaint grace. 
Two atmospheric old-time hotels are here—the Cast and the 
Alexandre. But right on the black sands of Coco Beach, open 
to the breezes and the rustling palms, is La Jacmelienne, 
newly built in casually pleasant style. The town has a “top- 
less” disco—in an unroofed ruin. Big event is to watch dexter- 
ous ladies sorting coffee beans or a horseback journey into the 
hills of the Bassin Bleu (Blue Pool) or an (Continued ) 
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Below the Gnill-Range, the Jenn-Air has a conven- 
tional electric oven. Just flip a switch for a con- 
vection oven that cooks quicker and at lower

Of course, for truly spectacular sight- 
seeing you must go to Cap Haitien, ne- 
gotiable in a short plane trip or a four- 
hour drive from Port-au-Prince. Here is 
where you headquarter to visit the fan- 
tastic Citadelle, the fortress built on a 
2800-foot height by Emperor Henri- 
Christophe in the early 1800s, every

stone having to be carried by human 
labor. Nearly 20,000 out of 200,000 
workers died, and the only gun ever shot 
here was the one Henri used to shoot 
himself with a silver bullet. You make 
the trip on horseback, presumably well 
anointed in suntan lotion, starting from 
the town of Milot where there remain 
the ruins of San Souci, the palace he 
built to rival Versailles, and another mon- 
ument to the Emperor’s megalomania. 
Not the least of Haiti’s charms is that 
it is reasonably priced compared with 
most tourist destinations these days and, 


as in all of the Caribbean, rates are re- 
duced during the summer season. Mem- 
bers of the Caribbean Tourism Associa- 
tion have designated April 15 through 
mid-December as “Caribbean Bonanza 
Time” when hotel rates have been cut 
from 30 percent to 60 percent, transpor- 
tation is easier to come by and, thanks 
to trade winds (and air conditioning), 
warm summer days may be even more 
comfortable than in other climes. Air 
France flies here in an hour and a half 
from Miami; Eastern Airlines flies from 
New York, Atlanta and Miami. American 
Airlines flies from New York (about 
three and one-half hours). As an ex- 
ample of summer money-saving, here 
are two package trips. Happy Holidays 
Tours of Pompano Beach, Florida, offers 
the Haitian Sensation—five days, four 
nights, with stays at both Port-au-Prince 
and Cap Haitien, including sightseeing 
and two meals a day for $214, double 
occupancy. Round trip air fare, via East- 
ern, would be $188 additional from New 
York, $131 from Miami. American Air- 
lines has Haiti Rest and Relaxation tours 
for three nights at $39.50 per person, 
double occupancy or for seven nights at 
$81.50, plus round-trip midweek flight 
from New York to Port-au-Prince at 
$188.

STEPS TO TAKE TO EASE YOUR BURDEN 


By LEONARD SLOANE 
A fire that damages or destroys your 
home is a tragedy no words can assuage. 

Each year, fires destroy billions of 
dollars worth of property in the United 
States at an average rate of one fire per 
minute every day. Finding protection 
against the ravages of fire is a vital part 
of family life. 

There are steps that can and should 

be taken as precautions, should your 
home be struck by fire. And, if you do 
suffer the hardship caused by one, there 
are actions to bear in mind that should 
ease your burden while setting up house 
again on a normal basis. 
Maintain a periodically updated inventory 
of your personal property, so that you 
will be able to determine what has been 
lost in a fire and how much it cost. In- 
clude in the list everything in the home 
—furnishings, clothing, jewelry, etc.— 
along with the purchase price and the 
date of purchase, Keep this list in a safe 
place outside the home, such as a safe 
deposit box, and give a copy to the prop- 
erty and casualty insurance agent who 
sold you homeowners’ insurance. 

The reason for compiling such a form, 
of course, is to have for immediate refer- 
ence an accurate listing of your posses- 
sions at a time when you may not be able 
to clearly remember every purchase. 
Some insurers advise that photographs 
be taken of the rooms, the insides of 
closets and other areas where property is 
located as evidence of the existence of 
items you claimed to have owned before 
a fire. Receipts may also be necessary. 

Another factor to consider right now, 
if you have not already done so, is to 
have a pre-arranged family escape plan 
that includes a specific meeting place 
outside the house. Have smoke detec- 
tors in place, and buy portable fire ex- 
tinguishers. Replace defective electrical 
wiring and have the central heating sys- 
tem inspected for required repairs. Es- 
tablish an order of priority of items to 
rescue if you have the opportunity, so 
that the most valuable pieces in the 
home will be saved first. 

After a fire occurs, it is important to 


think carefully about each move, rather 
than 1 into quick decisions regard- 
ing claim damages that may be re- 


gretted lat 
insurance ad 
of a home fire 
still smoldering an:

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no move at all—do not deal with adjust- 
ers when you are under pressure and are 
likely to be unable to think straight. If 
you decide later to engage one of these 
adjusters to represent you in negotiations 
with the insurance company, it is usually 
best to ask for a recommendation from a 
lawyer, accountant, banker or trusted 
friend, Also, consider the possibility of 
negotiating directly through your agent 
or broker, particularly if the agent or 
broker is an independent businessman 
whose first loyalty is to his customer. 
Too great haste in filing an insurance 
claim can also be a mistake because you 
may forget some items that were lost or 
damaged by the fire. Even those who 
have previously taken an inventory may 
not have included the most recently pur- 
chased goods on their list. It may take 
some time to remember everything. 
Since the contents of a home are gen- 
erally covered for up to half of the 





insured value of the home itself, no re- 
compense will be offered for forgotten 
items that may have been otherwise in- | 
sured. 

Remember, too, that insurers have the 
right to seek substantiation of all claims. 
So if a claim does not seem to be appro- 
priate to the living standard of the claim- 
ant—five color television sets in a small 
home destroyed by fire is a typical ex- 
ample—proof in the form of receipts or 
cancelled checks is helpful. 

The usual homeowner policy package also 
provides for other coverage related to

fire damage. For instance, there is the 
cost of clearing debris from your lot prior 
to rebuilding. There are additional living 
expenses at a hotel or motel while the 
home is being repaired or reconstructed. 
There is the cost of getting the fuel 
burner, the air conditioner and the ap- 
pliances back into operating condition. 
The actual payment made on the con- 
tents of the home is normally a matter of 
mutual agreement between the com- 
pany and the policyholder, so you should 
be sure to assert a claim for every bit of 
damaged or destroyed property. 

Since most home fires result in only 
partial damage to the structure, it makes 
sound economic sense to insure for 80 
percent of the replacement cost. With 
such limits, the restoration of the partial 
damage will be entirely paid for by the 
insurance company. Where there is a to- 
tal loss and your insurance is at 80 per- 
cent of value, you will be responsible for 
the remaining 20 percent of the money 
necessary to replace the home. So in lo- 
cations where total losses are frequent, 
such as brush areas or tornado zones, the 
additional expense of insuring to 90 or 
100 percent of replacement value may 
be worthwhile. 

The proper safeguards in advance and 
the proper responses after a home fire 
are the best ways that you can minimize 
its effect. The damage will have been = 
done, but at least you can have the satis- 5 
faction of knowing that your financial » 
affairs will be in order while your home # 
is still in disarray.

PENNY-WISE ADVICE ON ROOM FANS AND AIR CONDITIONERS 


By COPERNICUS WATT, A.1.A. 


Keeping cool in summer used to be a 
great American pastime; people realiy 
worked at it: lemonade, white suits, 
snapping screen doors, porch furniture 
that moved, and porches. This month we’re 
going to talk about some of today’s 
energy-conscious techniques for keeping 
cool; if it reminds you a little of days gone 
by, don’t be surprised. 

Well be concentrating on fans and 
room air conditioners, since they are 
still the most common means of cooling 
(and the most energy-efficient). Lest I 
lose all my centrally air-conditioned 
readers at this point, let me add that al- 
most everything we say here will apply 
to you, too. Before we start on mechani- 
cal cooling, however, let’s review some 
of the natural factors that can make the 
mechanical task easier (or non-existent) : 
1. Good insulation and double glazing— 
just as important in summer as winter. 
If you have windows you never open, 
leave the storm windows on them 
throughout the summer.

2. Shading—Once your walls and roof 

get hot, your house becomes a giant radi- 

ator. Climate-conscious houses use 

porches, roof overhangs and trellises to 

keep the sun at bay. Deciduous trees will

air by evaporation. Shade is particularly 
critical over windows. If you don’t have 
trees outside windows on the South and 
West, consider the old-fashioned canvas 
awning. 

3. High ceilings—They give that hot air 
a place to go.

4. Air movement—Locate the direction 
of the prevailing breeze in your area anil 
see if you can open up your house to it, 
either by cutting down hedges or ever- 
green trees or by putting in some new 
windows. Even if you have plenty of 
windows on the breeze side, you still 
will not benefit from the breeze if the 
air cannot move through your room— 
cross-ventilation is essential. 
5. Water—The evaporation of water into 
the atmosphere is a powerful coolant. If 
youre thinking of building a swimming 
pool, put it as close to the house as pos- 
sible, preferably where the prevailing 
breeze will blow over it. And consider 
reflecting pools when you're planning 
your garden. 





ATTIC FANS 
Every house should have an attic fan 
(or fans). Their proper use can cut your 
air-conditioning bill in half. They are 
particularly effective in areas where 
nights are cool and days hot, but they 
are useful anywhere. 
There are two kinds of attic fans and they 
work for you in different ways: 
1. Large (average 36-inch diameter) 
attic fans are primarily meant to go on at 
nightfall, remove all the hot daytime air 
from the house, and replace it with cool 
night air (while setting up a very slight 
but pleasurable air movement through 
the house). During the day, you should 
keep your (appropriately shaded) win- 
dows closed as long as possible to keep 
this cool night air in the house. By oper- 
ating your attic fan when it’s cooler out-, 
side than in, youll drastically reduce the: 
times youll need to turn on your air-! 
conditioner. i 
2. Of lesser benefit (but proportion-; 
ately lower cost) are smaller fans de-} 
signed to cool the attic only. These are { 
also called “attic fans,” a source of con-! 
fusion that we will get around by calling §

Warning: The Surgeon General Has Determined

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To operate, louvers in the attic floor must 
be closed, isolating attic air from house 
air. Air is drawn through the attic, from 
an open louver located at the other end 
of the space. By installing an attic ven- 
tilator, (about 1,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute) you prevent the familiar inferno- 
like attic heat buildup that can do so 
much to warm up your second floor. 

The bigger attic fans for night cooling 
can be mounted either horizontally or 
vertically over the floor opening, or in 
the attic wall; if you want to use the dual 
system I’ve just outlined, with a separate 
smaller fan for exhausting the attic 
alone, you will have to pass up the last 
of these methods. If you don’t want to 
vent the attic separately, I would rec- 
ommend this through-the-wall type, 
however, because it is slightly quieter, 
being placed farther from the floor open- 
ing (although I do not consider attic fans 
generally to be objectionably noisy). 

If your fan is mounted over the floor 
opening, the floor louvers should open 
and close automatically as the fan goes 
on and off. Wall louvers should be fixed 
and preferably (for appearance and 
permanence) made of wood, with sep- 
arate covers for the winter. Don’t depend 
on the metal louvers in the attic floor to

The size of your attic fan is a function 
of the size of the house. You should 
measure the cubic area (width x length x 
height) of all your rooms (omitting 
closets and the attic itself) and add them 
up. If you live in zone A on the map 
above, you need one-half the fan capac- 
ity in c.f.m. (cubic feet per minute) as 
you have cubic feet of rooms to cool; in 
zone C you should match the cubic area 
number; in zone B use three-fourths of it. 
Choose a fan with c.f.m. as close to these 
numbers as possible, then get the next 
largest size. 

The big attic fans must usually be 
wired on a separate circuit, with the 
switch and speed controls located in the 
second floor hall and a separate switch 
on the fan to make it impossible for any-

A big attic fan 
will draw 300 to 400 watts while the 
average room air conditioner draws 850 
watts and cools only one room; this 
should give you an approximate idea of 
why such fans are a good buy at around 
$600 including installation.

If you're not moving around too much 
a portable fan can save turning on the 
air conditioner on a hot day, or can sup-) 
plement air conditioning set at a warmer- 
than-usual thermostat reading.

ROOM AIR CONDITIONERS 

Room air conditioners use a pile of 
energy, but at least they can be said to) 
use it selectively—you're not cooling) 
rooms that are not in use. Much has been 
done to make them more efficient in re-

an EER (Energy Efficiency Ratio) label 
that tells you how many Btu’s per watt 
you're getting from them. EER numbers 
range from 5 to 12, and I urge you never 
to buy one with a rating below 8.0. 

If your unit is too small it won't get 


you cool, and if it’s too big it will not de-| 


humidify properly (that cold and clam- 
my sensation). There are a number of 
formulas, all too lengthy to reproduce 
here, for sizing your equipment. The 
best I’ve seen is in Consumer Reports 
1979 Buying Guide (pages 272 to 274). 
Here are some operating tips for your air 
conditioner: 

1. Clean filter twice every summer. 
Have the whole unit cleaned every spring. 
2. If you can keep the humidity level 
down while running your air conditioner, 
it won't have to work so hard, so shut 
the bathroom door behind you if you 
take a shower. 

3. Set the thermostat as high as you 
can; let’s see if we can get used to that 
Presidential 80 degrees!

SOAPSTONE VASE 
Q. My vase has been in our family about 
40 years. My mother purchased it ata 
white elephant sale in Indiana. 
—Mrs. E.E.R., Freeport, TX 
A. Your carved vase is made from a ma- 
terial called soapstone. It was hand- 
carved in China. Soapstone has an oily 





or soapy feel and is actually a stone 
called steatite. It can be found in shades 
of yellow, green, brown and beige. Carv- 


ings like yours were popular from about 
1915 to 1930. 

There is a difference in the quality of 
soapstone carvings that must be noticed 
when the price is considered. The best 
were made in high relief with elabo- 
rate detail. Flowers, animals and 
birds were popular subjects. Poorly 
made Japanese soapstone carvings are 
still being made, and there now seem to 
be some top-quality new soapstone 
items appearing from China. Soapstone 
is often confused with jade but is soft 
and can be scratched with a pin.

A. The first newspaper founded in New 
York City was The New York Gazette of 
1725. Hugh Gain was an Irishman from 
Belfast who went to work for the paper. 
In 1753 he started his own publication, 
The New York Mercury. It was a success 
and by 1760 he was printing a six-page 
paper of which five pages were filled 
with ads. About 1767, the paper’s name 
was changed to The Gazette and Week- 
ly Mercury. During the Revolution Mr. 
Gain printed his paper in Newark, N.J.

Many people refused to buy the Gain 
paper after the war because they 
thought he had been a British sympa- 
thizer.

The Elias Howe 
patent of 1846 and the Isaac Singer pat- 
ent of 1851 were the most important 
sewing machine patents in America. The 
Empire sewing machine with a scrolled 
iron bottom was made by a New York 
firm. At least five other less elaborate 
looking sewing machines used the 
Ketchum patent. They were all produced 
during the 1863 to 1870 period. Most 
sewing machines of the late 19th century 
are of minimal value, They range in price 
from $25 to $75 depending on the style 
of the cabinet. The more elaborate the 
iron work the higher the price. Your ma- 
chine may be of most value by donating 
it to a historical society and taking a tax

It operates through 
an international network of authorized 
agents who, for a fee, tattoo the animal 
with a coded combination of letters and 
numbers. Once tattooed the pet is regis- 
tered (for an additional fee) at the Con- 
necticut-based service center for the life 
of the animal and/or the owner. Pets that 
have already been tattooed with Social 
Security numbers, American Kennel 
Club or Cat Fanciers Association num- 
bers or family names are also accepted 
for registration. The recovery rate for lost 
or stolen tattooed pets is excellent. 

Last summer a young Californian was 
vacationing near the Nevada-Utah bor- 
der with his eight-month-old Australian 
Shepherd. He was touring the Salt Flats 
on his motorcycle which he equipped 
with a fixed basket on the back for his

exuberant young dog. A passing car 
flagged the man down and informed him 
that his dog had jumped out of the bas- 
ket and leaped into the brush after a jack 
rabbit. After hours of futile searching the 





anguished vacationer called I.D. PET’s 
toll-free phone number. However, he 
had lost all hope of ever seeing his dog 
again. He was advised by Pat Stuart, 
owner and guiding force of that registry, 
to report the missing animal and _ his 
tattoo ID number to the sheriff's office, 
the county police, local animal shelters 
and to that area’s CB radio enthusiasts. 
In addition, she suggested that he visit 
the town newspaper and place an ad in 
the next edition. He then called on the 
local stores and businesses, asked them 
to watch for his dog, and settled in at a 
nearby motel. That evening, around mid- 
night, a couple driving through town 
spotted the dog behind a gas station. 
Having heard the animal's description on 
CB radio all afternoon, they immediately 
recognized the forlorn, miserable dog. 
They checked the animal's underside 
and read his ID tattoo. Within minutes, 
the Australian Shepherd pup was re- 
turned to his owner at the motel. It is 
one of hundreds of such incidents in the 
files of I.D. PET. 

The I.D. PET agents are independent 
agency operators who tatoo animals for 
a fee (usually $10), and offer the addi- 
tional service of registering with the cen- 
tral file in Connecticut. This additional 
once-only fee is $10 for a single dog 
or cat. Breeding kennels may register 
three or more dogs and receive a lifetime 
card, all for $25. Once registered, the 
dog or cat owner receives an ID tag for 
the animal’s collar which states on one 
side: “Please call I1.D. PET. Toll-free: 
800-243-9147. Connecticut: (Continued)

HOW TO SEW THE QUICKEST PILLOW COVERS, 
CURTAINS AND SLIP COVERS

Dreams of a house by the shore—rented in February for 
summer season—have a way of furnishing the rentee with 
pair of rose-colored glasses. These tend to disintegrate a fev 
months later when you open the doors of your dream hous. 
and realize its real owners have nightmare taste.

Your landlord’s decorating notions of cabbage rose slipcov 
ers, several different jungle prints (all faded) and old college 
dorm bedspreads might be depressing—but not fatal. 

The cure is fabric and lots of it, teamed with minimal sew 
ing skill and a little time. One rainy weekend will probably 
do it. You say you haven't touched a sewing machine since 
junior high Home Ec? If you can measure, sew a straigh 
seam and handle a staple gun, that’s really all you need tc 
transform a summer rental into something your aesthetic 
sense can live with. 





MS Fabric Where do we start? With fabric, and lot: 
of it. Fortunately, textiles are one of the last great bargains 
especially if you have the time to poke around junk stores 
featuring mill ends, remnants or damaged goods. Come with 
an open mind: if you have your heart set on a certain patterr 
or a particular color, you'll have to shop a full-service fabric 
department with full-service prices. 

Look for something that’s washable—cotton or a cotton, 
synthetic blend—and woven. Knits stretch and while that car 
be helpful on some kinds of upholstered furniture, it’s usu: 
ally a problem. 

Unlike velvets, decorative and upholstery fabrics, most 
washable, summery fabrics suitable for a beach house are 
also inexpensive. Look into ginghams, chintzes, calicos, cot- 
ton percales, denims, seersuckers. Don’t ignore remnants ot 
small pieces if the colors or patterns work together. You may 
want to do an entire room in a single fabric, but chances are 
youll want some contrast anyway and the smaller piece: 
will do. 

Don’t overlook sheets. Especially when you can buy ther 
on special, there’s no better way of getting a lot of fabric for 
the money—they are wide, remember—and printed sheets fre 
quently have a decorative border or ruffle that give you ready: 
made trim. 

Teamed with a plastic liner, printed sheets make great 
shower curtains. An extra can always be turned into curtains 
for the windows or dressing table. 

And finally, don’t forget textiles you may already have 
Fabric is amazingly durable and easy to re-cycle. Unless it’s 
been cut into small pieces or gets hopelessly damaged o1 
faded, fabric can be used again and again. 

Draperies, fabric shower curtains, slipcovers, printed sheets 
or tablecloths—any large expanse of fabric from a previous 
address that no longer works in your present one—can prob: 
ably be cut up and used for something else. (Continued)

MEPillows Pillow covers are probably the world’s 


simplest things to sew and are the easiest way to brighten 
and even transform a room with the least amount of money 
and effort. Sometimes, just the right pillow fabric will tie to- 


and make it work. | 

Whole books have been written on pillows, giving all sorts 
of directions for complicated zippered pillows with contrast- 
ing piping, buttons, smocking, etc. That’s fine for your pil- 
lows; if you are covering someone else’s on a temporary basis, 
you want to do it the quickest, easiest way. 

The very easiest out is an open-end cover, like the pillow 
slip that matches your sheets. That’s simply two hemmed 
rectangles and three seams. Or, you can always sew up the 
open end by hand. | 

But it’s only a little harder to make a pillow with a flap_ 
back and the look is a lot more professional. Simply cut a_ 
square of fabric about an inch larger all around than the pil- 
low. That’s the front.? 

Using this front as a guide, overlap two rectangles, each 
with one hemmed edge—a three-to-four-inch overlap is best. 
That’s the back.? Now with front and back facing each other, | 
right sides together, stitch around the squares, about an inch 
from the edge. If you have trouble stitching’ a straight line, 
mark it first with a pencil and yardstick.® 

Trim down the points as shown so there won’t be a lump 
later and give the whole thing a good press with a steam 
iron.* Only then turn it right side out. 

Use a blunt, pointed object (a paint brush handle or knit- 
ting needle is best; a pencil works but the graphite leaves 
marks) to poke out the corners and make them smooth.® 

This basic technique will work for most pillows from the 
small sofa ones to the giant floor versions and the flat kind you 
find on kitchen chairs. They're cheap to make (no zippers or 
piping) and come off easily for laundering or moving.

And finally, don’t overlook another way 
to use fabric on a temporary basis. One 
of the best is with a staple gun. Depend! 
ing on the surface, sometimes you car 
even staple fabric to the wall. 

You certainly don’t want to damage 
the owner’s property, but staples pu’ 
into the back of something won't show 
when you remove your fabric at the enc 
of the season. 

For example, most fabric-coverec 
dining chairs have removable seats. Jusi 
unscrew from the bottom, cover by 
stapling your own fabric over the exist: 
ing one, and replace. 

An ugly headboard (especially the 
padded vinyl ones often found on Holly: 
wood beds) can be transformed by 
stapling on fabric to match your spread¢ 
or curtains. 

Stapling fabric to a stiff frame of some 
sort isn’t hard as long as you remember 
a cardinal rule: start from the center anc 
work your way out to the edges, alter- 
nating sides. Keep stretching anc 
smoothing as you go. Otherwise, you end 
up with bubbles on the final edge. 

This stretching technique applies tc 
stapling fabric onto screens or even ontc 
frames to be used as “art.” Most fabric 
stores selling the giant scale Scandina- 
vian graphic prints also sell the wooden 
stretcher frames. 

This is a particularly good invest- 
ment because the graphics can do a lot 
to brighten up a house. If the “art” is no 
longer needed next season, the fabric 
can always be washed and recycled into 
tablecloths or placemats.

HOT TUBS 





Learn what they can do for you 





SIZES, COSTS AND THERAPEUTIC VALUE 


By ELAINE BUDD 

Suddenly, it seems, Americans from 
coast to coast are discovering the re- 
freshing, relaxing feeling produced by a 
soak in a hot tub. Bigger than a bathtub, 
yet smaller than a swimming pool, the 
hot tub combines some of the nicest fea- 
tures of both of these more familiar 
aquatic areas. The hot tub costs a frac- 
tion of what an in-ground swimming pool 
costs, yet can be placed advantageously 
indoors or outside, where the bather can 
enjoy either a view of the rose garden or 
the color television, something one can't 
necessarily do from a bathtub. 

What, exactly, is a hot tub? Looking like 
an oversized barrel, the tub is usually 
made of redwood (although California 
Hottub in New York reports filling re- 
quests for cedar, cypress and mahogany 
tubs as well). Seats ring the interior 
walls of the tub; there are hydro-jet mas- 
sage outlets on the insides of the tub 
and a bubble ring as well, for the mas- 
sage and aerating bubble effect. The 
water temperature can climb as high as 
110 degrees. 


The first American hot tub was a dis- 
carded wine vat erected about 15 years 
ago by some imaginative Gls in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., who remembered with 
pleasure their Japanese soaking tub ex- 
perience. Repairing used water tanks 
and wine vats evolved into a hot tub 
business that is on the verge of booming. 

What separates a hot tub from a big 
wooden vat filled with water is its whirl- 
pool and aerating system. The hydro-jet 
system sends powerful jets of air circu- 
lating through the tub, creating a mas- 
sage effect; the aerating sends smaller 
bubbles upward for “tingle,” a sybaritic, 
though not necessarily therapeutic, sen- 
sation that comes from a bubble ring. 
Whirlpool baths began as therapy tubs 
in athletes’ dressing rooms. As a result of 
the beneficial effects of the baths on sore 
muscles and joints, therapy pools were 
instituted at spas and resorts. 

The size range of the tubs is considerable. 
There’s an apartment-size mini-tub that 
California Hottub’s Lee Hoppe claims 
will fit through any standard size door- 
way. It holds two people, and it plugs 


into a 120-volt AC electrical outlet. It 
weighs 1,500 pounds when filled, andj 
can be supported by most floors. Red- 
wood in the Round in Westport, Conn., 
sells a limited edition of 12-foot oval 
tubs, enough to hold an entire therapy 
group, which is exactly what one Con- 
necticut therapist plans to do with hers. 

The most popular size, says Ms. 
Hoppe, is five feet in diameter. “That 
seats six in New Jersey, or eight in Cali- 
fornia—with eight you have to be very 
friendly.” Other popular sizes are six 
feet in diameter that come in either 
oval or round shapes, 

The support system that goes with a 
hot tub includes a heater, water filter, 
pump and air blower. Pumps can be 
heated by electricity, oil, or gas, and in 
a warm climate cost $15 a month to 
heat. Installation needs include electric 
or gas lines and permits. “Expect to live 
with a temporary but impressive mess,” 
adds one expert. 

When the hot tub moved east, some ad- 
ditions to the support system became 
necessary to cope with the violent 





veather changes that might be expected 
o buffet an outdoor installation. Al Ken- 
vorthy, president of Redwood in the 
‘ound, has developed a special gas 
eater and a two-speed pump for his 
‘utdoor installations. “I get more heat 
rom gas than from electricity,” he ex- 
slains,” and when the weather goes be- 
yw freezing, the pump circulates on low 
peed; when the tub is in use, the heat 
an be switched to high speed. 
“Customers tell me the tub is great 
or pains and aches other than arthritis,” 
ays Kenworthy. “Tension just drains 
way in the bubbles.” However, it is 
aggested that if you have high blood 
vessure or a heart problem you check 
vith your doctor first before slipping into 
tub that can go as high as 110 degrees. 
1s. Hoppe says that if your doctor pre- 
cribes the tub, it is possible that you 
night be able to deduct its cost from 
our income tax, “although the IRS 
»0ks at each case carefully.” 

nd what will all this bliss cost? Califor- 
ia Hottub’s mini-tub for two costs about 
1,700; since it simply plugs into the 
vall, there is no installation charge. It 
an also be had for $1,500 as a kit. In 
act, many hot tubs come in kit form; 
- you are a professional do-it-yourselfer 
ou can save four or five hundred dol- 
ws on a large tub installation. Prices 
br a regular size hot tub and support 
ystem range from $2,000 upwards, with

landscaping extra. Vepending on the 
size of a tub, it’s $6,000. But, as Ken- 
worthy points out, “That’s still less than 
a good in-ground swimming pool costs. 
In summer, most of my customers keep 
their tubs at 70 to 90 degrees, which is 
refreshing; when they want the tub hot, 
they turn it up to 105 to 110 degrees.” 
It generally takes a gas-heated tub half 
an hour to heat up; an electrically-heated 
tub takes about an hour and a half. 
Handbook for hot tub owners and guests: 
In California, cradle of the hot tub, most 
users go into the tub sans clothes, In the 
East, where the hot tub phenomenon is 
family oriented, bathing suits seem to be 
the order of the day. In either case, it’s 
nice to keep a heap of big bath towels 
and robes handy for both family and 
visitors—and extra bathing suits for visi- 
tors. Iced Perrier water to drink while 
dunking is another nice gesture—plastic 
glasses, please, since breaking a glass 
either in or around the tub will suspend 
the amenities until the mess is cleaned 
up. Chilled white wine is good, too; how- 
ever, beer and hard liquor may send you 
reeling out of a 110 degree tub straight 
into bed or, worse yet, sliding beneath 
the bubbles. 

Water Play: According to Valerie and 
John Thompson who wrote a book about 
hot tubbing called Cannibal Soup 
(Mastercraft Press), water temperature 
plays an important role in hot tub play. 
A temperature of 100 to 104 degrees is

In fact, most people with hot tubs 
swear the tub is better than hot milk oi 
a tot of brandy or any of the other pre 
viously touted soporifics in inducing long 
and luxurious sleep. 

So enjoy. Take your rubber ducky or 
your sailboat into the tub. Scent the 
water with mineral salts or toilet water 
(don’t take soap, shampoo or anything 
oily, however; theyll clog the filter). 
Lean back into the bubbles, close your 
eyes...and dream. @

NOW YOU CAN “MICRO-WEIGH” AND 
BREW COFFEE IN MINUTES 


By NANCY CRAIG 
Cool cooking has stimulated a prolifer- 
ation of specialty cookware and acces- 
sories, Have you seen the automatic cof- 
feemaker for microwave oven use? Do 
you know about an ingenious scale that 
takes the guesswork out of power set- 
tings and cooking times? Have you ex- 
amined and used any of the interesting 
cookware made of space-age plastics? 
The material, size and shape of 
utensils are important for achieving top 
results. And while you may not choose 
or have need for many of the products 
being introduced, they are worth know- 
ing about, since they are designed for 
this specific type of cooking. 


“Micro-Ette”’ 
corn popper by 
Republic 
Molding Corp.

Popcorn, that all-time favorite American 
snack is a joy to microwave in the 
“Micro-Ette” corn popper (shown 
above). It pops a big batch of fluffy white 
kernels in a jiffy and without butter or 
oil, without any shaking or stirring. This 
utensil is made of a break-resistant and 
dishwasher-proof plastic; about $10. 

A major factor in all microwaving is ac- 
curate timing, and a scale (below) 
has been developed that weighs food 
and indicates correct timing and proper 
power setting. Since the scale is not 
yet widely distributed, you may not 
find it in your local store, but it can be 
ordered by mail from Micro-Cook Prod- 
ucts, 716 Oak St., Winnetka, Ill. 60093. 
The price is $19.95 plus $1.50 for ship- 
ping and handling.

When microwaving any large piece of 
meat, place it on a trivet or rack within 
the dish or utensil, so that it is held 















above its own juices. Liquids absorb 
microwave energy and if juices are left 
in the container, the timing can be 
thrown off to a degree. Many meats are| 
basted occasionally with the juices, and| 
by using a bulb baster the excess liquid 
can easily be removed. The drawing 
(below) shows a “Micro Chef” roasting 
tray and rack with a transparent high 
cover that keeps spatters within, made 
of “Udel” Polysulfone. It is break-resis- 
tant, and can go from freezer to micro- 
wave to table and into the dishwasher., 
It is made by Bangor Plastics, Inc., Ban- 
gor, Mich., and it sells for about $30. |

Much of our 
favorite traditional cookware can serve 
well for microwaving. Pyrex Ware, glass 
ceramics, Corning Ware, Temperware, 
and Fire King are all suitable. H

GRANADA (CLASSICAL SPAIN ) 


By MARION GOUGH 
Andalusia is the region of 
Spain that everybody thinks 
of as Spain, if you follow me. 
It’s the classic land of casta- 
nets, guitars, flamenco, blaz- 
ing white walls and wrought 
iron balconies. Niagaras of ge- 
raniums and jasmine tumble 
down to delight eye and soul. 
Fountains splash in tiled pa- 
tios, streets are lined with 
orange trees and life is a con- 
tinual feast of gazpacho, 
shrimp, almonds, olives and 
hot chocolate. A delicious part 
of the world, a lot of its exotic 
charm owing, one soon sees, 
to the Moors whose land it 
was for 700 years before they 
lost it to Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella in 1492 (some big year 
for those two). 

Andalusia includes the 
Costa del Sol, the sunny, 
beachy Mediterranean coast. 
This area seems to have sur- 
rendered much of its erstwhile 
deliciousness to high-rise con- 
dominiums, discos and crowds 
who are more likely to be 
speaking Swedish or German 
than Spanish. But never mind. 
As I discovered on a recent 
trip, in Torremolinos there is 
still a touch of old-time class 
at the Pez Espada (sword- 
fish), first of the resort hotels 
built here 25 years ago. At 
Marbella there is the utterly 
delightful Los 


Monteros, 


handsomely furnished, luxu- 
riantly gardened and roman- 
tically equipped with swans, 
flamingos and purling wa- 
ters. At Estepona, within eye- 
shot of one of the Moorish 
watchtowers that dot the 
whole coastline, there’s still 
another hotel style at the Ata- 
laya Park Clubhotel, a maze 
of a resort that runs on a 
quasi-Club Med system. You 
buy food and drink with pre- 
purchased beads, sit at a table 
with other guests and self-ser- 
vice more or less prevails— 
wine is free. Beyond the 
coast there are delightful hill 
towns, spanking white and 
flowery, such as Mijas, where 
they have a donkey taxi ser- 
vice, And the glistening Hotel 
Mijas, built somewhat like an 
Andalusian farmhouse, is one 
to remember. 

Jumping off point for the 
Costa del Sol is Malaga, 
which serves also as a good 
start-and-finish for an Anda- 
lusian tour of Granada, Cor- 
doba, Seville and Jerez de la 
Frontera, the big town of 
sherry country. I flew to Ma- 
laga via Iberia, Spain’s own 
airline—one way to start out in 
a Spanish mood. TWA also 
flies from the U. S. 

Malaga, said to be the live- 
liest Andalusian city, seems 
more 19th- than 20th-century 
to me. You can ride through 


the parks in a_ horse-drawn 
carriage, the horse wearing a 
hat required by law in this 
sunny city, and such equine 
millinery can be mighty elab- 
orate. The exquisitely thin 
wood carving in the choir of 
the 16th-century cathedral 
has to be seen to be believed. 
Major sightseeing is the 
panoramic view of the port 
and the coastline from the 
heights of the Gibralfaro, a 
Moorish fortress. Close by is 
the Parador Gibralfaro, one of 
Spain’s many atmospheric 
government-run hotels. 

The road from Malaga to 
Granada crosses a high pla- 
teau, through craggy moun- 
tains then into green and 
lovely land, groves of olive 
trees and fields of poppies. 


‘Que no ha vista a Granada, 


no ha vista nada—that’s an old 
Spanish expression meaning 
you haven’t seen anything 
until you’ve seen Granada. 
The cathedral is a main attrac- 
tion—here are entombed Fer- 
dinand and Isabella, los Reyes 
Catélicos (the Catholic kings). 
The real marvel here is the Al- 
hambra, the splendid strong- 
hold of the Moorish kings, 
replete with palaces, court- 
yards, fountains and the Gen-

eralife gardens, a cooling, jas- 
mine-scented forest of cypress 
and yew. I find the whole 
thing overwhelming. Best ad 
vice is to make several vst 
and never on Sunday. One o 
the most desirable of para- 
dores, Parador San Francisco, 
once a monastery, is on the 
Alhambra grounds, 
| lunched at the Washington 
Irving Hotel, named for the 
man who put the Alhambra 
into American print, dined, 
with great emphasis on fish 
chowder at the Restaurante] 
Colombia, stayed at the Al- 
hambra Palace Hotel, whose 
balconies look out on superb 
views of the snow-capped| 
Sierra Nevada. Granada, 
noted for the fiery élan of its 
gypsies and their flamenco, 
has a terrific night spot, Jar-. 
dines de Neptuno, where the 
Andalusian dancing can be 
pretty spectacular. 

Cordoba’s a wonderment. Al 
Roman-built bridge crosses its | 
river. And there is the over- 
whelming Moorishness of its 
six-acre Mezquita or mosque, 
fabulously arched in lime- | 
stone, marble and alabaster, | 
inlaid with glittering mosaics, 
incorporating Roman and | 
Visigothic ruins and, in its | 
heart, a flamboyant Gothic cas 
thedral. It’s a town where | 
Moors, Christians and Jews 
lived peaceably. (Continued)

its industrial river front, a yacht basin 
opposite it and beautiful residences a 
couple of blocks away, all in the scent of 
orange blossoms. Nearby is the mag- 
nificent Park of Maria Luisa and the 
properly named avenue, Paseo de las 
Delicias, Promenade of Delights. It 
seems as if you are never out of sight of 
the Giralda, the Moorish tower topped 
by a weather vane that looks down on the 
cathedral and its court of orange trees. 

The Torre de Oro, Tower of Gold, an 
old Moorish river-guarding fort now 
a museum, is another Seville landmark. 
A piquant way to be within view of both 
towers is afloat in the rooftop swimming 
pool of one of the most attractive hotels 
ever—the Hotel Residencia Donia Maria, 
a pretty, nostalgically baroque inn over- 
looking the Cathedral. On certain feast 
days the Seises (six boys) do a castanet 
dance before the gold and silver altar. 
There is here what is purported to 
be the tomb of Columbus, but historians 
question it. The fabulous, history-layered 
Alcazar, begun as the magnificent palace 
of Moorish kings and later occupied by 
Spanish kings, is a dazzler. Its Renais- 
sance gardens are stunners. A stroll 
through them will take you right into the 
Santa Cruz area of picturesque, narrow 
streets and little squares where patio 
gates are often left open to give tourists 
a glimpse of these pretty, fountained out- 
door rooms. It was Don Juan’s neighbor- 


hood, and you might nip into one of his

favorite restaurants, La Hosteria dé 
Laurel, to indulge in an old Spanish cus 
tom, the sampling of tapas. Tapas ay 
little snacks—a bit of cheese, a snip d 
Serrano ham, a tiny meatball, a littl 
croquette—taken with a glass of wine d 
beer. It’s not unusual to make a littl} 
prowl of such a meal, stopping at variou 
shops along the way. Not to be forgottel} 
are the typically Andalusian  fish-frif 
shops where all kinds of seafood ar 
deep fried—and light as air—and eate: 
with the fingers. If you order an hors ¢ 
oeuvre course in Spain—entremeses—b| 
ready for a spread that could be as man} 
as 32 different zesty little dishes.

John Fulton, the Americar 
bullfighter and artist, has a gallery or 
the Plaza de la Alianza in the Santa Cruz 
section and sketches his bulls in bull’ 
blood the way pre-historic men painted 
the animals on the caves of Altamira. 
Near the Macarena Gate and _ the 
Macarena Church (a must on any visi} 
to see the splendor of its Virgin’s ward: 
robe) is the very pleasant Hotel Ma: 
carena. But, as modern Seville moves 
out from its moonlight-and-roses old 
town, it has developed an assortment of 
slick high-rise hotels. I can vouch for the 
service and comforts of Los Lebreros 
which has a pretty flashy disco, and the 
very pretty, if astoundingly named, La 
Porta Coeli, where the entremeses 
seemed extraordinary. 
The thing to drink with tapas and 
entremeses is, of course, sherry, the 
name derived from Jerez de la Frontera, 
headquarter city for the region that 
grows the grapes and makes the wine, 
It happens also to be an area where the 
fighting bulls are bred. I passed Jerez 
for Puerto de Santa Maria, home base of 
Osborne y Ca., makers of wine and 
spirits, Duff Gordon probably their best 
known brand in America. They, like all 
the great bodegas, invite visits from 
travelers, give them a briefing on what 
this grand stuff is all about and let them 
have a taste of fino, amontillado and 
oleroso—the three major types that run 
from very dry to sweet. Besides the im- 
pressive bodegas of Osborne, the town 
has the fish auction on wonderfully clean 
and unfishy-smelling piers, and, right 
smack on the same docks the restaurant, 
La Lonja, where the freshest, most de- 
lectably cooked seafood comes practi- 
cally out of the water to you. Heading 
back in the direction of Malaga, the road 
skirts the Atlantic. And if you look sharp 
you can get a glimpse of Gibraltar. For

CATS 'N DOGS 


Housebreaking a Small Dog? 


DEALING WITH PET OWNER PROBLEMS 





By MORDECAI SIE 








SMALL SOLUTIONS 
Q. Will you please explain to me the best 


way to housebreak a little dog too 

small to get up and down steps to the 
yard?—Mrs. V.J.H., Richmond, VA 

A. Improvise a ramp with a plank of 
wood or simply carry the canine Lilli- 
putian outside. Another option is paper 
training which is often recommended for 
toy and miniature breeds. 

Spread newspapers over your entire 
kitchen floor (or other suitable area). 
Place the dog on the papers first thing in 
the morning; after each meal (schedule 
the dog’s feedings); last thing before 
bed. Always save one slightly soiled 
sheet to place under the een paper for 
scent purposes. Each day reduce the 
area of newspapers by one or two sheets 
until the dog is using only one corner of 
the room. 

During the training period confine the 
dog to the papering area when he is not 
being closely supervised. When he has 
an accident say “NO” in a firm tone of 
voice. Do not hit the animal and do noth- 
ing if you did not catch him in the act. 
Take him to his papers to finish. Always 
praise the dog lavishly when he uses the 
papers properly. 

SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST 
Q. While on vacation | left my cat, George, 
with a friend 25 miles from home. George 
got out and has not been found. 
Do cats have any known habits of behavior 





when they are Jost that might help me 
locate mine? He is an unaltered 
tomcat.—L.S., Chattanooga, TN 
A. Automobiles notwithstanding, 
George’s chances for survival are quite 
good unless he tangles with something 
larger in the woods such as a raccoon, 
possum or woodchuck. Almost all cats 
revert to their brilliant hunting instincts 
when on their own. He won’t starve. Try 
to locate the clowders of free-roaming 
cats in the vicinity where he was lost. A 
tomcat would naturally be drawn to the 
local cat society where he might claim 
territory and a female in heat. It is also 
possible that he is living comfortably in 
someone's home. Make a poster with all 
the cat’s identifying information includ- 
ing a photograph, and have it copied. 
Place the posters in local businesses and 
on walls. It is especially useful to talk to 
the local children about George. They 
seem to keep track of all local and visit- 
ing pets. Place an ad in the newspaper. 
Local radio stations often announce lost 
pets. In Chattanooga, station WGOW is 
tied in with the American Humane As- 
sociation’s PET PATROL. Give them the 
information for broadcast. The results 
may astound you. If you and George are 
reunited, get him tattooed and registered 
with a national registry, and try not to 
let him out of your sight again.

Q. Are you aware that the public seems 
to need an education about leaving 
animals in parked cars during the 
warm months? |am amember of avery 
fine organization, The Animal Welfare 
League of Westchester County, and we are 
striving in various ways to better the plight 
of animals.

No doubt you have

HOUSE CALLS 





A MOVING EXPERIENCE 


By KENNETH LELEN 
One in six American families will move 
this year, carrying their household be- 
longings from one place to another. 
Moving may already loom before you as 
large as Noah’s chore of relocating the 
birds and beasts of the earth in pairs. 
Today, however, there are four pos- 
sibilities: hiring a van line, renting 
equipment, using owned or borrowed 
equipment or liquidating possessions. 
To help you save steps and money, 
we've gathered some useful tips if you 
choose to hire a professional van line to 
transport your possessions. We've also 
got some good ideas if for reasons of 
economy, distance or convenience, you 
plan to rent trucking and storage and 
move your household on your own. 
Since moving costs can grow unex- 
pectedly large no matter what method 
you use, consider the financial tips we’ve 
included as well. But whether you move 
your arkful halfway around the world or 
just across town, planning ahead will 
reduce costs and make the actual work 
much smoother. 
ORGANIZE YOUR MOVE 
To get organized for your move, here are 
a rough timetable and detailed checklist 
culled from The Moving Book (Butter- 
ick, $5.95, paperback) by Irene Cumm- 
ing Kleeberg. 
Six weeks before your move: 
e If uprooted by a job transfer, find 
out how much, if anything, your firm 
will pay toward your move. 
e Take measurements of furniture, ap- 
pliances, etc., from old house. 
e Record and save all expenses, bills, 
receipts, etc., incurred during move. 
Four to six weeks before move: 
@ Decide the method of your move— 
moving company or self-move, profes- 
sionally and/or personally packed. 
e Notify stores and bank of change 
of address for charge accounts. 
e Make arrangements for 
counts in your new location. 
e Close, transfer or sell your club mem- 
berships at old location. 
@ Make a household inventory for mov- 
ing, storage and insurance purposes. 
e Schedule closing and opening of

utilities (gas, electric, phone). 

e Get boxes for packing and storage. 
One to two weeks before move: 

e Plan travel arrangements and reservé 
tions for all family members. 

e Plan clothing needs for the movin 
trip and first few days in your new home 
e Plan plant and pet travel. 

e Start initial packing: winter clothe 
first during a summer move; summeé 
clothes first during a winter move. 

e Drain fluids and lawn equipment an| 
gét rid of all flammables. 

e Get rugs cleaned and appliances ser 
viced and then delivered to new ac 
dress (if in nearby town). 

e Hold garage sale or get charity orga 
nization to pick up what youre neo 
taking with you. 

Two to three days before move: 

e Wash dirty clothes before disconnect 
ing appliances. Disconnect, empty, clea! 
and dry your refrigerator, freezer, washe 
and dryer. 

e Pack suitcase with emergency item 
youll need if moving van is delayed- 
food, utensils, tools etc. (Kleeberg pro 
vides an excellent list). 

e Find someone to watch young chil 
dren while you oversee the moving. 
One day before move: 

e Plan to watch movers, and supervise 
if necessary. 

e Put all items you are carrying in oné 
area marked “don’t move.” Label thing: 
you don’t want moved “do not load.’ 
Label the things you want taken off var 
first “load last.” 

Moving day: 

e Check house from top to bottom fo: 
forgotten items. 

e Leave forwarding address and tele 
phone number in old home. 

e Find out driver's system of symbol; 
for describing the condition and value 
of furniture and housewares. 

e Get copy of inventory and correct 
valuation of your items from van driver 
e Don’t resist the impulse to check the 
house one more time when you think 
youve forgotten something. You prob- 
ably didn’t and you'll get peace of mind 
by checking one last time.

Besides upsetting family routines, jo 
transfers are often a financial burden a 
well.

Col- 
lectors eagerly search for figurines and 
tablewares made by the firm as well as 
the Christmas plates that were made 
since 1908. The first Christmas plate sells 
for about $900 to $1,500. Your plate, 
which is two years older, is in less de- 
mand and only brings from $100 to $125. 
MUSICAL CHAIR 

Q. My chair is hand carved and plays 
music. | brought it back from Switzerland 
in the 1930s. It has a carved back with a 
center panel of two deer. The seat has a 
similar pattern. Several colors of wood 
were used. The music box is under the 
chair and it plays a tune when you sit on

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APPRENTICE TO GENIUS 


Frank Lloyd Wright Remembered 


NEW INSIGHTS INTO A LEGEND 


By EDGAR TAFEL 
All during’ my ar- 
chitectural practice, 
people have asked 
how I met Frank 
Lloyd Wright, how 
long I worked for 
him, why I finally 
left, what life at Ta- 
liesin was like? 
What was it like to 
work under the fury 
and wrath of 
genius? 

At 19, studying 
architecture at New 
York University, I'd 
already read every- 
thing I could find 
by and about him. 
I was captivated 
by his designs. Not 
yet twenty, living in 
the depths of the 
Depression, I made 
up my mind to leave everything Id 
known till then and go off to join Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s grand scheme—the Ta- 
liesin Fellowship. 

One morning that summer of 1932 my 
aunt handed me a clipping from the 
Herald Tribune announcing that Frank 
Lloyd Wright was starting his own 
school of architecture. I sent for the 
brochure on the Taliesin Fellowship. The 
bulletin arrived. It was printed in dark 
red ink on sepia paper and spelled out 
his glorious plan for fostering an authen- 
tic American culture, a grand program 
calling for seventy apprentices and seven 
master teacher-architects. 

My parents could afford the NYU tui- 
tion, $450. The Taliesin bulletin speci- 
fied tuition of $675. Carefully I filled out 
the forms and wrote to Mr. Wright, say- 
ing I wanted to join as an apprentice but 
that I only had $450. I dropped the let- 
ter in the mailbox and waited. Weeks 
passed. Actually only a long two weeks. 
The telegram arrived, my first from 
Frank Lloyd Wright: “believe we can 
manage a fellowship for you if you pay 
all you can now stop.” 

The certainty of joining the Taliesin 
Fellowship was a fever running through 
me, tingling to my fingertips. Suddenly 
everything around me turned secondary, 
transparent. 

Spring Green, Wisconsin. Small town 
in the heart of Middle America, no more 
than a railroad stop, a lumber yard, a 
| feed mill. The population in 1932 
couldn’t have been more than 400, and 








the region was dotted with prosperou 
farms. I looked for the heavy, squar 
state bank designed by Wright in 191 
—Id seen the design in books. Later 
learned that it had never been buili 
Out of Spring Green through the rive 
valley and rolling countryside, I arrives 
with all my luggage at the door. In spit 
of travel weariness and my attempts a 
outer calm, I felt tight and held m 
breath as I stood in the doorway. A 
the far end of the room, on a raise¢ 
platform serving as a stage, stood Mi 
Wright. It was like coming into | 
presence. And what presence he had! Hi 
shot out electricity in every direction. 

He had a special way of shaking 
hands, simply raising his arm bent at the 
elbow and holding his hand there to be 
grasped, drawing people to him. “Young 
man,” he addressed me, “help move thi 
piano.” 

He adored moving pianos around, i 
turned out. When he entered a room, thé 
piano—if there was one—was the firs 
thing he rearranged. 

Mr. Wright led the way into his living 
room. What an impression that room 
made! Jt was my first total Frank Lloye 
Wright atmosphere. How I was struck 
by those forms, shapes, materials. It was 
breathtaking—I had never imagine¢ 
such beauty and harmony. A little way 
into the room, the ceiling rose from é 
light deck—the space opened up. From 
the entrance, as I stood near a cabinet 
about five feet high, my eyes skimmed 
over an Oriental figure and went right 


‘o the two bands of windows on the op- 
posite walls. Way to the left I saw the 
Vireplace, with its great stone hearth, and 
+) Steinway grand. The bands of windows 
Yramed a view across a valley. 
Mrs. Wright came in and Mr. Wright 
Jntroduced me to this impressively regal 
voman. “Mother,” he said, for he often 
ased this endearment, “this is Edgar 
fafel. From New York.” He had the rare 
sift of kings and statesmen, that of re- 
membering names and identifying char- 
cteristics of the people he met. 













Mr. Wright was quite short, a sur- 

rise. He had described himself in the 
ee roeraphy as five feet eight and a 
lnalf inches tall. Perhaps because he 
iwasn’t tall, he also seemed stockier than I 
nad expected. I remember very clearly 
hat, when I first saw him, he wore a pair 
f tweed trousers fastened tight at the 
wnkle with matching cloth ties. The style 
seemed peculiar, but it was for protec- 
ion against the weather, so the cold 
couldn’t get up his trouser legs and also 
so that the pants wouldn’t flap around. 

In public, he generally wore a trim 
porkpie hat, which he sometimes aban- 
loned for a soft beret. He never dressed 
yutlandishly, but he certainly had a de- 
nite style. There were his capes, which 
nade him appear seven feet tall when 
1e swirled them over his shoulder, and 
he always wore stiff, high-starched de- 
tachable shirt collars. When he was in 
Japan, working on the Imperial Hotel, 
he ordered some new collars from a local 
haberdasher. He explained how he 
wanted them made, and a sample was 
sent for his approval. He scribbled in 
red: “OK, FLLW.” When the collars 
were delivered, every one was mono- 


grammed, “OK, FLLW” in red ink. 


Mr. Wright’s accent was pure Mid- 
West. The voice had great strength, com- 
ing from deep in the chest. He was al- 
ways claiming, declaiming, pontificating. 
He loved to bellow out a tired phrase: 
“America is the only country to have 
gone from a state of frontierism to a state 
of decadence with no intervening cul- 
ture.” The simplest statement, from his 
tongue, became a graven immutable 
truth for all ages, even if it was just about 
the weather. 

Everything about Mr. Wright’s stature 
and presence showed that he clearly 
thought of himself as a living legend and 
loved acting out the role. 

Coming to Taliesin shoved us at once 
into the reality of the world of building. 
My first job on the first day was to white- 
wash a couple of bathrooms. I guess we 
used whitewash, not paint, because it 
was cheaper: lime and water. We had to 
set up quarters for ourselves, and for the 
influx of apprentices due to arrive during 
October 1932. Then there were other 
rooms to fix up, (Continued) 
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Deneath the tamuily living 
quarters and the studio, 
above the dining rooms. 
The half-dozen at us who 
got there first got the best 
places and we banged 
them together to suit our- 
selves—in the Wright man- 
ner and under his direc- 
tion: low decks ledges 
overhead, doors six feet 
and two inches high, win- 
dows in odd shapes and 
places, built-in beds, and 
benches and tables. We 
changed them constantly, 
as we found a board, a 
stone, some hardware. 

As first arrivals, we got 
into the drafting room first, 
doing drawings of the 
rooms built as well as ren- 
derings. of the Imperial 
Hotel. 

The bell rang first at 
6:30 a.m. to wake us, the 
second bell at 7:00 called 
us to breakfast. We had to 
be in the dining room be- 
fore 7:30, when the kitchen 
closed. If we missed break- 
fast, we had to beg food from Mabel the 
cook or steal something from the kitchen 
when Mabel turned her back. We all 
took turns in the kitchen helping Mabel, 
waiting on tables, and cleaning up. 

Mr. Wright's approach to food was 
straightforward and simple, like the 
samplers with homey sayings that he 


hung on all the walls at Taliesin. We 
washed our own dishes after eating. The 
Wrights didn’t usually eat with us. They 


had their own dining room, small and 
beautiful. Very occasionally, a visiting 
parent and apprentice would be invited 
to eat with the Wrights. After breakfast 
duties were assigned, some continuing 
from days before, some new. 

By 5:00 a.m. we reported for work. 
We might do a dozen different jobs in 
the morning—garden for a while, drive 
the tractor for road grading, dig a ditch 
or ee for footings to go under a new 
wall, drive down the river for a load of 
sand, help rescue a car that was stuck. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wright made attempts 
at organizing daily life at Taliesin, but 
only the meal schedules worked. The 
routine of no routine—that was life at 
the Fellowship. We dealt with each day’s 
important matters as they came up, 
though the long-range building projects 
were handled systematically. In spite of 
Mr. Wright's habit of happily disrupting 
schedules, 
lished in an organic way, di 


certain routines were estab- 
‘tated by the 
cycles of nature—planting and harvesting 
seasons, work outdoors until Wisconsin’s 
Intertwined with

things 


winter drove us inside. 
all activities was work in the 


room. There were always more 


to do than hands and money to get them 


done. Summer always came too soon.

Time and the seasons were always 
against us, and we were always behind. 
Mr. Wright felt that time was pushing 
him, that it was behind him trying to 
overtake him, and that we’d never be 
finished. As a result, he projected that 
kind of frenzy onto us. Always. 

Sunday evening in the living room at 
Taliesin was our weekly social event, all 
in formal dress. There was homemade 
wine, dinner cooked and served by ap- 
prentices, then music—piano, violin, 
solos, chorus. 

After dinner on Saturday night there 
was entertainment—the chorus sang, 
there were a few piano selections, and 
wed have a foreign film. Mr. Wright’s 
secretary would show him a list of films 
from which he could order. He’d look up 
and down the list before deciding. Final- 
ly he’d say, “Well, Gene, how about 
Stagecoach?” We must have seen that 
twenty times. 

At night if we tried to drive away from 
the Wrights

Descriptions of apprentices out in th 
fields, or making concrete or milkin 
cows or driving the tractor, probabl 
make it seem that little was being don 
in the drafting room—that architecture 
the real purpose of the Fellowship wa 
giving way to farming. In Mr. Wright 
found my own great man. It’s not thé 
I chose only to study under him. Her 
was the giant to look up to, the creativ 
source to draw from and give form ani 
character and clarity to what, some day 
might be my own ideas. Mr. Wright fel 
in those early years that he was gettin, 
ready. He had infinite faith that the Fel 
lowship would grow into a_ workin; 
organization, that the nation’s econom 
would revive, and that he would hav. 
created architects to rebuild the revital 
ized nation,

Vegetables are a most important part of 
our diet as far as nutrition and vitamin 
content are concerned. In addition to 
tasting better, well-prepared vegetables 
retain more of their important nutrients 
and vitamins. Here are a few tips for 
making the most of your vegetables. 


@ Select vegetables that are crisp, fresh- 
looking and colorful. No amount of cook- 
ing and attention will revive a limp, tired 
vegetable. It has lost its texture, and a 
great deal of its favor and goodness. 


@ Wash vegetables with a stiff vege- 
table brush, or in the case of mushrooms, 
tomatoes and very new potatoes, just 
wipe them clean with a damp cloth. 


@ Store cleaned vegetables in plastic 
bags or boxes in the refrigerator to keep 
them crisp and fresh until ready to be 
used. Parsley and other herbs will keep 
green and fresh in this way for weeks. 


@ Do not peel vegetables unless abso- 
lutely necessary; most of the goodness is 
right under the skin or in the skin itself. 


@ Do not drown vegetables in water. 
Instead, cook them in a little butter or 
chicken stock, white wine or simply 
steam, to bring out their delicate flavors 
and textures. Serve them slightly crisp, 
not reduced to a pulpy, colorless mass. 


@ Always serve vegetables as soon as 
possible after cooking; many lose flavor 
and texture if kept warm over any period 
of time. Keep a vegetable juice jar for 
any leftover cooking liquid. It gives 
flavor to soups, sauces and stews.

They 
combine with fruits, vegetables and 
spices in non-alcoholic drinks. And they 
stand alone, with nothing more than a 
slice of lime, replacing even white wine 
as the perfect apéritif. 


WHAT IS MINERAL WATER? 

Sparkling waters are drinking waters 
that have one of two origins. There are 
those that gush up naturally from an un- 
derground spring or well and are bottled 
pure with nothing added, Depending on 
their natural minerals, these waters can 
be still or sparkling. Those that are nat- 
urally sparkling have bubbles that seem 
to go on forever. 

Those without natural sparkle can be 
carbonated. If the label states the water 
is “naturally sparkling,” “naturally ef- 
fervescent,” or “naturally carbonated,” 
you know the bubbles are nature’s own; 
otherwise, they’re added. 

Bottled sparkling water can also be 
ordinary tap water, processed and car- 
bonated. To prepare this water, it is first 
deionized or distilled to remove all min- 
erals and trace elements. After the water 
is purified, a special combination of 
minerals is added back to give the water 
a certain character and a more palatable 
taste. To this treated water, sparkle is 
added. A label that says “spring-type,” 
“spring-pure,” or “spring-fresh” is not 
spring water. It is processed water. 


HOW DOES MINERAL WATER 
TASTE? 

Do bottled waters—sparkling or other- 

wise—really taste better? The answer is 

a qualified yes, depending on who is 





tasting what water. By some counts 
there are now 500 brands of bottled 
water in the United States. While many 
have only small regional sales, there is 
still a wide choice of tastes available in 
most parts of the country. 

One taste not found in bottled water is 
chlorine. Widely used to purify tap wa- 
ter, chlorine leaves water tasting like 
laundry bleach. Instead, bottled water is 
purified with ozone—making it tasteless, 
colorless, odorless. 

Still, the bottled sparkling water you 
prefer may have as much to do with the 
purpose of the water as it does with in- 
dividual tastes. 


WHICH MINERAL WATER SHOULD 
YOU CHOOSE? 

A soft, light, relatively neutral spar- 
kling water may be the answer to a sum- 
mer afternoon’s thirst while a highly 
alkaline water is the thing to take after 
a rich and heavy dinner. A pH 7 ratin 
indicates a neutral water. A water with 
pH rating higher than 7 indicates$a 
harder, or more alkaline water; lower 
than 7 indicates a softer water. Slightly 
harder waters taste better, and thus, 
most bottled waters on the market tend 
to be mildly alkaline. 

Highly alkaline or very hard waters, 
however, taste, as well as act, like bicar- 
bonate of soda, and to most Americans 
have a “soapy” or medicinal flavor. They 
are indeed an acquired taste. 

Lightly alkaline waters, on the other 
hand, are the most easily acceptable. 
They have more character than soft wa- 
ters, less austerity than high-alkaline 
water. And they are good choices for 
mixed drinks, where you want a water 
that can hold its own, offer adequate 
carbonation, yet not compete with the 
rest of the mix, Clean and refreshing, 
these are the most satisfying of all.

Fast Homemade Preserves 








SHORTCUTS FOR MAKING RELISH, MARMALADE AND JAM 


By NANCY CRAIG 

The microwave oven has simplified the 
old drawn-out process of making relishes 
and fruit preserves that add so much 
flavor, color and texture to any meal. A 
small batch of strawberry jam can be 
microwaved almost as fast as you can 
boil water, And it doesn’t require con- 
stant watching. Since the waves of en- 
ergy in microwaving heat from all sides, 
and not from the bottom, sugar mixtures 
don’t scorch and require little stirring. 






























COOKING TIPS 

1. Make microwave preserves 
and relishes in small 
batches. 

2. Use glass bowls or 
containers that are large 
enough to prevent boil- 
overs. 

3. When arecipe calls fora 
cover, use a glass lid, 
plastic or wax wrap. 

4. Always remove covering 
away from your body to 
avoid steam burns. 

5. Sugar mixtures become 
very hot so keep hot 
pot holders handy. 

6. Pour all pickles and sweets 
into sterilized jars and seal 
with paraffin. If jars are 
not sterilized, store in the 
refrigerator. 

7. When a recipe calls for 

pectin, add it slowly and 

stir thoroughly.

ON PAGES 78-79 

To make the most of the items in this 
guest bedroom, including the fabric- 
covered walls, curtains, patchwork 
spread, cushions and _ tablecloth, use 
Simplicity House Pattern #105; $2. In- 
structions for the fabric-covered Parson’s 
table are available in both #103 and 
#111. The shirred mirror frame is from 
pattern #114. 


PAGES 80-81 

Instructions for covering walls with fab- 
ric can be found in Simplicity House 
Patterns #104 and #105, as well as in 
Frey's Staple It! Directions for dust ruffle 
and cushions are also in #105. 


PAGES 82-83 

Simplicity House Patterns will be help- 
ful in this room, too, Directions for mak- 
ing a plain table round (without the 
tiers) can be found in #109; just skip 
the contrast welting around the bottom 
and use a narrow hem, instead. These 
directions call for seaming a narrow 
fabric, but if you are using sheets, 
chances are you can probably cut the 
circle in one piece. 

Directions for various pillows are 
available in several of the Simplicity 
patterns, and a super-simple variation is 
explained in the July issue of House 
Beautiful, page 56. (The corded pil- 
lows shown here are closest to the box 
pillows in #104 with the center “riser” 
eliminated. ) 

Otherwise, just sandwich a bias-cov- 
ered cord between the seams in any 
pillow for this effect. To make it, cut 
strips of fabric on the bias—wide enough 
to cover your filler cord and still give 
you a comfortable seam allowance. 
Stitch close to the cord using a zipper 
foot. A contrasting color cording makes 
a nice effect, too. 

To cushion a basic chair, trace the 
outline of the seat by using a sheet of 
brown paper and a pencil. Smooth out 
any wavy lines and take it to your foam 
store to have a cushion cut to that shape. 
Block foam can be cut at home with a 
serrated knife, but chances are your 
store will cut it for you on a jigsaw. 
Then cover with fabric—with or without 
cording. A cushion seat which will take 
a lot of hard wear should have its seams 
reinforced, either with an extra row of 
zigzag stitching or with twill tape. 

The easiest, cheapest way to put fab- 
ric on a wall is to staple or glue it (see 
Simplicity patterns #104 or #105, or 
Frey’s book). Shirring it on the walls is 
expensive—obviously, it takes a lot more 
fabric—but the effect can be smashing. 

It’s also very practical since the fabric 


can easily be taken down, laundered and 


re-installed. This technique can be used 


on any wall, but it looks best if it touches 
a wooden molding or a door frame of 
some sort as it does in the picture. 

When measuring the fabric, remem- 
ber to add a little extra ease because 
both the shirring and the dowels ‘take up 
fabric; if you hem it to fit the wall ex- 
actly, there won't be enough fabric. 
“Baste” one panel and try it first before 
you hem them all. Then feed the 
wooden dowels (fitted with screw eyes 
on each end) through the hems and at- 
tach to a cuphook to hold in place. 


PAGES 84-85 

The standard 39 by 76-inch “high riser” 
bed was turned into a sofa by building 
a three-sided wooden frame, covering it 
with sheet foam and upholstering it in 
white duck to match the spread. For 
stapling techniques for this headboard 
and putting fabric on walls, tables, 
screens and dining chairs, see Staple It! 

The soft, balloony curtains are tech- 
nically Roman shades, not Austrian 
curtains as it might seem. A true Roman 
shade (which pleats up when drawn) 
requires a very stiff fabric—almost an 
awning canvas—while a_ soft cotton 
sheeting gives this billowy effect. In- 
structions are given in Simplicity House 
Pattern #111. 

Directions for covered tables are also 
available in Simplicity #103 and #111; 
the circular tablecloth is from #109, 
while the ruffled pillows are in #105. 

To cover a conventional picnic table 
as shown in Staple It!, top with a sheet 
and staple it down, attaching cotton tape 
(or even selvage) at the same time for 
easy removal. If you don’t have such a 
table, cover an old door. Or buy a hollow 
door at a lumber yard—a damaged one is 
even cheaper and the rip won't show. 
Propped up on makeshift legs, this 
makes great extra seating and can hide 
behind the sofa when not in use. Just re- 
member to “baste” the staples in lightly 
so they'll flick out easily at laundry

This 
very softly colored art glass was first 
made in 1885, The glass was covered 
with a wax substance, A series of criss- 
cross lines and decoration outlines was 
cut through the wax. The glass was then 
exposed to an acid, and where the wheel 
had cut through the wax the acid ate into 
the glass and etched it. This gave a 
frosted appearance, The decoration was 
stained and the glass fired to assure that 
the colors would remain, 

This was a very expensive process and 
a year later the patent for a new manu- 
facturing method was issued. This new 
method did not require hand cutting. 
Small particles of acid-resistant material 
were used on the glass before it was 
dipped in the acid. This resulted in a 
frosted look that was similar to the origi- 
nal, Use a strong magnifying glass to 
tell whether your tumblers are the “first 
grind” (hand cut) or the “second grind.” 
The straight, cut lines will show if it is 
“first grind.” Value: first grind, $100 to 
$150; second grind, half as much.

A. Some members of the Rogers family 
were making silverware in Waterbury, 
CT, as early as 1820, The name “Rogers 
and: Bros.” was used after 1858 by Asa 
Jr. and Simeon Rogers. They only made 
flatware, The firm eventually became 
part of the International Silver Co. 
Many other Connecticut firms that 
made silver*used the name Rogers. Some 
of the owners were truly named Rogers, 
relatives of the original silversmiths. 

The mark on your silver indicates 
standard quality, plated silver. It is 
probably silver plate on a German silver 
base. The mark was used from 1882 to 
1902. If the pieces were of solid silver, 
the word “sterling” would have been 
used. Patterns picturing women were 
popular, often given fanciful names such 
as “Psyche” or “Love Disarmed.” It is 
impossible to identify a pattern without 
seeing the spoon.

Shaker Furniture—After Half a ee its Value has Quadrupled 





A GUIDE TO BUYING AND INVESTING 


By SYLVIA SUNDERLIN 

In 1938, a Schenectady, New York 
woman bought a two-drawer, cherry and 
maple Shaker work table for $15 at a 
local junk shop. She had developed an 
eye for genuine Shaker pieces—having 
lived near a Shaker settlement—and ad- 
mired the simple designs and_ finely 
crafted workmanship associated with the 
members of this industrious sect. 

In 1973, when she was reluctantly dis- 

persing her considerable collection of 
Shaker pieces acquired in the interven- 
ing years, the same worktable fetched 
more than $700 at auction. 
What is Shaker furniture, and why is it so 
special? Shaker furniture—worktables, 
chairs, cabinets, benches—and a wide va- 
riety of other articles, from sleighs to 
small padded sewing baskets, were pro- 
duced throughout the 1800s in 19 reli- 
gious communities scattered over most 
of the New England states, New York, 
Ohio and Kentucky. As the Shaker set- 
tlements were established in unspoiled 
rural areas, there was abundant wood for 
making ordinary furniture—cupboards, 
tailoring tables, tubs and buckets, chairs 
and boxes—primarily for their own com- 
munity. In later years, they made fur- 
niture to order for sale outside the 
communities. The furniture was plain, 
unadorned, made of cherry, pine, maple, 
butternut or ash, and often painted in 
drab colors—gray, mustard, Shaker red, 
or gray-blue. 





If Shaker is such plain, homespun stuff, 
why is it so unusual? Why, after half a 
century, has Shaker furniture become a 
hot collector's item, doubling in price, 
and doubling again within a few years? 
Why should a simple, ordinary rocker 
with a woven tape seat send a Shaker en- 
thusiast into ecstasies? What is so differ- 
ent about a blanket chest in scarred gray 
paint with porcelain knobs on the bot- 
tom drawers? 

Shaker furniture is good, primarily be- 
cause it is both honest and ingenious. 
Though plain, it was not put together by 
clumsy amateurs but by skilled crafts- 
men who zealously aimed at making 
every piece they produced serve a pre- 
cise purpose. A little kitchen table might 
have the convenience of both a front 
drawer and drawers at each end. A two- 
step stool could serve as a footrest, too. 
A child’s chair had to be of the right 
depth and height for a young body. 

The design of their chairs reflects the 
sobriety of their lives and the ingenuity 
of their craftsmanship. Chair backs, 
though straight, were subtly curved to 
conform to the human figure. The rabbit- 
ear finials on the back posts and the sat- 
iny mushroom knobs at the corners of 
the front posts invite the hand to hold 
onto something comforting in an other- 
wise austere, barren room. The rocking 
chair is said to have been invented at the 
New Lebanon Community in New York. 

With the gradual closing of the com- 























munities and the dispersal of goodg 
there was for many years a constant flo 
of Shaker furniture into the antique mar 
ket. When there was plenty of Shake 
there was little interest in it, but once 
was “discovered,” its quality recognized 
proclaimed and established, it began t 
vanish. This has all happened within th 
last 15 or 20 years. Since the discove 
of Shaker by collectors whose enthusias 
is contagious, antiques dealers ha 
profited by turning up and turning ove 
finds of Shaker articles to both museu 
and private collectors. 
Although Shaker has been in the ope 
market for more than half a century, t 
astonishing thing is that there was § 
much of it available for so long. T 
membership in the communities, at it 
peak, never was more than 5,000 
6,000. For this religious sect to have prq 
duced the quantity and variety of furn 
ture they did is one of the marvels é 
American folk history. But Shakers wey 
obliged to be industrious. Committed 
enclosed communal living, they had 
make everything they used, from th 
cloth they wove out of the wool an 
linen they grew, to tools, cooking uter 
sils and farm machinery. 
When life became more materialisti¢ 
the number of converts to the haré 
celibate Shaker life diminished. Remaity 
ing members were obliged to wo 
harder and turn to outside trade to sug 
port the communities. In (Continued

the late 1800s the Shakers maintained 
a prosperous trade in packaged gar- 
den seeds and herbs and bottled extracts. 
Later, they made their chairs to ‘order, 
in such numbers that the chair is still 
the item most likely to be found in a 
scarce market. Chair prices now range 
from as little as $150 to the upper hun- 
dreds, depending on age and condition, 
A Shaker chair is a sound investment for 
the serious collector. 

Where is Shaker to be found? Until re- 
cently, the happiest hunting ground for 
the amateur has been antiques shops near 
the former communities. But now that 
these areas, and particularly New Eng- 
land, are virtually drained of Shaker, the 
beginning collector may have to look 
elsewhere. The several antiques dealers 
in the Northeast specializing in Shaker 
have few things to offer now except an 
occasional chair or a washstand, or 
smaller items such as boxes and trays. 
Shaker has traveled to California, Texas, 
Oregon, the South. Each time a piece is 
traded, it is likely to reach a further out- 
post. In the Midwest trade, one dealer 
asserted, Shaker does not excite much at- 
tention. But let it be known that a good 
Shaker piece is coming up for sale in 
Chicago and New England dealers will 
rush to compete for it. A hope for the 
beginning collector is that of finding an 
odd piece in an out-of-the-way place, 
where it is little known or appreciated. 
But you have to know a piece of Shaker 
when you meet it! - 

Is it possible to start buying Shaker now 
for investment? Most larger pieces—book- 
cases, secretaries, and larger tables— 
have either gone into museums or are 
priced at such astronomical figures (in 
the thousands) that they are out of range 


_ of the average collector who will have to 


look for less expensive items. There are 
still some of these to be found—water 
benches, trays, baskets, carriers and 
other simple but practical pieces—many 
of which are charming adjuncts to almost 
any decor except the most formal, Small 
table and cabinet prices range through 
the hundreds. Sewing baskets, little oval 
trays, and other such accessories are 
inching up in the $40, $50, and $100 
range. Although values of large, impor- 
tant pieces continue to rise, prices for 
smaller Shaker items are relatively stable, 
enabling a beginner to enter the market. 

The most plentiful items now are the 
typical Shaker boxes, both round and 
oval, which, like the chairs, were pro- 
duced for the trade in great numbers. 
The box is easily recognized by the fin- 
gered overlap on the side, a character- 
istic Shaker technique. Small collectibles 
are seed packets, bottles or even the 
labels for their herbs, oil and extract bot- 


tles. These would range in price from $4 


to about $12. There are also textiles— 


| 


bonnets, cloaks, table linen and towel 
and baskets. But these are harder t 
identify without the advice of an expert 

Many potential buyers attracted t 
Shaker are doubtful about investing i 
a piece that may not be genuine. Becau 
Shaker furniture is so deceptively si 
ple, with no carvings or difficult joining 
to imitate, it is relatively easy to copy 
There are many reproductions, even kit 
for putting together your own “Shaker 
table or footstool, and many imitation 
are poor. A few highly skilled craftsmet 
make faithful reproductions for mu 
seums or for those who want the quali 
of the genuine but are willing to forg 
ownership of a costly authentic piece f 
an honest replica. 

To find real Shaker, the collect 
should seek dealers with the largest an 
most varied stock of authentic piece 
particularly in those areas surroundin 
the former communities, that is, th 
Northeast states, Ohio and Kentucky.

HOW TO 
DECORATE 
YOUR WALLS 
WITHOUT 
CLIMBING 
THEM 


By JOHN H. INGERSOLL 

Assumed: you plan to hang your own 
wall covering. If you’ve never tried it 
before, here are two encouraging 
thoughts: (1) It’s easy if you limit 
yourself to papers and_ fabric-backed 
vinyls, and (2) you will save money. 

Papers include prepasted papers, un- 
pasted papers and paper-backed vinyls. 
Fabric-backed vinyls are occasionally 
called plastic-coated fabrics. What you 
want to avoid first time around are ultra- 
thin Mylars®, hand-printed papers, real 
fabrics and other natural materials, such 
as true grass cloth. Leave those to the 
professionals until you've gained 
some experience. 

Saving dollars is a joy anytime. By 
doing your own work, you'll cut 60 per- 
cent off the cost of a professional job. If 
your rolls of wall covering, tools and 
paste total $180, you will save $270. 

Easiest of all materials to hang are the 
pre-pasteds. These are genuine rolls of 
wall covering, not plasticized shelf 
paper. The adhesive pre-applied to the 
back is activated when the roll is soaked 
in water. Hanging unpasted papers and 
vinyls requires only one different chore— 
applying paste to each wall. covering 
strip. More about the way to do that is 
detailed below.

PREPARING THE WALL 

The most important, though least  fas- 
cinating, step is the first one: preparing 
the wall. Two words apply with force: 
clean. and smooth. Dirt, grease or, on 
bath walls, soap films, tend to unhinge 
the adhesion between covering and wall. 
Clean the wall and allow it to dry thor- 
oughly before making another move. 

Mildew is another enemy. Here’s a 
remover recipe: 
mix three quarts 
of water, one- 
third cup dry 
laundry deter- 
gent and one 
quart of house- 
hold bleach. Us- 
ing this mixture 
and wearing 
rubber gloves, 
scrub the of- 
fending area; 
then rinse with 
clear water. 
Again, allow it 
to dry com- 
pletely. Ask your 
dealer for an ad- 
hesive treated to 
prevent further 
mildew. 

On most 
walls, smooth 
means an ab- 
sence of inden- 
tations, cracks, 
cha ps amd 
bumps. Exclude 
an old plaster 
wall with a per- 
ceptible wave. 
That can be hid- 
den by wall covering with a strong 
pattern or texture. In fact, minor im- 
perfections of all kinds tend to disap- 
pear beneath a heavy, fabric-backed 
embossed vinyl, a good reason for choos- 
ing it. 

Under paper or most paper-backed 
vinyls, bumps, ridges and dips show 
up unattractively. The cure: follow- 
ing directions on the can (or sack if 
you buy dry mix), apply spackle over 
small openings and patching plaster over 
larger holes. Scrape and sand smooth 
the bows and bulges. 

As for the condition of the wall 
surface: 

Walls painted with a quality flat paint 
are ready for wall covering. A coat of 
size will allow you to slip the sheets on 
more easily and helps adhesion, though 
it isn’t vital. 

Old or cheap paint already chalking 
or flaking must be scraped and sanded 
away. This should be followed by an 
application of primer-sealer. 

Walls painted with a high gloss paint 
will reduce adhesion. Sand off the gloss; 
wash with a tri-sodium phosphate (beet 
salt) or sal soda solution; sand again

and prime with a primer-sealer or size 
for better adhesion on wall surface. 

New unpainted drywall (plasterboard) 
must be coated with oil-based primer. 

New, unpainted plaster walls need a 
minimum of five weeks to dry after fresh 
plaster is applied. Then coat the wall 
with a primer-sealer. 

Strippable wall covering should be 
stripped away. Then clean and size the 
wall before new material goes up. 

Old wallpaper (especially several 
layers) ought to be removed. The work 
is messy but worth the trouble to make 
your new covering look its best, and, 
more important, stay put. Get advice 
from your dealer on the best way to get 
down to bare wall. Then clean the wall 
and give it a fresh coat of size. 

There are cases where removal is im- 
possible. If your walls fall into that 
dilemma, scrape off loose tabs of old 
paper; sand rough areas; cross your 
fingers and hang the new material. |

és} ow can you tell if a 


long-neglected house in 

a city neighborhood is worth 
your time and money to buy 
and renovate? There’s more 
to consider than gingerbread 
trim, tall ceilings and intricate 
woodwork. Is it economical, 
functional or even safe? Key 
to selecting a house worth 
your investment is studying 
the house’s needs, your needs 
and bringing in expert help. 
Location, location, location 
Before you even begin to 


study the house, look at the 
neighborhood. Evaluate 
what kinds of structures are 
being renovated, what per- 
centage of the block is already 
renovated and how the exist- 
ing buildings relate to your 
way of life. 

Check commercial 
establishments. Are they 
well kept and stable parts of 
the community? The quality 
of area schools is another 
important consideration, not 
only to families with children, 
but also when determining a 
home’s resale value. 

Neighborhood associa- 
tions make a community a 
viable place to live, too. Such 
groups will voice their posi- 
tions on zoning, funding, city 
services and other decisions 
that affect the area and the 
value of individual homes. 
Inspect house structure 
and systems 
Once the neighborhood passes 
muster, it’s time to check the 
house. What it looks like 


“before” shouldn’t scare you 
if the basic systems are sound. 
A complete survey of the 

house’s structure as well as 
electrical, heating and plumb- 
ing systems, is essential. While 
some details may be apparent 
to prospective buyers, it’s 
worth a $50 to $100 invest- 
ment to have an architect or 
contractor evaluate the 
house’s stability without bias 
toward aesthetics. 

What should a house hunt- 
er look for? You spot struc- 
tural damage in a variety of 
ways. Water stains on the 
walls or ceiling, a sagging roof 
or beams, separations between 
floors and termite tunnels all 
mean big problems. While 
these problems are expensive 
to correct, it is the 
outdated systems that raise 
most safety-related problems. 
For instance, houses built 
before 1920 should be com- 
pletely rewired if they haven’t 
been already. Old wiring sys- 
tems will not handle modern 







appliances safely and 
they can be a fire hazard. 
Heating systems area 
problem area. If you plan to} 
add rooms, check with an 
architect or contractor as to 
whether the house needs a 
new heating system. A fur- 
nace that doesn’t work prop 
erly can leave you uncom- 
fortably cold and be a fire 
hazard. And if the furnacei 
still the original coal-to-oil 
converted unit, replace it. 
Consult with an expert abo 
the plumbing system in an ; 
house. Replace cast iron pip 
with the new copper or plast 
types. If only some pipes 
show evidence of rust or

CHECKLIST FOR OLD HOUSE BUYERS 


What to look for when 

you want to renovate 

Structure: 

1. Water stains in the basement, 
cracked cement walls, rotting or sagging 
beams all indicate structural damage. 
2. Water stains on ceilings often mean 
roof problems. So do sagging rafters. 








3. Separations between walls and win- 
dows; windows and doors that don’t 
close mean settling and loss of heat. 

4. Uneven, sloping floors. Steel columns 
may be needed to remedy the problem. 
5. ‘“‘Tunnels’’ in wood beams or wood- 
work indicate termites. 

6. A fresh paint job may be hiding not- 
so-fresh damage. 

7. Water-stained, cracked window sills 
mean leaking windows. 

8. Loose fitting, un-weather-stripped 
windows lead to heat loss. Non-standard 
size windows or reframing are costly. 


Systems: 

1. Rust as well as white or greenish 
crusting of pipes or joints indicate leaks. 
2. Poor water pressure in the sinks and 
toilets could mean a complete reworking 
of the plumbing system. 

3. A hot water heater with less than a 
40 to 50 gallon capacity is too small. 

4. A fuse box with less than 100 amps 


means the house needs rewiring. 

5. Rusted, damaged or crumbly wiring 
or cables may be overloaded. 

6. Too few outlets or non-working out- 
lets may indicate need for a rewiring job. 
7. Converted furnaces (coal to oil) are 
old and will probably need replacement.

an old house 
improves Its 
use, value 
and appeal 


D... let your home’s first impres- 


sion be the last area to get remodeled. 
When renovating an older house, the 
exterior deserves as much attention and 
planning as interior alterations. 

Whether you recently moved to your 
home or have lived there for years, you 
probably inherited landscape problems 
in the arrangement and condition of the 
lawn, patio, driveway and shrubs. The 
following tips will help you improve the 
function, worth and enjoyment of the 
most visible portion of your home. Like 
a new penny, your house will dress up 
the neighborhood as well. 

Look carefully at your yard and what 
you would like to do with it. Then de- 
cide what you can afford and how much 
work you can do yourself. 

John Alexopolous, a landscape archi- 
tect at the Hartford (Conn.) Architec- 
ture Conservancy, suggests homeowners 
use a professional designer or landscape 
contractor to manage their project. With 
a clear understanding of what you 
have and need, a good designer can help 
you create a pleasant and workable 
landscape around your house. 

STEP ONE: WHAT DO YOU HAVE? 
Draw a plan of your property with the 
house on it. Trace the site plan from 
your survey if you have one. Put in all 
existing features of your landscape: 
garage, driveway, walks, stairs, fences, 
trees, etc. 

Now list those factors which will in- 
fluence where you want to place walks, 
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BEFORE: How do existing conditions affect the landscape? | 
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Map out site plan to determine location of revised elements. 
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AFTER: New plan serves your needs and enhance neighborhood. .

considerations to guide you: 

@ Entrances serve as the focus of many 
activities. 

@ The number of cars and where they 
are parked may interfere with backyard 
space. 

@® Grading your lot can help to remove 
excess water and wet areas in the lawn. 
@ Sunny areas of the lawn should be 
kept open. A vegetable garden there 
will require a minimum of six hours of 


sun per day to produce good crops. 
@ Lawns grow poorly in shady areas” 
though they are nice places to sit dur- 
ing the summer. 

@ If a room is too hot in the summer, 
you may be able to plant a deciduous 
shade tree to block the sun’s rays.

white crusting, replace them while major 
renovations are underway. That saves 
tearing out newly plastered walls at a 
later date. Poor water pressure is an- 
other indication that a new plumbing 
system is needed. 

EVALUATE HOUSE LAYOUT 
Prospective buyers should also consider 
the layout and aesthetics of the older 
house. Although structural changes can 
be made, it is important to determine 
whether the kitchen and bathrooms are 
in workable locations. Check also for 
good lighting in the living room and bed- 
rooms. Changes in these rooms mean ex- 
tremely expensive alterations. 


The value of a renovated house com- 
pared to other houses on the block is 
an important factor in determining 
which changes to make. A sauna and 
gourmet kitchen are good investments 
as improvements, for instance, if other 
houses have similar extras. In some 
neighborhoods, however, these improve- 
ments may not be worth it. 

Architect Gertrude Kerbis, veteran 
renovator and president of the Chicago 
Chapter, American Institute of Archi- 
tects, offers five guidelines to people be- 
fore they purchase an older house. Head 
of her own firm and consultant to Pitt- 
way Corp., makers of First Alert safety 
systems, she tells people who want to 
renovate: 

1. Have an expert check the house. 
2. Don't buy the house as a money-mak- 
ing project. Renovations usually cost 
twice the original estimate and it’s gen- 
erally figured that each dollar spent on 
remodeling brings only 25 cents in resale 
value. New roofing, plumbing, updated 
wiring and other renovations add almost 
no value since new owners expect a 
house to be safe and well-maintained. 
3. Have a basic idea what changes you 
want when you're still in the “looking” 
stage so you can estimate renovation 
cost. The condition of the house will 
largely determine your expenditures. 

4. Decide how much work you realisti- 
cally can do yourself. If you can’t make 
renovation a full time job, don’t choose 
a house that requires a live-in contractor. 
5. If the cost of remodeling, inconve- 
nience of living in room while 
the other seven are not completed, and 
weekends spent stripping 37 layers of 
paint off molding don’t discourage you, 
then go ahead and buy. 

PLAN YOUR REMODELING 
Once youve bought a house that fits 
your lifestyle and budget and have had 
its structure and systems checked by an 


one 


architect or contractor, you're ready to 
begin planning its remodeling. Such a 
plan requires more than putting your 
dreams on paper.

You've got to decide whether you 
want a large eat-in kitchen, a formal 
dining room, a fireplace, one bedroom 
made from two, built-in bookshelves or 
other design elements that make a house 
unique. The decisions must be made in 
the original plan because changing yow 
mind later is both costly and time-con- 
suming. 


While gutting the interior and starting 
over might look simple and appeal- 
ing, at today’s costs, it can overwhelm 
your budget. Kerbis offers a cost list 
that bears this out: 

e Bath remodeling: $2,500-$4,500. 

e Kitchen remodeling: $5,000-$10,000. 
e Asphalt floor tile: 60-80 cents per 
square foot. 

e Finish existing basement: 
$5,000 for a 15 by 20-foot area. 
e Replace window: $100-$400. 
e Take down non-load-bearing parti- 
tion: $1-$1.25 per square foot. 

Since you can generally double the origi- 
nal estimate to figure your total renova- 
tion cost, it pays to carefully consider 
every change you want made. There are 
always costs not figured. For example, 
if floor tile costs 60 cents per square foot, 
and the floor is angled or bumpy, there 
are additional costs for work done be- 
fore the tile can be laid. Remember, too, 
that eccentric additions to a house sel- 
dom pay off. 

Resale value on remodeling is equita- 
ble on popular changes such as a mod- 
ernized kitchen or bath. A third bedroom 
is another good investment, but changes 
must be made to fit the way you live. 
Communicating with your architect or 
contractor is the best way to get the 
house you want. Besides translating your 
needs to a plan, he or she will note other, 
less apparent but necessary changes, 
such as additional insulation, replace- 
ment of old window openings and addi- 
tion of storm windows. 

Secondary needs will emerge and 
youll have to decide which changes 
must be made and which you can live 
without. For example, should you give 
up that great kitchen pantry so you can 
have another stairway to the second 
floor? Will it create problems to pass 
through a bedroom to use the main bath- 
room? (Almost always.) Do you want 
fewer, larger rooms, and which walls can 
be eliminated to obtain them? You'll 
have to resolve these questions before 
the plan is finalized. 

Besides developing specifications and 
drawings, and analyzing what you want 
and can afford to change, you must keep 
the city informed of your renovation.

MEASURING WHAT YOU NEED 
Wall covering is sold by the roll, and 
it's general practice for U.S. producers 
to package material by the double roll. 
No matter what the width, a single roll 
contains 36 square feet. Allowing an 
average six feet for waste, a single roll 
covers 30 square feet. 

That generalization holds true for al- 
most all random and repeat patterns, but 
may be somewhat generous for a drop 
match (a pattern that moves diagonally 
down the wall.) 

To order covering, measure the dis- 
tance around the room and its height. 
Multiply perimeter by height and divide 
by 30. Example: your bedroom is eight 
feet from floor to ceiling and 50 feet 
around the perimeter. Wall area is thus 
8 by 50 or 400 square feet. Dividing the 
total by 30 gives 13.33, or rounded out, 
13. For that bedroont, you would order 
seven double rolls (14 single) or six 
double if the room is broken up by more 
than two windows and a door. 

Consult your dealer for an adjustment 
in your figures if you order a drop match, 
and get his advice as well on the tools, 
primers and paste you'll need. 

APPLYING WALL COVERINGS 
With everything in hand, clear the 
floor and unroll the rolls of wall cover- 
ing, laying them alongside one another. 


Check the sheets for color match. If the 
pattern is a drop match, you'll see how 
the diagonal pattern fits together. 

Fact number one to keep in mind: 
coverings are hung on walls beginning 
at an inside corner, and continuing along 
the wall from left to right. 





Use putty knife and razor to trim excess 
that overlaps molding and baseboard. 


Fact number two: walls are rarely 
plumb. But to look professional, wall 
coverings must hang along a true ver- 
tical. To solve that problem, employ a 


























plumb bob (a weight on the end of 
string.) Using the wall covering wid 
as a guide, measure out from the corn 
left to right, a distance one-half in 
less than the roll. Measure at thr 
points: near the ceiling, at shoulder leyi 
and near the baseboard. Now tack # 
plumb bob line (string) at the inte 
section of wall and ceiling so the li 
falls over the measured mark closest 
the corner. Chalk the line; hold the b 
firmly against the baseboard and snap 
chalk mark on the wall. 

That chalk mark will guide the rig 
edge of the first strip of wall coverin 
The left edge will fold into the com 
and be overlapped by the last strip ¢ 
wall covering that you hang. 

To hang pre-pasted papers, a wate 
tray is a convenience (available at yo 
dealer’s). First, lay down dropcloths 
old toweling on the floors around t 
perimeter of the room. Fill the tray wii 
cold water and place it beneath the s 
tion of wall readied for the first strip, 

Now measure the exact distance b 
tween the ceiling and the top of 
baseboard at the point where the fi 
strip goes up. Add four inches: two f 
an overlap at the top and two for t 
bottom. Transfer the measurement tot 
back of the covering, and cut the fir 
strip, cutting straight across. 

Carefully re-roll the first strip so t 
pre-pasted surface is on the outside. I

With the scissors again, snip a diag- 
onal cut aimed at the upper corner of 
the molding or casing surrounding the 
opening; a similar slice toward the 
lower corner. Press the covering into the 
joint between molding and wall, and 
trim the excess material just as you did 
at the ceiling and baseboard. 

Above a fireplace or door, and above 
and below a window, cut and apply 
strips to fit. Hang the strip which will 
overlap the right edge of the opening in 
the same way you treated the left side. 

Over light switches: Before applying 
material, shut off electricity at the main 
electrical entry to switches and outlets 
you want to cover. Unscrew and remove 
the covering plates. Hang the strip nor- 
mally. With a razor knife, carefully cut 
away wall covering directly over the out- 
let or switch opening. Replace the plates. 

Into the next inside corner: Corners 
are notoriously out of plumb. To main- 
tain a vertical hang, measure into the 
corner and onto the “new” wall a dis- 
tance one-half inch less than the material 
width. Measure at three points, as you 
did when you began. Strike a chalked 
plumb line over the mark on the uncoy- 
ered wall closest to the corner. 

Wet or paste the next strip. Hang it 
flush with the previous strip and press 
the material into the corner. Near the 
ceiling on the uncovered wall, make con- 
tact to hold it in position temporarily. 
With a metal straightedge and the razor 
knife, slice down the length of the cov- 
ering one-half inch out from the corner. 
Pull the severed strip away from the 
wall and re-hang it so the right edge 
meets the new plumb line and the left 
edge overlaps the other strip. 

Yes, youll lose some continuity of 
pattern at the corner, but it won't be 
noticeable. If the material you're hang- 
ing is a vinyl, use a vinyl-to-vinyl adhe- 
sive for the overlap. Consult your dealer. 

Around an outside corner: Since the 
wall covering is more likely to be in plain 
sight on an outside corner, most people 
compromise in favor of maintaining the 
pattern over hewing precisely to the ver- 
tical. To do that, simply wrap the strip 
around the corner. Make small snips at 
the ceiling and baseboard lines at the 
turn so the material will lie snug. 

When you've covered a full wall, go 
back over the seams with a hand-held 


roller. Do it with all coverings except | 


flocks and embossed material. 

Have some wall covering left over? 
Good. Put it away to repair tears, deep 
scratches, non-removable stains and 


holes. Or you may want to cover a lamp- |

stop, an inn that housed me for the 
weekend. This is the Inn on Lake Wara- 
maug, off Route 45 at New Preston, an 
elderly, rambling house full of antiques. 
It has four double-bedded rooms (20 
twin-bedded motel rooms in an annex 
apart from the house), the cheering 
benison of blazing fireplaces, a heated 
indoor swimming pool for cold-weather 
plungers (a lake beach in summer) and 
such hearty country breakfasts and din- 
ners as you wouldn't believe. The 
owners, Dick Combs and his family, who 
seem born to be innkeepers, make all 
guests feel like old friends. (Their fare- 
well gift to me was Marmalade, my red- 
headed kitten.) Rooms range from $32 
to $45 per person, double occupancy, 
those hefty breakfasts and hearty din- 
ners included. 

Next morning—after hotcakes and 
maple syrup, naturally—it was down 
Route 47 a piece to Washington and 
back in history with a greater vengeance 
than I had anticipated. Here, at the rela- 
tively new and fascinating American 
Indian Archaeological Institute off Route 
199, there is good evidence that the 
Connecticut valleys of the Shepaug and 
Housatonic Rivers were humanly popu- 
lated more than 10,000 years ago. So 
much for those braggadocious May- 
flower types. Part of the Institute’s 
charm for me was its unexpectedness. 





It’s a museum and much more—a schol- 
arly research agency with a lively pro- 
gram of archaeological digs, a training 
course, field trips and special events that 
attract students and neophytes who'd 
like to be in on discovering more about 
our early Eastern Indians. 

I was about to tell you to bucket down 
routes 199 and 67 to I. M. Wiese’s most 
extraordinary antique depot, but one 
doesn’t bucket down roads in Connecti- 
cut for a variety of reasons—roads are 
twisters, they're too pretty not to enjoy 
at leisure and there are those tough cops. 

The Wiese establishment is so huge it 
could hold a true browser's attention for 
a month of Sundays. It isn’t just a matter 
of a few fine New England highboys, 
shop signs, decoys or Early American 
Queen Anne chairs, although there is 
an abundance of quality. Wiese also of- 
fers an imposing warehouse of antique 
building supplies, a bonanza for house-

for the McCoy in 18th-century flooring, 
room paneling, fireplaces, stairways, 
moldings and hardware of every descrip- 
tion. Each piece is genealogically 
vouched for by this dealer who seems to 
know every bit of his vast collection by 
heart. What he purveys is top quality. It 
is not inexpensive. Side note: Mr. Wiese 
was the previous owner of Silvermine 
Tavern, shown on pages 142-145, and 
many of Silvermine’s antique furnishings 
were the choice of his educated eye. 

Next, I traveled from Roxbury to 
Woodbury, as quaintly old-time a town 
as you can imagine with probable lilacs 
in its dooryards come springtime and, 
year-round, a bedazzlement of antiques 
shops along both sides of its north and 
south ends of Main Street. 

For Saturday lunch (or, at another 
time, overnight) there’s the Curtis 
House, Connecticut’s oldest inn. Here I 
flung caloric caution to the October 
winds, terminating a creamy, delicious 
lunch of New England fish chowder and 
a local seafood extravaganza with Indian 
pudding (unbalanced, you may say, but 
why not relax and put it all down to re- 
search into the typical foods of the re- 
gion? The old Yankees never gave the 





matter a second thought). 

Moira Wallace’s shop, I gather, is an 
ever-changing trove of past-century 
goodies, as all respectable antiques shops 
should be, but at the time of my visita- 
tion, I saw some lovely Kutani and blue- 
and-white export, some paintings on 
glass worth a look, plus lots of good 
furniture, including a rope-strung bed- 
stead and straw-packed mattress for 
some stickler for authenticity. 

Next stop—and this is not to say I ex- 
hausted all antique prowling possibili- 
ties in this town—was Kenneth Ham- 
mitt’s. This three-story showroom in a re- 
stored house will hardly appeal to those 
scrounging antiquers who adore sifting 
through disorderly collections of this 
and that in the fond hope of discovering 
a great bargain that the dealer is un- 
aware of. The wares here, with great 
emphasis on furniture, are in excellent, 
well-waxed condition and arranged in 
model-room fashion. (To be quite ac- 
curate about this antiquing junket, the 
shops were far more spit and polish than 
glory holes, and you'd have a hard time 
finding a dealer who didn't know the 
value of the merchandise. In general, the 
dealers appreciate a phone call to let 
them know you're coming. ) 

Woodbury is an Episcopal shrine be- 
cause its 1690 Glebe House, which is 
open to the public, is the birthplace of 
the Episcopal church in America.

Dog Walkers Take Heart! 


ALONG STROLL HAS MORE TO OFFER A DOG AND HIS OWNER THAN ALMOST ANY OTHER FORM OF EXERCISE

Dog walking is a 
time-honored form 


of exercise. Even 


though jogging may appear to 
have taken the lead 
as a favorite physical 
activity, lots of peo- 
ple will not, cannot 


or should not jog 


—according to Bill Gale, 
author of The Wonderful 
World of Walking (Wil- 
liam Morrow, $10.95). 
Similarly, common sense 
tells us that old dogs, toy dogs, pregnant 
dogs, lactating dogs, arthritic dogs, ail- 
ing dogs, aggressive dogs, untrained 
dogs and dogs predisposed to “bloat” 
(gastric torsion) should not jog.

LOG CABIN HOMESTEADING: AN AMERICAN TRADITION 


By KENNETH LELEN 
Twentieth-century log cabins are 
changing the shape of home 
building. 

Though indeed a departure 
from the kinds of cabins our 
forefathers inhabited, a log 
cabin kit is relatively inexpensive 
—starting at about $4,000—and 
comes in styles ranging from 
A-frames, chalets and geodesic 
domes to contemporary one- and 
two-story frames with basement, 
patio deck and g guest quarters. 


Whether youre trying to beat the rising oe 
of homebuilding, or simply instilled with a pioneer- 


ing spirit, the revival of log cabins offers 
both economy and sturdy traditionalism. 

Owner/builders buy kits from local 
manufacturers who sell plans and enough 
precut logs to build the outer shell. They 
then construct their own log cabin homes 
that require less framing and construc- 
tion skills than typical houses. 

The logs are several inches thick and 
quite heavy, requiring two or more 
people to lift them into place. For this 
reason, log cabin homesteaders often en- 
list the help of friends, neighbors, family 
or local contractors to build their house. 

Most log cabin kits include the four 
walls, roof, windows and doors. Founda- 
tion, flooring, plumbing and electrical 
systems must be added to make the 
house habitable. 

Despite these obstacles, more than 
10,000 log cabin homes were purchased 
and built in the past year. Many cost 
their owner/builders one-half to one- 
third of a conventionally built house of 
equal size.

Understanding Solar Water Heating 





SURE WAYS TO TAP OUR NATURAL RESOURCES 


By COPERNICUS WATT, A.1A. 

How have 1979's energy developments 
changed the options for the homeowner? 
The answer is “a lot,” but the biggest 
change, I think, is that solar heating of 
domestic hot water is now cost-effective 
in most of the United States, certainly 
in those parts with an average annual

month we'll describe just what a solar

ANATOMY OF A SOLAR WATER. 
HEATING SYSTEM 


All solar water-heating systems start 
with the collector, the aptly named glass 
(or plastic) covered box that captures 
the sun’s heat. Inside the box are usually 
coils of pipe containing either an anti- 
freeze mixture or the water to be heated. 
In some cases, instead of pipes, water 
flows in a very thin sheet down the in- 
side of the collector. When water is the 
collector fluid, it goes, after being heated, 
directly into a large super-insulated 
storage tank. If the fluid is anti-freeze, 
it flows in a closed pipe through the 
water in the storage tank. The heat of 
the pipe is transferred to the water, and 
the cooled anti-freeze is then pumped 
back to the collector, where it begins its 
journey again. In all systems the medium 
is permitted to leave the collector only 
when it is warmer than the water in the 
storage tank, Finally, the heated water 
in the tank is transferred as needed to 
a smaller “booster” tank where—should 
such supplemental heating be necessary

—it can be heated by conventional 
means to the 130 degrees suitable for do- 
mestic use. Systems using water in the 
collectors have solenoid valves that drain 
the collector whenever the temperature 
in it begins to approach freezing. Other 
controls prevent boiling. 

To sum up, then, a solar domestic hot 
water system consists usually of a col- 
lector (60 to 80 square feet for a family 
of four, depending on the available sun- 
light), connected to a storage tank in the 
basement, with a pump pushing the 
cooled fluid back up to the collector. The 
price of a top quality “store-bought” 
system with an 80-square-foot collector 
area in the NYC area is around $2,500 
installed, including storage tank as well 
as all the necessary controls, valves and 
pumps. It will provide about 60 percent 
of the hot water for a family of four.

The collector is the most important 
part of the system. Its major components 
are the glazing cover, the absorber plate, 
the tubes and the insulation on the back. 
In addition, the collector’s location is 
critical to its efficiency. 

Collectors should face within 15 de- 
grees of true South. They should not be 
shaded by trees, adjacent buildings, 
large chimneys, etc. For domestic hot 
water, the ideal angle of slope will corre- 
spond approximately to the building’s 
latitude. Collectors are usually placed on 
roofs because they are less apt to be 
shaded or damaged in that location. 
Sometimes, however, they are placed 
on grade, and the storage tank is placed 
on a higher level, resulting in an advan- 
tageous pump-less “gravity-flow” of hot 
fluid upward to the tank. Questions of , 
appearance are critical in collector place- * 
ment, too. Without a south-facing roof, | 
there is usually no inconspicuous place: 
for the collectors. Collectors on gradet 
should be close to the house to minimize} 
heat loss in the connecting pipes. i

aluminum can be perfectly satisfaci: vy 
as a plate; it is in the tubes that copper 
becomes critical because of its superior 
resistance to corrosion, Combinations of 
copper tubes and aluminum plates make 
sense financially, but often have trouble 
with the bond between them because of 
the galvanic corrosion that occurs be- 
tween dissimilar metals. It is in the de- 
sign of tube and plate that future break- 
throughs in solar will be made to achieve 
greater efficiency at lower cost. Presently, 
an all-copper system is your best bet. 

Tempered glass is the best collector 
cover—two layers for non-selective sur- 
faces, one for selective. Plastic covers 
can work, but use only a very well-estab-| 
lished product. Insulation should be re- 
flective fiberglass, three and one-half 
inches on the bottom and one inch on 
the sides. The water storage tank should 
be glass- or stone-lined (never galva- 
nized) with at least six inches of fiber- 
glass insulation. Too-big or too-little 
tank capacity will adversely affect your) 
system’s efficiency. You should have one 
and one-half to two gallons total water 
storage for each square foot of collector 
area. 

Lastly, if you go factory-made, get a 
five-year warranty. Don’t take this as a) 
recommendation, however, that you buy 
such a system. Site-built systems must 
usually have a larger collector area (be- 
cause they're less efficient), and are 
often not as well made. But the savings 
can be so great that they become the 
better alternative.

Remove thi 
hardware, treat and polish the brass o 
replate it. Strip off all the damage¢ 
cloth, paper or leather. The wood unde 
neath should be sanded and eithe 
painted, stained or covered with clot! 
or paper. Make inside liners for the com 
partments by covering cardboard cut t! 
fit with cloth or paper. Missing hardwar, 
and leather handles can be purchaset 
through many antiques shows or by ma 
from Martin LaBuda, 3706 W 169th St 
Cleveland, Ohio 44111.

Wildflowers are among the hardiest, 
most fascinating plants on earth. Showy 
or delicate, mammoth or miniscule, 
these sturdy beauties thrive across the 
United States, blossoming even under 
the harshest conditions. 

Many of today’s wildflowers are the 
same native plants that greeted the first 
settlers with acres of strange and vivid 
blooms. Others were brought to the New 
World by colonists homesick for more 
familiar flora; several such imports sur- 
vived the change of scenery and escaped 
into the wild. 

Now legions of gardeners are redis- 

covering easy-to-grow wildflowers, plant- 
ing them in fall or spring beside more 
traditional plants—or turning whole gar- 
dens over to these erstwhile “weeds.” 
And, with a bit of planning and know- 
how, you, too, can recreate a wild wood- 
land or mountain meadow in your own 
backyard. 
HOW TO GET STARTED—PLANNING: 
First, you should realize that wild- 
flowers are wild. As such, they're a bit 
more rangy, a bit less statuesque, than 
conventional flowers. Yet, they’re vividly 
colored and some will spread rapidly for 
mass impact. 

They're also equipped by evolution to 
survive and bloom under harsh 
conditions. This makes for extremely 
easy gardening. With the exception of 
some rare varieties or highly specialized 
plants, most wildflowers do best if you

don't pamper them: no fancy tools, fer- 
tilizers or chemicals. You may not even 
have plant each flower more than 
e commercially available wild- 
flowers are perennials or self-reseeding 
muals.

Existing trees form an ecological or 
symbiotic system with certain wildflow- 
ers, contributing fallen leaves, branches 
and other organic matter to the soil— 
creating humus and altering pH. Trees 
also determine soil moisture and amount 
and duration of sun or shade. 

In addition, North America and the 
U.S. are divided into nine distinct wild 
regions, each defined by the type of trees 
which predominated before Columbus’ 
time. (See map). It may seem odd, but 





the “arboreal history” of a region is vital 
to wildflower selection. Certain wild- 
flowers do best in climes suitable to cer- 
tain trees. Past generations of trees have 
contributed innumerable layers of or- 
ganic matter, altering soil consistency, 
drainage and pH. Such factors combine 
with climate to form a region to which 
certain wildflowers are adapted. Though 
the trees may be long gone, the soil and 
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climate reflect their effects. 

The final point to consider in choosing 
the right wildflowers is that of micro- 
regions. Every yard—no matter what size 
—is made up of distinct micro-regions, 
defined by a combination of light and 
soil factors. 

Light factors—day-length, amount of 
sun, and time of year when sun is un- 
obstructed by deciduous trees—are vital 
for wildflowers, and are determined by 
the types as well as the locations of trees 
on your property. 

Matching plants to the right soil is 
also important. If you long to grow a 
particular wildflower, you may have to 
alter soil pH or consistency. Most wild- 
flowers do best in a neutral pH, and 
will tolerate somewhat acid or alkaline 
soil. Extremes should be corrected to 
neutral. Some experts assert that rich, 
humusy soil is the best consistency for 
both cultivated and wildflowers. How- 
ever, many others disagree. They note 
that wildflowers “grow like weeds” in 
soils where cultivated plants wouldn't 
have a prayer. The adaptability that 
makes them a success in the wild also 
makes wildflowers perfect candidates for 
less-than-perfect soil. Robert DeWire, 
Director of the Pequotsepos Nature 
Center in Mystic, CT, notes that most 
wildflowers require some sand for drain- 
age. The most widespread wildflowers 
(see list) actually thrive in poor or 
sandy soil. DeWire suggests you add

extra sand to humusy or clayey soils, hu- 
mus to sandy soil. 
WHAT TO PLANT WHERE: Once you've 
evaluated your garden, draw a map of 
the plot, marking in soil-test results, 
spots of sun or shade, wet or dry areas, 
and trees. A micro-region map will help 
you to match each area with flowers that 
grow wild in the same conditions. A dry, 
sunny expanse is perfect for prairie 
flowers. The same area, if moister, would 
support meadow flowers. If you have a 
stand of pines (two or more), you have 
a miniature coniferous woodland; two 
or more oaks equal a mini deciduous 
woodland. 

Many plants can be sown in fall, just 
before the first frost. Sow and lay down) 
a leaf or grass-clipping mulch to protect! 
seeds through winter. In warmer re-| 
gions, you can omit the mulch—or use a 
light one for fertilizing. (NEVER use 
chemical fertilizers. ) 

Choose plants with different blooming} 
times: youll have a gardenful of color 
from early spring through late fall. 

Here’s a list of hardy flowers that 
grow wild or are recommended across| 
the country, especially in suitable micro-| 
regions. Some are native, others are 
naturalized plants from Europe or Eur- 
asia. All are easy and fun to grow. 

1. Anagallis arvensis (var. coerulea);) 
Poor Man’s Weather Glass. Reseeding 
annual, six to 10 inches tall; small blue 
flowers will close at approach of bad) 
weather (hence the name). Naturalized 
across the U.S.; good for Prairie or Grass- 
land conditions. 

2. Centaurea cyanus; Cornflower, Bach- 
elors Button, Reseeding annual, one to 
two and one-half feet; blue flowers. Nat- 





















uralized/recommended across U.S.; 
northern areas, high elevations; salt- and 
drought-resistant. 

3. Chrysanthemum leucanthemum; Ox- 
Eye Daisy. Perennial bush, two to four 
feet; white petals, yellow centers. Natu- 
ralized across the northern U.S.; also 
good for southeast, alkaline soils, heat 
and partial shade. 

4, Gaillardia aristata; Blanketflower. 
Reseeding 18 to 24 inch perennial: 
daisy-like red/yellow flowers. Native tc 
Plains and Rockies, naturalized in the 
eastern U.S.; also use in west, dry areas, 
partial shade, sun and heat. Must have 
good drainage. 

5. Linaria maroccana; Baby Snapdrag- 
on. Reseeding annual, 18 to 24 inches: 
snap-dragon-like flowers, mixed colors 
Naturalized across the U.S.; good in mass 
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or shreddin speed, you get just

A dish that is simple to prepare, glazed pork chops havea 
subtly spicy flavor that gives a new twist to a delicious 
entrée. Since the chops are so distinctive, you should 

serve them with simple accompaniments—lightly 
poached or steamed vegetables or a salad of tossed greens, 
and, if desired, crusty French or Italian bread. 


4 large, pork chops, about 1-inch thick 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 tablespoon butter 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
6 tablespoons finely grated gruyére 
1 to 2 tablespoons Dijon mustard 
Heavy cream 


Trim excess fat from pork chops and sauté them 
gently with a little olive oil and butter in a heavy frying pan; 
when done, season to taste with salt and pepper. 


While chops are cooking, make a paste of finely grated 
gruyere cheese (about 6 tablespoons ) mixed with mustard 
and just enough cream to make a smooth mixture 

of spreading consistency. 


Spread one side of each chop generously with cheese paste 
and glaze quickly under the broiler. This is a matter of 
seconds—just until the cheese bubbles and begins to turn 
golden brown.

Since the death of Alvar Aalto, Finland’s lead- 
ing architect, appreciation for his designs, which 
range from furniture and lighting to large public 
buildings and urban spaces, has grown steadily.

York architect Robert A. M. Stern made 
this co-op apartment seem as if it were 
an outdoor space that had been mag- 
ically enclosed.

as buffalo grass, Crimean apple and 
pear leaves, heather honey and pepper. 
They are distinctive drinks made from 
secret formulas and by closely guarded 
processes. And they are produced on 
a base of vodka, a distilled spirit that 
has no aroma, taste or color. 

2ussia is the motherland of vodka. 
According to some historians, vodka 
dates back at least 1,000 years. The 
first vodka distilleries were built there 
in the 12th century and by the 16th 
century, ambassadors to Moscow were 
writing home about the “Russian na- 
tional drink.” 

The name, too, is Russian. A diminu- 
tive of the word “voda,” or water, 
vodkameans little water.” Well-named, 
since water plays an important part in 
making vodka. 

HOW VODKA IS MADE 

Vodka is distilled from various grains— 
principally wheat, corn or rye—from 
potatoes and, in Turkey, from white 
beets. The best imported vodkas in this 
country as well as those vodkas pro- 
duced in the United States, however, 
are made from grain. While some al- 
coholic spirits are distilled at low proof 
(low alcohol) to retain flavor, vodka is 
distilled at high proof so that all or most 
of the congeners (esters, aldehydes, 
acids, tannins and other flavor-produc- 
ing properties) of the mash are ex- 
tracted, and there is nothing left but 
pure grain alcohol. 

To assure that it is completely neu- 
tral, vodka is run through tanks of char- 
coal for a minimum of eight hours. 
Charcoal has the absorptive ability to 
purify vodka, leaving it colorless, odor- 
less and tasteless. 

The spirit is also blended with water 
to cut the amount of alcohol from about 
190-proof usually to 80-proof (40 per- 
cent alcohol), sometimes to 100-proof 
(50 percent alcohol) and occasionally,

to 110-proof (55 percent alcohol). 

Thus, because water accounts for 
about half the bottle of vodka you buy, 
the kind of water used strongly in- 
fluences the final quality. Stolichnaya, 
the only Russian vodka in the United 
States, is reduced with glacial waters 
fed to the Neva River from the north- 
ern Lake Ladoga. Finlandia vodka’s 
water comes from a well that lies un- 
der a 10,000-year-old glacial formation 
in Rajamaki, Finland. Smirnoff, a do- 
mestic product and the largest selling 
vodka in the United States, uses puri- 
fied water as do most of the made-in- 
America vodkas. 

Until after World War II, vodka was 
virtually unknown and untried in 
America, a spirit that could be sold 
only to Russian, Polish and other East- 
ern European emigrés. But once Amer- 
icans discovered that vodka tasted like 
nothing and thus would mix with any- 
thing, it was on its way to becoming 
this country’s largest selling spirit, rac- 
ing far beyond blended whiskey and 
bourbon; and America’s biggest alcohol 
boom since the repeal of Prohibition. 

VODKA FLAVORINGS 
The craze began with the Moscow 
Mule (vodka, ginger beer and lime), 
moved on to the Bloody Mary (vodka, 
tomato juice, Worchestershire sauce, 
lemon juice, salt and pepper), Screw- 
driver (vodka and orange juice), Har- 
vey Wallbanger (vodka, orange juice 
and Galliano), Salty Dog (vodka and 
grapefruit juice), Tovarich (vodka 
and Kiimmel) and Volga Boatman 
(vodka, cherry brandy, orange juice) 
as well as to the vodka martini, and 


Godmother (vodka and amaretto), 
vodka gibson, vodka gimlet and vodka 
collins. Today, the vodka that flows 
into these drinks comes from Russia, 
Finland, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Is- 
rael, Turkey, England, the United 
States and China. 

But even while Americans were flav- 
oring their vodka with everything in 
the fruit market, refrigerator and liquor 
shop, there were those searching for 
still more exotic tastes. They found 
them in imported flavored vodkas. 
While the choice was not wide—the 
four most popular flavored vodkas of 
Russia and one each from Poland and 
Czechoslovakia—the tastes were unique. 

Pertsovka (Per-TSOV-ka), one of 
the most versatile of the Russian flav- 
ored vodkas, is amber colored and 
flavored with red and black peppers. 
Hot, zesty, piquant, it has a nip and a 
tang. Add only tomato juice and you

Starka (STAR-ka) is flavored with 
Crimean apple and pear leaves, brandy 
and port, honey and vanilla. With its 
deep amber shade and ambrosial scent, 
it makes a provocative Perfect Manhat- 
tan (one jigger Starka, ' jigger French 
vermouth, a dash each of Italian ver- 
mouth and bitters, all over ice). It can

All three—Pertsovka, Okhotnichya 
and Starka—sell nationally for about $8. 

Zubrovka (ZU-BROV-ka), a vodka 
steeped in zubra-bison buffalo grass, is a 
Aussian and Eastern European favorite. 
It is a favorite here, too, among a small 
coterie of admirers, and until a year ago, 
these admirets could buy zubrovka im- 
ported from Russia, Poland and Czech- 
oslovakia for about $7 to $9 a bottle. 
Then, in 1978, the United States Treas- 
ury Department’s Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (BATF) stopped 
the importation of this flavored vodka, 
claiming all three versions contained too 
much coumarin, a natural flavoring agent 
found in buffalo grass. The bureau allows 
five parts of natural coumarin per million 
in the grass. But it does not allow arti- 
ficial additives of coumarin. Tests of the 
three imported zubrovkas showed con- 
centrations of 6 to 19 parts per million. 
Excessive amounts of coumarin, the 
BATE says, may damage the liver. 

As a drink, zubrovka is loved for its 
light earthiness. It blends well with to- 
mato juice and orange juice. It mixes well 
as a Martini. And its buffalo grass flavor- 
ing makes it a tantalizing drink served 
straight or with tonic. While the govern- 
ment ban is on, zubrovka lovers are buy- 
ing buffalo grass from herb farms and 
herb shops and creating their own.

The Kiehl Pharmacy (109 Third Ave., 
New York, N.Y. 10003) sells buffalo 
grass at $1.95 for two grams, The 128- 
year old shop accepts mail orders, al- 
though only for a minimum order of $15; 
it also charges $3.95 for shipping and 
handling costs. 


There are domestic flavored vodkas 
on the market as well, most of them 
imbued with orange, lemon, cherry 
and other fruits. While they can by law 
be sold as flavored vodka, most contain 
at least 2.5 percent sugar, the minimum 
required to be classified as cordials or 
liqueurs, and are often listed under that 
category. 

At the Russian Tea Room, the 53-year- 
old Russian restaurant that has become a 
New York City institution, flavored vod- 
kas are usually served iced and straight. 

“They have so much interesting flavor 
of their own that there’s no need to add 
anything,” owner Faith Stewart-Gordon 
says, “but we do get requests for other 
favors; if it’s for a special party or dinner 
and we're given enough advance notice, 
we make them.”

Re- 
frigerate for three days; then, remove the 
flavoring agent. And you have your own 
flavored vodka. 


Vodka is probably the only spirit that 
does not lend itself to cooking. This is 
because it has no flavor of its own and| 
we cook with wines and spirits for their 
flavor, not their alcohol content. | 

But vodka—plain or flavored—is a fine 
companion to some of the world’s tastiest 
appetizers. To smoked salmon, gravlax, 
salted herring and onion, smoked white 
fish, smoked sturgeon and, of course, to 
caviar, And some people swear it’s the 
best thing to drink with chili, hot curry, 
and Szechuan food. 

To enjoy it at its best, put your flav- 
ored vodka in the freezer. It won't ac- 
tually freeze—it has too much alcohol for 
that—but it will thicken as it chills which 
condenses the flavor. What you pour into 
your glass will be concentrated, syrupy 
and tingling, a Slavic pride and glory.

The Versatile Chicken 





FLAVOR IT JAPANESE OR SOUTH-OF-THE-BORDER; 
SEASON IT WITH LEMON OR GINGER 


By NANCY CRAIG 


Chicken has inspired more of the world’s 
great dishes than perhaps any other 
food. Its delicate flavor makes it a uni- 
versal favorite and it can be combined 
with so many different foods and season- 
ings that the choice is endless. There is 
added appeal in the fact that chicken is 
less costly than most meats. 

Here, too, is an ideal food for micro- 
waving. Chicken cooks rapidly, requires 
little attention during cooking and re- 
sults are excellent. 

There is an excellent lesson on micro- 
waving a whole chicken, using a cooking 
bag, in General Electric’s Microwave 
Guide and Cookbook, available at most 
bookstores, which includes the follow- 
ing recipe. 





CHICKEN TERIYAKI 


1 whole broiler-fryer,

2 cups piain flour 

2 tablespoons confectioners’ 
sugar 

squeeze lemon juice 

pinch salt 

ounces butter, diced 

egg yolk, beaten with an

METHOD: 

(J Sift flour and sugar into a mixing 
bowl. Add lemon juice, salt and butter; 
cover well with the flour, and rub to- 
gether lightly with the tips of the fingers 
and thumbs until the mixture is as fine 
as breadcrumbs.

considerable. A common country prac- 
tice, for instance, is to issue numbers to 
regular bidders. In this way, bidders can 
stay active throughout the proceedings, 
instead of leaving the floor to pay for 
each piece separately. At the end of the 
day, they may pick up and pay for all 
their finds at once. To register for a 
number, bidders simply show their driv- 
ers license. 

At some auctions, numbered cards, 
paddles or fans are used to help the auc- 
tioneer see you better. However, these 
are seldom used in big city auction gal- 
leries where visibility is high. Know the 
correct procedure ahead of time.

Impulse buying at auction is infec- 
tious, so prepare yourself! “Do your 
homework, first,” advises John L. Mar- 
ion, president of the American division 


of Sotheby Parke Bernet. He notes that 
the biggest difference between auction 
crowds today and 20 years ago is the 
level of discrimination of bidders. They 
are younger, better educated and more 
sure ‘of what it is they are looking for. 
To compete with professional dealers, 
study the market by visiting the dealers’ 
showrooms and reading auction news- 
letters. Get a feel for prices of items 
you like. 

Often, catalogs issued for major auc- 
tions will tell you how different items are 
selling in certain areas of the country. 
Always remember that auctions are 
founded on the principle of supply and 
demand, so if your taste runs to popular 
items, expect to pay more for them. Most 
important, learn to recognize quality. 
You may pay a little more for good 
pieces, but they tend to appreciate in 
value, like money earning interest in 
the bank. 

A week before the auction, buy a cat- 
alog (if there is one) and study it care- 
fully. You will learn the full description 
of each item to be sold, as well as its 
estimated value. Mark the items of spe- 
cial interest to you. 

Next, inspect the merchandise at the 
pre-auction exhibition. Look carefully— 
inside drawers and under chair seats, for 
instance. Examine the quality of hard- 
ware on chests, cabinets and armoires. 
Reputable auction houses do their best 
to guard against fraud, but it is wise to

item, ask, The large auction houses havd 
experts on hand, either their own o} 
specialists from nearby museums. 

Pre-examination is especially impor} 
tant since each piece is sold as is, flaws 
included. The auctioneer will call ouj 
only the major defects of a piece (brokei 
arm or leg, large chip, etc.) Look care 
fully, or the quilt you take home may bé 
more worn than you thought. 

Before the auction, decide what you 
highest bid will be and stick to it. In th 
excitement of bidding, you will be tempt 
ed to bid more, but you may hate your 
self if you do. When the gavel falls, th 
deal is sealed and you will be expecte 
to pay up and take your treasure hom 
Payment is usually by cash, money orde 
or certified check. Travelers checks ma 
be accepted but personal checks slmoll 
never. 

On the day of the auction, arrive early 
and sit near the front. If you and some 
one else bid simultaneously, the auction 
eer will give the bid to the person seated 
closest to him. 

Don’t place the first bid. Let someon¢ 
else establish value on the piece and 
then decide whether you want to ge 
involved. About half way through the 
bidding youll know what your chance 
are. Keep your eye on the dealers, ofte 
huddled together in the back of th 
room. If a piece excites them, you ca 
bet the resale price will be high. Man 
items purchased by dealers at auctio 
are resold at double or triple the bi 
price. 

One last word of advice: don’t expe 
to get something for nothing. Expert 
agree that there is no such thing as a 
“instant” bargain—you won't know ij 
yours was a good buy until at least 1 
years down the road when you try t 
resell it. To be sure your investments ar 
wise ones, follow a simple rule: Buy les 
buy best!

How to Tap the Value of Your Home 


REFINANCE A FIRST MORTGAGE, BUILD ON A SECOND 


By LEONARD SLOANE 

More and more owners of single-family 
houses are coming to the conclusion that 
the equity in their home is an untapped 
asset. As a result, they are tapping this 
asset in increasing numbers by borrow- 
ing on the value through such means as 
refinancing their mortgage or taking out 
a second mortgage. 

The rationale for this approach is 
clear: double-digit inflation, soaring 
housing costs and a changing attitude 
towards debt have convinced many con- 
sumers that the value of their home can 
be better utilized by maintaining or even 
increasing their mortgage instead of pay- 
ing it off. Average resale prices of exist- 
ing homes more than doubled between 
1970 and 1978, with still greater rates 
of price appreciation in the west and 
south. The average cost of an existing 
home is more than $50,000, while the 
price of a new house averages over 
$60,000. Such steeply rising market 
prices for housing have made it very 
tempting for homeowners to cash in on 
the added equity of what is probably 
their most successful investment and use 
the funds for other purposes. 

Potential borrowers should be aware 
from the outset, however, that refinanc- 
ing first mortgage and second mortgage 
loans are ways of using your home as 
full or partial collateral—a step that 
should not be taken lightly. It never 
pays to get too deeply into debt, espe- 
cially when your family’s home is at 
stake. If you are living on a fixed income 
or your family is required to move fre- 
quently, such borrowing is not advisable.

And if you can borrow at a lower inter- 
est rate elsewhere, it usually makes sense 
to do so. Lower cost loans may be ob- 
tainable from a variety of sources, such 
as the life insurance company where 
you have a policy, the bank in which 
you have a savings acc: wr the credit 
union to which you be!

Lenders say that the aised is 
used for such purposes second 


home, capital for a business, home im- 
provements, educational expenses and 
debt consolidation. Sometimes the funds 
are even used by one party in a divorce 
action who has to raise cash to give to 
the other spouse who is relinquishing 
his or her interest in the home. 

The one big mistake in borrowing on 
your equity is using the money for an in- 
vestment that can throw off tax-free in- 
come, for example, municipal bonds, 
municipal bond funds or single-premium 
annuities. The Internal Revenue Service 
does not permit this type of doubledip- 
ping, in other words, deducting the in- 
terest on your new loan while also em- 
ploying all of the proceeds to generate 
tax-free earnings. 

Refinancing of existing mortgages is 
done almost exclusively by commercial 
banks and thrift institutions. The nor- 
mal procedure is for the lender to have 
a professional appraisal made of the 
home, thereby determining its current 
market value, and then offering a new 
mortgage of up to about 80 percent of 
this value. Frequently, such refinancing 
will be offered only by the bank that is- 
sued the original mortgage when the 
house was purchased. 

Take the case of a family who bought 
a home 10 years ago for $50,000. They 
made a $10,000 down payment and re- 


ceived a $40,000 mortgage, over a 25- 
year period, at an annual percentage 
rate of six percent. But now, with about 
$10,000 of the principal repaid, the mar- 
ket value of the home is approximately 
$80,000—a substantial increase. 

Since the family’s equity is about 
$50,000—the $10,000 down payment, 
the $10,000 reduction in the principal 
and the $30,000 increase in the value of 











the home—it could obtain a new 25-year 


mortgage for that amount, repaying the 
remaining $30,000 of the old mortgage 
and using the remainder for other pur- 
poses. Of course, interest rates are much 
higher in 1979 than they were in 1969 
and the family will probably pay around 
10 percent for the mortgage now. So in- 
stead of monthly payments for principal 
and interest of almost $258, the family 
will pay a lot more: about $459 monthly. 

The other alternative for this family is 
to keep the existing first mortgage and 
secure a second mortgage. Second mort- 
gages, also called-junior mortgages or 
second trust deeds, are loans made on 
just a portion of the home’s value and 
have a lower priority in the event of de- 
fault than first mortgages.

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individual investors. Repayment periods 
often range from five to 10 years, while 
interest rates, traditionally a few per- 
centage points higher than they are for 
first mortgages, are today found at any- 
where between 12 and 18 percent. 

An advantage of a second mortgage 
over refinancing is that many of the clos- 
ing, or settlement, costs are avoided. But 
second mortgages are still combating an 
old unsavory image of shoddiness, loan 
sharking and unscrupulous operators. 
Some states actually prevent or discour- 
age second mortgages through legisla- 
tion or regulation. The rule of thumb is 
that total indebtedness for both first and 
second mortgages should not exceed 
about 80 percent of the home’s market 
value, although some lenders have a dol-

lar maximum on second mortgages that 
might range somewhere between 
$20,000 and $50,000. 

Here is another option for that family 
who bought a home 10 years ago for 
$50,000: the owner could also retain his 
6 percent first mortgage and obtain a 10- 
year second mortgage for $20,000 at an 
interest rate of 15 percent. The monthly 
payment for interest and principal would 
be about $323 for the second mortgage 
and the total monthly payments for both 
mortgages over a 10-year period would 
amount to close to $581. 

Monthly costs are typically higher 
when you get a second mortgage than 
when you refinance your original mort- 
gage. But if you consider the overall in- 
terest charges during the term of the 
loan, the second mortgage piggybacked 
on the first has a lower cost. In this in- 
stance, total interest on the refinanced 
mortgage is more than $87,000, while 
the equivalent on the original first mort- 
gage and the new second mortgage 
would be almost $35,000—indicating a 
long-term savings of some $52,000. 

The decision whether to go after a re- 
financing or a second mortgage—or in- 
deed, whether to venture into this area 
of taking out some of the equity in your 
home at all—becomes one that is gener- 
ally based on a family’s needs and pro- 
clivities. But if you find it prudent to bor- 
row against your home, shop around first, 
since interest rates may vary sharply 
from place to place. The cheapest loan 
may not always be the best loan, but it is 
at least one that should be carefully 
weighed before passing it by. Ml

WHY WON’T MY

Gardenias must have night temperatures 
below 60° F for bud initiation. They can 
flower at any time of the year providing 
this temperature requirement is met. 
Gardenias need to be kept evenly 
moist, misted frequently, fertilized with 
a 15-30-15 acid plant food, supplied 
with four hours of sun each day and ex- 
posed to those low temperatures which

PUTTING YOUR 
CACTI TO SLEEP 


Cacti are plants which thrive on neglect: They begin 
their dormant cycle at this time. Water them with 
the same quantity of water as usual, but much less 
often.

If cacti are kept dry and cool during their 
dormancy, they may produce their beautiful flowers 


in the spring.

Container grown roses can be left out- 
side until October 25 when they are 
brought inside for forcing. Cut back 
to the first or second five-leaflet leaf 
which faces away from the plant. The 
roses must have a cool, sunny location 
with good air circulation. Watch out for 
red spider. They'll be at the peak of 
their display on Christmas day. 


NOTE: Winter care for outdoor roses 
will be presented next month. Complete 
rose care, including container culture 
will be covered in a spring issue. 


FORCING BULBS 


Spring flowering bulbs can be forced in pots 
for winter bloom if they are fooled to think 
that they have gone through winter. 

The bulbs must be placed in a cold, dark 
environment at around 40°F. A little extra 
space in the refrigerator provides the ideal 
location for a few pots of tulips, daffodils 
and the like. Only use bulbs which are 
marked “suitable for forcing” on their dis- 
plays. Plant round-side-down in shallow 
pots of soil with their points just above the 








| surface. Plant them closely but not touching. 


Make sure the soil is barely moist, and keep 
it that way throughout the process. 

After the appropriate time, move the pots 
to a cool, sunny window. 

After flowering, allow the foliage to yel- 
low naturally, and plant the bulbs in the 
garden when weather warms up, or store 
cool until fall. If you don’t have a place for 
them outdoors, discard. They can’t be forced 
again. Approximate cooling time and foliage 
height for popular bulbs: 


Daffodil 14to1l5 weeks 3 to 4 inches 
Hyacinth 10 to 12 weeks 3 inches 
Iris reticulata 6to8 weeks 3 to 4 inches 
Muscari 8 weeks 2 inches 
Scilla 8 weeks 2 inches 
Tulip 14 to 15 weeks 4 inches

“Did anyone feed the 
dog today?” shouts 
Mom as she dodges 
Nestor’s lunge for the 
grocery bags in her 
arms. No answer from 


the two children as the 
TV glow maintains its 
magnetic pull. The dog 
wasn’t fed, walked, 
brushed or paid the 
slightest bit of attention 
that day, and another 
injustice to canines goes 
on the record. 

If dogs could only 
talk, they would cry out 
for some kind of de- 
pendable division of 
family labor in matters 
pertaining to the care 
and feeding of pets, for 
when “anyone” is con- 
sidered responsible, it 
usually turns out that 
nobody is. 

King Solomon once resolved a con- 
flict between two women claiming 
motherhood to the same child by sug- 
gesting they slice the baby in half. The 
actual mother recoiled in horror and re- 
linquished the child, thus revealing her 
true status. A well-loved family dog is 
a possession belonging to both the adults 
and the children. The Solomon tech- 
nique is hardly of value in determining 
whose dog this really is, but in a figura- 
tive sense, the dog can be divided in two 
so that adults enjoy their half and the 
children theirs, through equal relegation 
of privilege and obligation. 

Child/adult dog responsibilities al- 
most always get confused in the turmoil 
of conflicting points of view about chil- 
dren and dogs. Some parents will not 
take in a dog unless they make a bargain

—usually unworkable, of course—that 
the child assume full responsibility for 
the totally dependent animal. Con- 
versely, some parents are fearful of the 
child assuming any of the dog chores, lest 
the animal harm the child or the child 
harm the animal. 

In reality, neither of these viewpoints 
is correct. There are some aspects of dog 
care that should always be handled ex- 
clusively by an adult. However, many 
activities connected with the dog’s 
health and happiness can and should be 
the sole province of the younger mem- 
ber(s) of the household. These are chores 
that not only assure that the pet is given 
necessary attention, but also help the 
child grow in self-confidence, dexterity, 
and self-esteem. 

Once a child passes six years of age he

position of mastery or 
leadership over the ani- 
mal if the dog is ever 
to obey him. A normal 
dog of even tempera- 
ment will gradually ac- 
cept this transition, even 
though the former so- 
cial structure placed the 
dog higher in rank than 
the very young child. 
The child’s assumption 
of mastery has to be ac- 
complished with the 
help of parents or older 
members of the family. 

Walking the dog be- 
gins to fix the child’s 
position of leadership in 
the dog’s mind and 
helps him to accept it. 
As a start, have the 
child accompany the 
dog as he is being 
walked by an adult or 
teenager. Before each 
outing, put the dog in a sit position and 
allow the youngster to place the collar 
and leash on the animal’s neck. Teach 
the child the proper way to hold the 
leash and Jet him or her try walking the 
dog a few steps in the house. 

An eight-, nine- or 10-year-old is ma- 
ture enough and strong enough to walk 
the average dog alone and should be 
given that responsibility. This may not 
be true in certain urban areas, and surely 
does not apply to long walks that turn 
into hiking excursions, but short walks 
close to home are an excellent chore for 
the young dog owner. A child of these 
years must be instructed about desirable 
outdoor toilet areas for the dog. Chil- 
dren are often oblivious to the amenities 
of being a good neighbor, and might 
allow their dogs to pollute (Continued)

lawns, sidewalks or building wails, and 
obviously this must be discouraged. 

In our figurative halving of the family 

dog, children should handle the half that 
eats. Once a dog is over a year old, his 
menu is served up once or twice a day 
and certainly kids can cope with that. 
However, if you own an extremely terri- 
torial dog, exercise caution by accom- 
panying the child as he offers the dog 
his food. If all goes well, then that can 
become the child’s regular responsibility, 
As a matter of fact, it is one of the best 
chores for a child, along with grooming. 
Feeding and grooming a dog are loving 
activities, and can only strengthen the 
bond between the young owner and the 
pet. These responsibilities also firmly es- 
tablish the younger member of the family 
in his or her dominant position over the 
household pet. 
Bathing, brushing and preening a dog 
are pleasant procedures that most 
children love. There’s no reason why 
they cannot eventually learn to handle 
these activities without adult supervi- 
sion. Simple medical chores, such as ad- 
ministering medicine, changing dress- 
ings and checking for fleas and ticks are 
not very difficult and could also fall to 
the youngster’s lot. 

On the other hand, a total in-depth 
obedience training course needs an 
adult’s sure hand, as does tending to a 
severely wounded animal. All manner of 
dog disasters must be handled by an 
adult of good judgment and mobility so 
that the animal can be gotten to a vet- 
erinarian promptly, in order to insure 
proper treatment. 

On the Serengeti Plain, the wild Afri- 
can Hunting Dog never worries about 
being walked or fed. This species simply 
tracks an antelope and that takes care 
of its food and exercise. But such is not 
the good fortune of the American family 
dog who, when living in a household 
with young, growing children, often suf- 
fers unintentional neglect from the fam- 
ily’s inability to decide who is responsi- 
ble for what. In the long run, sharing 
dog care responsibilities with children is 
really a matter of common sense, split- 
ting all of the chores and relegating 
those that are suitable to each member 
of the family.

Week, a reminder that pets of all ages 
need annual veterinary checkups to 
bring immunizations up to date and to 
monitor the general physical condition 
of our animals. Medication, prescribed 
diets and various therapies are often

ROYAL DOULTON JUGS 
Q. We hear that Royal Doulton jugs are 


becoming valuable. | have a group of 

very small mugs shaped like human heads. 
They were given to me in the 1950s. Each 
mug is signed with a name, for example, 
Mr. Pickwick or Fat Boy. They are a little 
more than one inch in height.—K.J.K., 
Mayfield Hts., OH 

A. You own a group of Royal Doulton 
character jugs. They have been made by 
the Royal Doulton Co. of England 
since the 1930s. Each jug is a head-and- 
shoulder representation of a legendary 
English character. They come in several 
sizes. The large are about 6-inches high 
and the small are about 3%-inches in 
height. The miniature jugs are about 2%5- 
inches in height, while the “tiny” ones 
are about 1%-inches high. The “teenies” 


were discontinued about 1960, so many 
collectors are now willing to pay $75 or 
more for each one in perfect condition. 
The other sizes are selling for prices 
ranging from more than $1,000 for the 
rare redheaded clown to about $30 for 
those that are still being made. All of the 
jugs are marked with the usual Royal 
Doulton symbol, a lion over a crown, 
over a circle with the name.

CUCUMBER SLICER 
Q. Can you identify this strange slicing 


gadget that my mother’s family had in 
England a few generations ago? It is made 
of silver plate. The handle turns and the 
blade inside must have been used to 
cut something.—L.E.E., Weston, CT 
A. You own a cucumber slicer. Thin, 
peeled, sliced cu- 
cumbers have been 
popular for tea 
sandwiches in En- 
gland since the 
early 19th century. 
A concerned En- 
glishman decided 
to grow straight cu- 
cumbers about 
1820. He discov- 
ered that he could 
put the growing cucumber, still on the 
vine, in a glass tube, and when the cu- 
cumber matured it would be straight. 
The glass “cucumber tubes” became pop- 
ular and were sold in shops near Shef- 
field, England. The next step was to in- 
vent a slicer that would make even slices. 
Silver plated or sterling slicers were 
made so that the acid from the cucumber 
would not react with the metal. 
PAPIER-MACHE TABLE 
Q. My flip-top table seems to be made 
of a hard, black material with mother-of- 
pear! and gold trim. It belonged to my 
English grandmother and according to 
the family history, it is more than 100 
years old.—V.E.M., Riverside, CT 
A. Your table is made of papier-maché. 
About 1800, several English manufac- 
turers began making small boxes, ink- 
wells, and other decorative items from a 
mixture of paper and glue called papier- 
maché.

A. Your sofa with curved arms and bul- 
bous, reeded feet is in a style derived 
from Regency that was popular from 
1825 to 1850. It is called William IV in 
England. Similar pieces were made in 
the United States and are referred to as 
“in the Empire style.” The best Ameri- 





can sofas (see example, page 140) fea- 
tured heavily carved legs decorated with 
animal heads and fruit and cornucopia- 
carved wooden arm supports. The best 
British pieces had similarly shaped arms 
and legs decorated with more’ stylized, 
geometric designs or with plain reeding. 
Mahogany was always the favored wood. 
According to an English price book, your 
sofa would sell from £500 to £700 or 
$1,000 to $1,500. At auction in the 
United States, your sofa would sell for 
about $500. In the average antiques 
shop it would sell for less than $1,000. 
The Empire style is still not popular with 
American collectors.

The blue transfer pattern 
of the Chinese scene, decorated with 
overglaze additional colors, is typical of 
wares from the 1880 period. 





REVERSE GLASS PAINTING 
Q. | have a mother-of-pear! picture of a 


castle which has been in our family for 
more than 60 years. It seems to be painted 
glass with mother-of-pearl! included as

A. You own what is called a reverse 
painting on glass. It was a special tech- 
nique that was popular during the late 
18th century and through much of the 
19th century. The picture was painted 
in reverse on a piece of glass. The outline 
was then transferred on the back of a 
clear piece of glass. The artist began by 
filling in the design, making sure that the

Solar Water Heating, Part II 


FOR SOME, THE TIME TO BUY SOLAR IS NOW 





By COPERNICUS WATT, A.LA. 


The age of solar energy in this 
country arrived without much 
fanfare this summer, probably 
for keeps. The beginning will 
probably come with heating 
domestic hot water—the water 
we use for bathing and wash- 
ing. Oil prices have escalated 
to the point where, for a great 
many of us, solar collectors for 
domestic hot water are now 
an excellent buy. The price 
increase has affected not only 
the cost of operating oil-fired 
water heaters but most elec- 
tric ones as well. Natural gas, 
where available, is still a bar- 
gain, but its price will almost 
inevitably rise to meet the 
equivalent oil rates; for the 
time being, however, I would 
not recommend for most read- 
ers a shift to solar where gas 
can be had. 

What decides whether you 


‘should “buy solar”? These six 


things: 

1) Competitive fuel prices. 
2) Whether or not you have 
an unshaded, south-facing 
place to put your collectors. 
3) How much - sunlight 
(called insolation) you get in 
your area. 

4) How much hot water your 
family uses. 

5) Subsidies and tax credits 
available to you in your home 
state (as differentiated from 
the national energy tax credit 
for solar devices, presently 30 
percent of the first $200 and 
20 percent of the next $2,000). 
6) The terms of the financing 
you can get to help pay for 
your options. 

Let me talk briefly about 
items one and two. If you are 
not a gas user, you should not 
consider solar if you fall in 
any of the following cate- 
gories: 

1) Are presently heating 
water with oil and are paying 
less than 75 cents a gallon for 
it. By the end of this winter, 
this should be almost nobody. 
2) Are presently heating hot 
water electrically and paying 
less than $.04 per kilowatt. 

3) Have sloping roofs on 
your house, none of which 
face within 30 degrees of true 


south, and have no place on 
the ground next to the house 
where they can be placed 
without being (a) an aesthe- 
tic liability; (b) shaded; (c) 
easily damaged. A family of 
four will need from 60 to 100 
square feet of collector, de- 
pending on the collector's effi- 
ciency and the insolation in 
your area. 

If you are still with us, I 
suggest that you next select 
a solar contractor, using the 
methods to be outlined later 
in this column, and then write 
to SOLCOST, 1010 Vermont 
Ave., N.W., Suite 1010, 
Washington, D.C. 20005, or 
phone (202) 628-1450, and 
ask them to send you An In- 
troduction to SOLCOST and 
the SOLCOST Solar Hot 
Water Handbook (there’s also 
a Space heating handbook if 
you re interested). SOLCOST 
is a computer program set up 
by the United States Depart- 
ment of Energy to work out 
for you (for a fee of $50) first, 
the most cost-effective col- 
lector size for your location, 
and secondly, to give you a 
20-year cash flow summary 
showing what will happen 
financially if you install that 
system, including fuel/utility 
savings, anticipated mainte- 
nance and insurance, property 
tax increase (if any), annual 
interest on loan (if any), tax 
savings, and net annual cash 
flow. The material you will 
receive from SOLCOST con- 
tains a questionnaire that pro- 
vides the computer input; 
much of it is highly technical, 
which is why you need a solar 
contractor to help you fill it 
out (or an engineer well- 
versed in solar technology). 
After you've filled in the SOL- 
COST questionnaire, you re- 
turn it (with your check for 
$50) to SOLCOST and you 
will shortly thereafter get 
back a printout with all the 
information listed above. This 
is a most comprehensive me- 
thod for determining the pay- 
back period on your collector. 

Your SOLCOST printout 
will be useful (Continued) 
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to you even if 
it tells you that 
solar is not cost ef- 
fective for you 
right now. This is 
because as fuel / 
utility prices rise 

you ll be able to ad 

just that column in 
the printout so that 
in a year you could 
gauge the right 
time to change. 

This is how you 

should do it. A lot 
of you will, I suspect, be content to take 
the cost of the solar system less tax 
credits and see how many years it takes 
to pay it off by deducting your projected 
annual energy savings, allowing for a 
three percent annual increase to cover 
energy costs that will probably rise at a 
higher rate than the overall cost of 
living. 
There is one category of people for 
whom solar should be particularly at- 
tractive: those on fixed incomes. Solar 
offers them a protection from the vicis- 
situdes of OPEC that they should find 
very attractive; for them, it is not a ques- 
tion of the three percent difference in 
cost escalation named above but of by- 
passing the whole annual energy price 
increase which might average out to 10 
or 11 percent a year. 

For those who have the skills, there is 
the option of the do-it-yourself system. 
In his excellent book, Build Your Own 
Solar Water Heater (Garden Way Books 
Charlotte, Vt., $7.95), Stu Campbell 
describes a system costing $750 in 1978 
dollars (compared with the $2,500 
average cost of a conventional system). 
Anyone seriously interested in putting 
up a solar hot water system, whether do- 
it-yourself or factory-made, should read 
Campbell’s book just for an understand- 
ing of solar and its workings. It’s obvious 
that for $750, a system like this will 
work out effectively even in competition 
with gas-fired conventional systems. 
So much for whether to go solar. Sup- 
posing you do. Then what? How do you 
get a good job? All of us close to the in- 
dustry are aware of the disastrous results 
of the New England Electric System 
project, where 100 different test systems 
were installed for an average $2,000 
apiece, in 1976 and 1977. There were 26 
installations that were so bad they had to 
be totally replaced; savings even after 
the worst systems were weeded out or 





installation improved averaged only 
about 37 percent; and 62 of the 100 had 
serious breakdowns. Of the 100. only 
bout 15 performed as expected. This

mendous shakeout in the industry and a 
lot of lessons learned, but you can still 
be badly stung. Follow these rules: 
1) Consult several solar contractors. 
2) Obtain a written quote on the com- 
plete job including permits, fees and 
service contract charges, as well as labor 
and materials. : 
3) Choose a local contractor. 
4) Review the contractor's qualifications, 
looking for expérience, a close tie to 
manufacturers and a certificate of train- 
ing. Insist that the job be inspected by 
the manufacturer after installation. 
5) Check the contractor's references and 
inspect some installations. 
6) Require a written, full (not limited) 
warranty, for five years and not less than 
three, transferable to a new owner. 
7) Require that a building permit be 
taken out. 
8) Try to obtain a full-system service 
contract. 
9) Require an owners manual, and re- 
view it with your contractor. Obtain a 
drawing of your system, locating all 
pipes buried in the wall. 
10) Withhold final payment until the 
system has been operating properly for 
10 to 30 days. 
11) Obtain a written estimate of the 
system’s performance, from SOLCOST, 
giving the total solar energy supplied for 
the year. This figure should be consid- 
ered when you're selecting a system. 
12) Require written documentation of 
the collector's performance by an inde- 
pendent laboratory. 
13) Make sure your collector is un- 
shaded and faces as close to due south 
as possible. Don’t worry too much about 
angle of roof pitch; if you can’t get pitch 
to equal latitude, it’s not too serious. 
14) Look for adequate protection 
against freezing when selecting a sys- 
tem. If freeze protection depends on the 
reliability of a valve, make sure the 
valve is accessible and is of high quality. 
If the system drains to avoid freezing, 
check the pitch of any piping exposed to 
low temperatures to make sure no 
pockets of water can occur. 
15) Require the contractor to pressure- 
test the system for leaks. Test one hour 
at 20 p.s.i. 
16) Consult the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice and the State Tax office to confirm 
a system’s eligibility for tax credits. 
17) Check with local and state solar 
energy associations for lists of approved 
installers. The installer is the key to 
trouble-free performance. 

I hope these caveats have not made 
you think that all solar systems will dis- 


integrate overnight. An architect friend | 
of mine, who visited me recently, told | 


me about his mother, a Florida resident 
and her solar domestic hot water system, 
a system which until recently she used 
with no conventional booster backup 
whatever. Last year she finally had to 
replace her collector. It had been in use 
since 1943.

Would you live with

There is so much to do and see in 
London, from burrowing in Winston 
Churchill’s rabbit-warren wartime head- 
quarters to having tea with a real live 
duchess, that you must spend at least 
a week in this lively capital. 
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Where to stay? With their inflation 
and our devalued dollar, there is nothing 
inexpensive in England today. Accom- 
modations are more costly than in major 
United States cities, with some of Lon- 
don’s luxury hotels at $160 for a dou- 
ble room and bath. My choice is the 
more reasonable and very, very British 
Brown’s Hotel in the heart of Mayfair. 
Founded in 1873 by Lord Byron’s but- 
ler, who catered to the landed gentry, 
Brown’s has been modernized but has 
kept its Old World charm. It is rela- 
tively small (165 rooms), service is per- 
sonal and the ambience suggests a large 
country house set in the city. When one 
visitor was asked at which hotel he 
stayed in London, he replied, “I don’t 
stay at a hotel, I always go to Brown’s.” 
That’s a tribute to its wood paneled 
public rooms, the cozy St. George’s bar, 
the elegant L’Apéritif restaurant. 

If you prefer to spend less, and still 
meet the British, put yourself in the

hands of At Home In England, an or- 
ganization run by two knowledgeable 
women, one in New York and one in 
London, who will place you as a pay- 
ing guest in private houses. You will 
have a bedroom and private bath, with 
breakfast included.

Spring and fall are ideal times to visit England; the 
weather is reasonable and the tourists are not there in 
full force. But no time is really bad, and even in cold (38°), 
damp January, it can be wonderful if you do as the English 
and wear your woolies. 

Bring rubber-soled walking shoes and, of course, an um- 
brella, and on your first excursion, visit the British Tourist 
Authority (B.T.A.) at either St. James’s Street or Grosvenor 
Gardens, Victoria. There you will find dozens of illustrated 
brochures, telling you where to go and what to see in London 
and the surrounding countryside, and one of the pleasant 
young people behind the counter will help you choose. Be 
sure to buy one of their maps of London. It has everything, 
from places of interest to visit to a diagram of the London 
underground. 

Besides such obvious sightseeing musts as the Tower of 
London and Westminster Abbey, there are small gems that 
might easily be missed. If you are a museum goer, you could 
spend a month in the British Museum, the Victoria and Al- 
bert, the Tate, and the National Gallery, but don’t fail to see 
the Queen’s Gallery in Buckingham Palace. 

Her Majesty has opened this mini-museum to share with 
the public some of her fabulous collection of furniture and 
paintings. It is built on the site of the former palace chapel, 
which was bombed in World War II and is staffed with guides 
in palace livery. The exhibition is changed biannually, the 
quality always superb. Almost adjacent are the Royal Mews, 
housing the Windsor Greys, the royal ceremonial horses, and 
the handsome rococo Coronation Coach. 

Down the Mall toward the Houses of Parliament, under the 
Treasury building, are Churchill's underground wartime head- 
quarters, unbelievably primitive and shabby. The room where 
the Prime Minister met with the chiefs of his armed services 
is left exactly as it was at their last meeting. 

The Public Records Office off Chancery Lane in the City 
is another sleeper. In a little publicized ground-floor gallery, 
you can see such treasures as Henry VIII's letter to the Pope 
requesting a divorce from Catherine of Aragon. In another 
showcase, Mutiny on the Bounty comes alive with Captain 
Bligh’s report to the Admiralty on Fletcher Christian. 

Nearby loom the medieval buildings of the Inns of Court, 
where for centuries solicitors and barristers have had _ their 
chambers. In the midst of these somber buildings, there is an 
English herbaceous border at its best. Over 100 feet of wildly 
colorful flowers rim a carpet-like lawn, perfect for sitting, 
contemplating and resting weary feet. 

Queen Mary’s Rose Garden in Regent’s Park, within walk- 

ing distance of Madame Tussaud’s Wax Museum, is a must 
in June or July. Peace, Queen Elizabeth, Tropicana and all 
the old favorites are there, but the blooms are the size of 
cabbages, and insect-free—enough to turn any American rose 
grower green with envy. 
Shopping is another pleasant, but expensive pastime. 
Whether window shopping or actually buying, Harrod’s on 
the Brompton Road is a must. It’s the one shop in the world 
that can take care of your needs from the cradle to the grave 
(including your coffin). The food halls have no equal.

To buy silver, go to the Silver Vaults, not far from Chan- 
cery Lane. They are cheaper than the West End and some- 
thing to experience. Here, dozens of reputable merchants 
display their wares in, as the name implies, underground 
vaults. You can buy a tea or coffee service for hundreds of 
pounds or a silver spoon for a fiver (£5). 

The great English antiques dealers—Mallet, Partridge, and 
Stair—need no introduction. Smaller, more modest galleries 
where visitors may browse or make a purchase that won't 
break the bank are more difficult to find, but the three best 
known areas for antiquing are Pimlico Road, SW1, for high 
quality furniture and decorative pieces; Kensington Church 
Street, W8, for porcelain; and Kings Road, SW6, (Stamford 
Bridge Area) for less expensive pieces. 

Shopping is thirsty work, and English pubs are world fa- 

mous, perfect for a pint of bitter, or a bar lunch with a choice 
of bread, cheese, cold cuts, meat pies. The B.T.A. has bro- 
chures on the best pubs. 
Eating is a delight in London. You can have anything from 
an Elizabethan dinner complete with wild boar and mead at 
the Elizabethan Rooms in the Gore Hotel, 189 Queen’s Gate, 
London SW7, to an honest-to-goodness American hamburger 
at the Hard Rock Cafe on Piccadilly. 

For English food at its modern best, try the Hungry Horse 
on the Fulham Road. Its Australian owner, Bill Staughton, 
specializes in English delicacies like jugged hare and meat 
pies. For dessert, try the black currant fool or the best trifle 
you ever tasted. Prices are medium. 

Fabulously costly West End restaurants, like Mirabelle 
and Gavroche, are used almost exclusively by expense-ac- 
count English and Arab oil sheiks. For the well-to-do Lon- 
doner, Walton Street in fashionable Chelsea is Mecca. There 
are eight or 10 outstanding restaurants, from the very expen- 
sive Walton’s to the more reasonably priced Au Fin Bec 
around the corner on Draycott Avenue. 

Despite the bad economy and crippling taxes in England, 
all restaurants are full, even out of tourist season, and reser- 
vations are essential. At tiny Ma Cuisine on Walton Street, 
noted for traditional French food and wines, dinner reserva- 
tions are made three weeks in advance. For lunch, two or 
three days’ notice will suffice. Also try Bewick’s on Walton 
Street, and don’t miss Daphne’s on Draycott Avenue. 
London is a theater town, and with 45 shows going at one 
time, tickets are available and relatively reasonable. Go 
to any one of the 40 branch offices of Keith Prowse, the 
world’s largest ticket agency, for good seats to about any show. 

The spectacular new National Theatre complex across the 
Thames near Waterloo Station, comprising the Cotteslow, 
the Olivier, and the Lyttleton theaters, is London’s answer to 
New York City’s Lincoln Center. Go on one of the early after- 
noon one-hour tours of the complex, have lunch in the attrac- 
tive snack bar (one of the few places in London where ycu 
can have a light lunch) and then attend a matinée. If you go 
to an evening performance, have dinner before or after the 
show in its fine restaurant. 

The London underground is safe, convenient, fast and 
genteely dowdy. The buses are scenic, if slow, but the taxis 
are heaven. The drivers are expert and courteous, and the 
cabs, designed’ specifically as taxis, are comfortably roomy 
and, above all, spotlessly clean. 

Rental cars and gasoline are expensive but plentiful. God- 
frey Davis, in business for more than 50 years, is England’s 
version of Hertz and Avis when you want to get into the 
country. 

You can have a day’s outing that combines fabulous 
sightseeing wth a memorable meal. Drive about two hours 
to Blenheim Palace in Oxfordshire—given by a grateful Queen 
Anne to John Churchill, First Duke of (Continued )

Returning to London, stop at The Bell at Aston Clinton, in 
Buckinghamshire. It is a charming, family-run inn with good 
antiques and a dining room with Christofle silver, Waterford 
crystal and superb food. Ask Michael Harris, the young pro- 
prietor, to help you select your meal and wines. 

If you feel like being cosseted, there is no finer place for a 
weekend than the Manor House Hotel at Castle Combe in 
Wiltshire, a town chosen in a British Tourist Authority com- 
petition as the most beautiful village in England, It’s an easy 
233 hours from London on the M-4 motorway. 

Although the original manor house was built in the 14th 
century and added to through the 18th, Mr. and Mrs. Oliver 
Clegg, the owner-managers, have blended the old with the 
new. The entrance hall is oak paneled, the open fire is invit- 
ing, the pewter and brass are fine antiques, but the plumbing 
is modern and efficient. The heated swimming pool and tennis 
court are new additions. 

Dinner here is a leisurely ritual with fine wines and as 

many courses as you can manage. To help the waistline, light 
lunches are served in the bar and garden. 
A half-hour drive from Castle Combe is Bath, a spa since 
Roman times, but with its heyday in the 18th century. 
“Beau” Nash was the social arbiter and John Wood, father 
and son, built the magnificent Royal Crescent. Also close by 
Castle Combe is Longleat, home of the Marquess of Bath, 
open to the public. 

If you have seen enough sights, and want a super-luxurious, 
peaceful, recuperative last few days in England with golf 
nearby, go to Gravetye Manor in Sussex, the 1976 Egon 
Ronay “Hotel of the Year.” Forty minutes by train from Lon- 
don and a bit more than an hour by car, it is only 12 miles 
from Gatwick Airport, hence handy for travelers with Freddie 
Laker. 

The manor house is beautifully restored Elizabethan. Bath- 
rooms are magnificent, the public rooms are oak paneled, and 
bright chintzes, log fires, and huge flower arrangements make 
the rooms warm and. inviting. Let resident-owner Peter Her- 
bert help you choose from the superb menu and wine list. As 
there are only 15 bedrooms, be sure to book well in advance. 
Ask for the Ash or the Beech bedroom, 

There you have it—a taste of England you could cram into 
10 memorable days. When it’s over, it’s a good bet that while 
you are listing your brand-new cashmere sweater on your cus- 
toms declaration—$300 per person is now the duty-free limit 
—you will have already begun planning your next trip to 
Britain,

A New Way to Invest in Vacation Villas

TIME SHARING IS THE HOTTEST CONCEPT IN REAL ESTATE 








By BRUCE CHADWICK 

I bought a $100,000, three bedroom, fully furnished house— 
with swimming pool—across the street from the ocean, and 
joined three private golf clubs and a racquet club at Hilton 
Head’s Sea Pines Plantation—for just $8,600. How did I do it? 
I discovered time sharing. 

The time sharing plan is the hottest new real estate phe- 
nomenon in America since the condominium was unveiled in 
the early 1950s. It permits anyone—everyone—to buy several 
weeks per year at a vacation home for only a few thousand 
dollars (usually from $2,000 to $7,000). It permits you to buy 
40 years of future vacations at 1979 prices, to earn a 10 to 
12 percent return on your investment, to buy only as much 
vacation as you want, and to use your two to three bedrooms 
to host family and friends at no charge. It also permits you, 
through a house-swapping service, to stay at more than 200 
resorts around the world—for just $36 per year. 

Time sharing started in the United States in the 1974-75 
housing recession. Nothing was moving and real estate de- 
velopers were threatened with bankruptcy. So, instead of not 
selling entire homes at $100,000, they found they were able 
to sell one week at $4,000. They quickly realized, using a 
$1.98 pocket calculator, that 50 weeks at $4,000 was twice 
as much as the $100,000 single ownership home. 

Time sharing is the real estate wave of the 1980s and, most 
important, since you only buy a few weeks, it offers vacation 
home ownership to everyone—not just the rich. More than

“Time sharing is 
one of the most ex- 
citing new concepts 
to arise in the area 
of real property 
development in 
lyears,” say Keith Romney, author of Time Sharing Guide. “It 
offers a vacation home at an affordable price—something that 
has not recently been within the realm of possibility for the 

average American .. . it is the best thing to happen in the 
vacation industry in the past decade.” 

The unusual home ownership system is just three years old, 

however, and few know much about it. Here’s how it works. 
You buy a week at a resort apartment or home at a specific 
price (I bought two 
weeks at a vacation 
home for $4,300 
per week). You pay 
an additional $80 
to $160 per week 
maintenance for 
the weeks you own |; 
the house, and a [¥ 
nominal maid ser- |] 
vice charge ($20) | 
once a year. The | 
maintenance fee, 
which will go up a 
little in future 
years, covers furni- . 
ture replacement § 
costs, taxes, tele- fm 
vision, utilities up- © 
keep, pool, etc. The 
total cost of my two 
weeks will be about 
$310 per year. But 
since the home has 
a kitchen (they all 
do), my family will 
save the $310 by eating several dinners, breakfasts and 
lunches in the house instead of in expensive restaurants. So 
the real cost of the two week vacation—which I now own 
forever—is just the $8,600 initial price (since this is not 
investment for profit ownership, there are no tax breaks). 

Over 10 years, we'll spend an average of $860 per year 
for our Sea Pines vacation, or just $430 per week—far less than 
seven days in rental villas or hotels. Over 20 years, that breaks 
down to just $210 per week. Over 40 years (my wife and I 
are 31), it breaks down to just $105 per week. It doesn’t take 
a genius to realize that 30 or 40 years from now vacation costs 
are going to double and triple for those who only rent, but 
my costs are going to drop considerably. 

OK, wise guy. Five years go by and you are bored out 
of your mind with Hilton Head Island. You were clever 

enough to decide to buy time there forever and now you're 
bored but can’t get out, right? 

Wrong. You can sell your weeks whenever you want. Time 
sharing real estate goes up at the same rate as other real es- 
tate. My $8,600 investment will probably double in 10 years, 
and I'll make an $8,600 profit (less capital gains tax).

“The beauty 
of time sharing 
is that it is flex- 
ible. You are 
never locked 
in,” says Steve 
Kiser, of the 
Sea Pines Plan- 
tation time 
sharing office. 
“You can trade 
weeks at other resorts or with your co-owners. You can rent. 
You can sell. Since it only costs a few thousand, you are not 
draining all of your savings in this investment. You can even 
borrow most of the money and not worry about 10 to 14 per- 
cent interest payments because your investment will increase 
at an equal rate through property appreciation.” 

There are several time sharing plans, but the best one is 
deed ownership. You pay X dollars and you own a week, or 
two, or three, forever. The other kind of ownership is “right 
to use” ownership. You pay, say, $4,000 for one week at a 
resort for 20 years and then ownership reverts back to the 
resort. This only entitles you to paid up vacations at low rates, 
but there’s no profit on your investment. 

There are systems where you are not locked into the same 
week or two each year, as I am. The Sun Bird Lodge, in Vail, 
Colo., has a system where you can select your week from 
among those between mid December and mid March. San 
Diego County Estate, has a plan where you buy two weeks 
and can take all or part of it anytime during the year. 

“We think it’s the perfect plan,” says Bill Thaxton, of the 
resort office. “In the standard plan, you are stuck with the 
same two weeks every year. What happens if you can’t get 
off in June every year? Or can’t get the kids out of school 
because of exams? Or you move and would like winter vaca- 
tions? Under our plan, you can come down whenever you 
want.” 

The worst plan—the “right to use” system—has had a rocky 
history. The Playboy Clubs in Lake Geneva, Wisc. and Great 
Gorge, N.J. are not elated about it. Last spring, the New Jer- 
sey club ended its program because it was not profitable and 
caused too many problems, 

Executives at the Sun Bird Lodge, however, love the plan. 
“Under our plan, you pay, say, $10,000 for a week for 20 
years. You do not make any profit, true, but at the end of 20 
years you have the right to buy another 20 years at that same 
$10,000 figure. That $10,000 will be worth $30,000 or more 
in 1999, so it’s really a great savings. You guarantee 1979 
costs in 1989 and beyond,” says Ed Wimberly, president of 
the Sun Bird.

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prices negate the value of buymg instead of renting. For in- 
stance, the most expensive weekly units at the Sun Bird are 
$15,000 per week. This is $1,500 per year over 10 years. You 
could rent that same unit for less than $1,500 a week this year. 

“Not true,” argues Wimberly. “You will pay an average of 
$750 per week over 20 years, but the rental fees will double 
and triple over 20 years, so, in the long run, renting is much 
more expensive, even considering maintenance costs.” 

Time sharing owners love the system for different reasons. 
For Don McAlpine, an executive with Texaco Oil who lives 
in Connecticut, it means forced vacations at Hilton Head. 

“A lot of people like me promise they'll take a long vacation 
with the family, but they skip it year after year because of 
business. You can cancel a vacation and get your money back. 
In time sharing, I have to take a long vacation (he owns three 
weeks ) because I’ve already paid for it. 'm forced to have a 
good time,”* McAlpine says. “And we can have family and 
friends down at no cost.” 

Others think vacations in time share owned houses are 
better than in rented rooms or apartments because owners 
take better care of their property than renters take care of 
hotel property. 

Time sharing is best for young families because you get 
that many more years out of it, but an increasing number of 
senior citizens are buying into the system, too. 

“There’s a myth that everyone moves to a Florida va- 
cation home when they retire, but that’s not true,” says 
Wally Evanson, of Island Towers, at Fort Meyers Beach, 
Florida. “Many senior citizens just don’t have the money to 
live at a Florida resort year round. Many don’t want to. They 
like to remain among friends and family up North or in the 
Mid West. We get a lot of them coming down to buy one or 
two months in time sharing apartments. It buys them an 8- 
week Florida vacation for $20-25,000. The beauty of this 
jarrangement is that if, on fixed incomes, their money belts 
jneed tightening, they can sell off a few weeks of their time 
jat a profit to pay household bills.” 

Although the system is too young to gauge true re-sale 
values, preliminary figures are impressive. “We are selling 
time sharing units at about 11 percent per year apprecia- 
tions,” says Sharon Broome, at Hilton Head Island. 

| “We are selling units for $8,000 now which we sold for 
1$4,000 three years ago,” says Dick Klaas, of the Colony, at 
Virginia Beach, Virginia. “That’s high. I'd say the average 
jyearly increase will be about 15 percent.” 
Most developers now include time sharing units in all new 
jhousing projects in resort areas. Unit prices vary according to 
season. Weeks at the peak of the season are sometimes four 
times as much as off peak weeks. 

“Everybody makes out on this,” says Klaas, of Virginia 
Beach, “We sell condos for $90,000 (Continued on page 102)

When You Hire a Decorator 





HOW TO DEVELOP PLANS ON YOUR BUDGET 


By ANNE O’SHEA 

Hiring an interior designer is not an admission of aesthetic 
incompetence. It is recognizing that the supervision of a cre- 
ative professional can save time, money and mental wear- 
and-tear in guiding you through a major redo or even a mod- 
erate facelift. 

Realizing the need for a designer’s intervention is an im- 
portant step toward accomplishing your own interior goals. 
But hiring and working with these creative individuals re- 
quires a certain finesse as well as a working knowledge of 
well-established guidelines. 

The first step, of course, is to decide whom you wish to hire. 
This can be done in a number of ways, although the easiest 
and most convenient is simply to keep your eyes open. Notice 
other people’s homes and offices and, if you like what you see, 
find out the name of the designer. After a while you will begin 
to notice that, although “versatility” is a much-bandied about 
adjective, most designers exhibit an identifiable modus oper- 
andi merely because they happen to prefer a certain genre. 
If you gravitate toward a contemporary motif, choose a de- 
signer whose work predominantly supports this appeal. Con- 
versely, if you are basically a traditionalist, stay with a de- 
signer who appears to have a more than adequate command 
of periods, traditional architectural amenities and appropriate 
fabrics and patterns. 

Obviously, if you are new in town, the above plan of action 
won't work for you (unless you make friends quickly and are 
willing to devote a lot of time to research). In this case, the 
easiest way to acquire the services of a designer is to call the 
local chapter of the American Society of Interior Designers 
(ASID). The ASID is a professional organization with strict 
membership requirements insuring that designers bearing 
these initials after their name are going to know their stuff. 
However, if a designer does not bear this distinction, it does 
not necessarily mean he or she isn’t capable. Many older, 
well-established design firms operating long before ASID 
came into its own may not have felt the need —_ (Continued)

Often, the local secretary 
of the ASID will simply furnish you with a list of five de- 
signers (chosen at random and depending upon your specifi- 
cations) and let you take it from there. 

Whatever method of acquisition you choose, try to nar- 
row the list to three before you begin the next step: the 
‘interview. There are certain questions and observations you 
will have to be aware of, but the most important thing is to 
know your own mind. Be apprised of your budget, your own 
ideas and any limitations which must be imposed. 

Assuming you have narrowed your list to three designers 
whose work appeals to you, consider the next most important 
aspect of hiring (and, for most designers, the primary basis 
for acceptance): can you work with this personP Many de- 
signers have indicated that whether they can work with a 
client or not is their most important consideration when de- 
ciding to undertake a new project. 

Your next thought should be given over to budget. Unfor- 
tunately, there is a certain amount of snob appeal surrounding 
the term “designer” which also creates visions of mega-bucks 
ceaselessly escaping through a client’s unsuspecting fingers 
into the designer’s awaiting pockets. This does not have to be 
the case if you and your designer are up front with each other 
from the beginning. Don’t be afraid to say “That costs too 
much.” Few designers have unlimited resources and they're 
well aware of the temptation to overspend on beautiful fur- 
nishings and accessories. You will find that most designers 
have different methods of billing (by the hour, on commis- 
sion, both, etc.) and it is best to discover these before you 
make your decision. Some may simply conform payment 
terms to the convenience of the client. 

You will find that a designer’s plan of action is often as 
varied as his or her creative style. For instance, many pre- 
fer to do one room at a time, starting at the front of the house 
(and allowing this first impression to set style and color for 
‘the remaining rooms) and working back (to that part of the 
house generally used only by the family). Others may tackle 
an entire house, condominium, apartment, etc., all at once 
(a most confusing process) and an “elite” few may do only 
one room, period (as in, “Call me next year when I have more 
time.”) Make sure a designer will have plenty of time to de- 
vote to you and isn’t taking on more than a time schedule will 
allow, simply to acquire the extra money. 

Many designers have their own workmen and will subcon- 

tract the work for you (a most desirable arrangement and one 
of the most persuasive reasons for having a designer), and 
others simply work from consultation only. In other words, 
they will draw up a plan for you, choosing colors, fabrics, 
outlining structural changes, etc., and let you take it from 
there. Unless you have a very limited budget (such consul- 
tation is usually by-the-hour—ranging from approximately 
$25 to $100), have lots of time and patience to spare, or 
happen to be a talented do-it-yourselfer, this is not an advis- 
able course to pursue. 
Upon completion of your interviews, you will choose a 
designer who, you feel, conforms to your tastes, needs 
and personality. The process of working with your designer 
can be fun, educational and highly rewarding if you are al- 
ways completely honest and cooperative. 

Many designers do not work from a specific drawn-up 
plan, especially for small jobs, although most will draw one 
up if you request it. They will, however, present various 
examples of color (usually variations in shade and combina- 
tion), fabric and wallpaper, from which you will be allowed 
to make the ultimate decision. Included in this consultation 
between client and designer will be frequent trips to furniture 
stores or antiques shops, plumbing supply houses, electrical 
and appliance stores as well as carpet outlets — (Continued)

—so don’t worry about your exclusion from the project. You 
will definitely have your input, but if you make a certain re- 
quest and your designer says it is “not right” for the room, 
the furnishings, etc., LISTEN! That is, after all, why you 
hired the designer. A professional designer will be aware of 
your tastes but he or she must choreograph them compatibly 
with his own ideas to produce the final, workable result. 

It is a temptation for many designers to take a room or a 


house by storm and insist on the complete removal of every- 
thing right down to the floorboards. Don’t be bullied into |

parting with your treasured pieces. Even a battered arm- | 
chair can be spruced up to fit in with a new design plan. © 











Be warned. This is not a two week undertaking and, in fact, 
some designers spend years on a single project because no 
one would settle for anything less than the perfect piece for 
a certain spot. This is a little excessive, but considering de- 
livery schedules, workman availability, mail orders, etc., be 
prepared to exercise a little patience. No designer will ever 
make a firm commitment where time is concerned. 

Considering all of the above, remember finally that an in- 
terior designer is a professional who is qualified by education 
and experience to identify and effectively solve problems 
relative to the function and quality of your environment. 
Accept your designer in this capacity, keeping an ever-open 
mind and freely expressing your own ideas, and you will enjoy 
a relationship whose lasting effect may be more remarkable 


than the finished product. @ 
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outright and we sell that same condo in time sharing for 
about $220,000. Our costs are high, but we still do well.” 

The time share home trading idea is only four years old. 
There are two large organizations set up to handle it—Resorts 
Condominiums International (3901 W. 86th St., Indianapolis, 
Ind.), and Interval Iternational (6075 Sunset Dr., So. Miami 
Fla.)—and membership in both is booming. They exchange 
your weeks in California for someone else’s weeks in Europe. 

“Tt’s difficult because the majority of people want the more 
exotic resorts, but in four years we have achieved an 88 per- 
cent placement rating. We can’t give you Aruba on Monday 
if you request it on Friday,-but if you give us a few months 
notice we can get you there,” says Rich Connors, an executive 
at Resorts Condominiums International. “It’s essentially a 
trading post. You may not get the exact same apartment or 
house in the swap, and it may not be as close to the beach or 
tennis courts as yours, but our customers have been happy.” 

Indeed, they have. Law enforcement agencies across the 
country report a miniscule number of complaints against the 
house swap groups or the time sharing resorts. “They seem 
to be very smooth and efficient. They are producing for their 
clients and that’s the important thing,” says Linda Schrader, 
Assistant Attorney General for Florida. “In this and other 
states, condominium laws and consumer protection legislation 
offers time sharers the same protection as any kind of home

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In Search of Vermeer 
GALLERIES FROM HOLLAND TO HUNGARY

I've never really needed an excuse to 
travel; just a few days vacation and a 
credit card will do. But about 10 years 
ago, I found a new purpose for my jour- 
neys—one that has shaped many itiner- 
aries and led to some of my most mem- 
orable travel experiences. 

It all began m Holland—which is cer- 
tainly appropriate, if somewhat ironic. 
I was touring Amsterdam’s Rijksmuseum 
when I found myself alone in a small 
side room with four paintings by the 
17th-century Dutch master, Joannes 
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le that perfectly enhances your foyer. With over 130 to choose 
ts your taste exactly; and presents a grand image whenever 
ne and $1.50 to receive our 36-page color catalog, and the 
lirror dealer.

Vermeer. They were not the first Ver- 
meers I'd seen, but-they were the first 
I'd had a chance to examine closely, 
without distractions. That opportunity 
and the luminous serenity of the paint- 
ings proved seductive. I was eager to 
see more. 

The only other Vermeers in Holland, 
I learned, were in The Hague, and it was 
not on my itinerary. During a drive 
through the Dutch countryside, how- 
ever, I convinced my companions to 
make a long detour. We reached The 
Hague without difficulty, but we had no 
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map of the city and quickly became lost. 
The others wanted to give up—“The 
gallery will be closed by the time we find 
it,” they insisted—but I was driving and 
took advantage of that. I kept question- 
ing policemen and passersby until, about 
an hour before closing, we finally arrived 
at the Mauritshuis. Once inside, my 
friends forgave me, for in addition to the 
three Vermeers, we found thirteen Rem- 
brandts and outstanding works by Ru- 
bens, Van Dyck, Frans Hals and Jan 
Steen, among others. The compactness 
of the gallery, plus a shortage of other 
visitors, almost made up for our lack of 
time—even though the guards had to 
practically push us out to close up. 

It wasn’t until I'd revisited the Ver- 
meers in New York (four in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art and three in the 
Frick Collection) and read a book about 
the artist that my goal—to see every 
Vermeer in the world—was born. The 
choice of Vermeer, I must admit, was 
based on more than artistic merit. Un- 
like Rembrandt and my other favorites, 
Vermeer was not very prolific—at least 
not as a painter. (He produced 11 chil- 
dren and died at the age of 43.) 

Some art historians believe that a few 
Vermeers have been lost, but most agree 
that no more than 36 are extant today. 
By the time I learned that, I'd already 
seen half of them—seven in Holland, 
seven in New York, and another four in 
the National Gallery in Washington, 
D.C. What’s more, all 36 are in either 
the eastern United States or in Europe. 
(By comparison, some 450 Rembrandts 
are scattered from Leningrad to Tokyo 
to Sao Paulo.) 

My first trip in search of Vermeer took 
me to London, the home of four. Two 
were easy; they're in the National Gal- 
lery. The third took me off the beaten 
track to Kenwood House in Hampstead. 
An elegant 18th-century manor house, 
Kenwood was turned over to the city of 
London in 1927 at the death of the Earl 
of Iveagh, a member of the Guinness 
Brewery family. The original (Continued) 
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furnishings include many fine antiques 
that provide the perfect setting for Ver- 
“Girl with a Guitar” and other 
Rembrandt, Van Dyck, 
Romney and Reynolds. 
Having gone there on a sunny spring 
day, I capped my visit with a stroll 
through the gardens of the estate and 
across Hampstead Heath. 
The other English-owned Vermeer is 
part of the Royal Collection and—ac- 
cording to my book—hangs in Bucking- 
ham Palace. I expected to find it in the 
Queens Gallery, which is open to the 
public, but when I went there near the 
end of my stay in London, I found I was 
mistaken. “Not to worry,” said an Eng- 
lish friend. “Now you have a good ex- 
cuse to come back.” 

The Kenwood House catalog states 
that most of the paintings were acquired 
during the 1880s and 1890s “through 
the firm of Agnew.” It struck me as a 
strange name for a London art dealer, 
but I gave it no more thought until the 
following year when I experienced a 
long flight delay in Zurich airport. As 
passengers are wont to do in such cir- 
cumstances, I made polite conversation 
with the person next to me—a distin- 
guished-looking gentleman with an Eng- 
lish accent. He asked how I liked Zurich. 

“Tm just passing through on my way 
back from skiing in Austria,” I said. 
(I’ve been less than single-minded in my 
quest for Vermeers.) “All I saw of Zurich 
was the art museum,” I continued. That 
led to a discussion of art and artists and 
eventually to my interest in Vermeer. 

“Have you seen the Vermeers in Lon- 
don?” he asked. 

“Only three of them,” I said. “The 
Queen’s has eluded me so far.” 

“Well, look me up the next time you're 

in London,” he said. “I may be able to 
help.” With that he handed me his card: 
Geoffrey Agnew, Chairman, Thomas 
Agnew & Sons, Ltd. It seems I'd been 
casually discussing art with one of the 
world’s foremost art dealers. 
As it turned out, | didn’t need Mr. 
Agnew’s help. I found a book on the 
Royal Collection with the byline, “Oliver 
Miller, Surveyor of the Queen’s Pic- 
tures.” I wrote to him and received a 
prompt reply. “The Queen’s Vermeer is 
currently on view at Windsor,” he wrote, 
“but the Queen’s pictures are often 
moved. If you give me advance 
warning of your next trip to this country, 
I can inform you where the picture can 
be seen.” 

I did as he suggested and fi 
the Queen’s Vermeer in the Kir 
ing Room at Windsor Cast Lt 
good company. The small room (which 
has since been vacated for “redecorat- 
ing’), had 18 paintings on the walls, 
including three Rembrandts, two Hol- 
bleins and a Rubens. The (Continued) 
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rest of the castle, which I had visited as 
a student, was equally magnificent. I 
was delighted to have a reason to go 
back—especially on a November after- 
noon when it was nearly deserted. 

As long as | was in London, | decided 
to look up Mr. Agnew anyway. When 
I asked for him at his gallery, he re- 
sponded so graciously it was hard to tell 
if he remembered me or not. We com- 
pared notes on the various Vermeers we'd 
seen, then he told me an interesting story 
about the founder of his family firm. 
“Back in the 1880s,” he said, “my grand- 
father wrote in his diary that he’d found 
a marvelous picture in Dresden by some- 
one named Jan Van Meer. It was appar- 
ently the first time he’d heard the name, 
as he didn’t get it quite right. He was 
attracted by the picture, which he 
bought for the Guinness collection. It’s 
now hanging in Kenwood House. Inter- 
esting, isn’t it,’ he continued, “that 200 
years after his death Vermeer still wasn’t 
very well known.” 

Before I left the gallery, Mr. Agnew 
took me upstairs to a large skylit room 
to see a special exhibition of 17th-cen- 
tury Dutch paintings from private col- 
lections. It didn’t include any Vermeers, 
but it did include unusually fine works 
by some of his contemporaries. And the 
art dealers jocular comments as he 
showed me around made the visit quite 
special. 

Even more special was my visit to 

Russborough, the stately home of Sir 
Alfred and Lady Beit in Blessington, 
Ireland. By prior arrangement, I arrived 
the first day the estate was open to the 
public. Built more than 200 years ago, 
the imposing granite house overlooks 
rolling green lawns still cut in the tradi- 
tional manner (by grazing cows and 
sheep). The exquisite antique furniture 
and priceless art collection would be well 
worth a visit even without a Vermeer— 
but it was the Beits’ Vermeer that took 
me there. And it was my interest in 
Vermeer that got me invited to have tea 
with Sir Alfred and Lady Beit. 
It was a delightful hour, highlighted 
by Sir Aifred’s description of how he 
trained the guides who escort visitors 
through Russborough three afternoons a 
week in summer. “I told them to be pre- 
pared for three inevitable questions,” he 
said. “First, ‘Does the family still live in 
the house?’ (The answer is yes.) Sec- 
ond, “Does Sir Alfred tend his own gar- 
(No.) And finally, ‘How much is 
all this worth?’ There is no answer to 
that one.” 

From Ireland I went to Scotland to 
see Vermeers “Christ in the House of 
Mary and Martha” in the National Gal- 
lery in Edinburgh. It was an uneventful 
trip, but it took me to a city that I 
horoughly enjoyed—and might not have 
visited otherwise. 


den?’ 


Two of the most elusive Vermeers are 
in Paris. The Louvre has only one, but 
it was sufficient to entice me back to 
Paris—twice. The first time I arrived at 
the start of a general strike; everything, 
including the museums, was closed 
down for days. I found the paralyzed 
city fascinating at first, but on the fourth 
day I gave up and left. Two years later, 
I was back. I became so intrigued by 
other works in the Louvre’s vast collec- 
tion, however, that closing time came 
before I accomplished my mission. The 
next day I finally found the Vermeer, 
inexplicably located about three city 
blocks—literally—away from the Rem- 
brandts and other 17th-century Dutch 
paintings. 

At the time I was unaware of another 
Vermeer in Paris—in the private collec- 
tion of Baron Guy de Rothschild. It was 
several years and numerous inquiries 
later before I learned the precise location 
of “The Astronomer,” identified in most

books merely by “private collection.” I 
wrote to the Baron, received a positive 
reply from his secretary, and returned to 
Paris yet again. (Fortunately, it’s one of 
my favorite cities. My quest could have 
been more efficient, but it could not have 
been more fun.) 

The Baron’s Parisian home sits behind 
a high wall on the Ile St. Louis, with a 
marvelous view of the Seine. When I 
rang the bell at the appointed time, I 
was greeted by a concierge who verified 
my appointment, then directed me to 
the office of Nicole Kolesnikoff. A chic 
young woman who did not speak Eng- 
lish, Ms. Kolesnikoff led me across a 
courtyard to the kitchen entrance where 
she conferred with a man in a white 
apron before taking me up a back stair- 
way. When we reached the parlor floor, 
my feet began to drag as I tried to take 
in everything—the opulent furniture, the 
shelves lined with French porcelains, 
the vaguely familiar paintings. When I 
paused in front of a sofa flanked by two 
ethereal, full-length portraits, my guide 














said, “Goya,” as if that settled every- 
thing, then hurried me into the library. 

There, prominently displayed on an 
easel, was a very fine Vermeer. I studied 
it for a few minutes, acutely aware that 
the Baron’s secretary was studying me 
all the while. I was afraid to look around | 
until Ms. Kolesnikoff reached behind a 
book, swung open a section of the book- 
case, then walked briskly down a corri- 
dor concealed behind it. She was gone 
only a moment—just long enough for me 
to note that some of the leather-bound 
volumes in the floor-to-ceiling bookcases | 
were more than 200 years old. After 
viewing the picture from every possible | 
angle, I said “Merci beaucoup,” and was 
escorted out—by way of the main en- 
trance this time. | 
In between trips to Paris, | traveled to | 
Boston to see the Vermeer in the Isa- 
bella Stewart Gardner Museum. That © 
was a pleasant surprise, for the museum — 
is an experience in itself. I visited in April 
when the courtyard of the Italian Renais- | 
sance palazzo was planted with tulips © 
and other spring flowers in colorful con- 
trast to the grayness outdoors. Built in 
1901, the museum was willed to the city 
when Mrs. Gardner died in 1924. Under | 
the provisions of that will, the arrange- 
ment of the collection has not been 
changed since. The musty rooms are | 
cluttered with an eclectic mixture of art 
and artifacts. I wandered among them 
like a child on a treasure hunt until fi- 
nally, on an easel in a dark corner, I 
found the painting I was looking for. 

The most rewarding trip in my search 
for Vermeers was to Germany where I 
saw six in one week. The first was “The 
Geographer,” which hangs in the State 
Art Institute in Frankfurt. Two more are 
housed in the vast State Museum at 
Dahlem in West Berlin. The full day I 
spent there was not long enough to see 
everything, but the other museums and 
sights of Berlin proved too appealing to 
permit a return to Dahlem. 

Friends living in West Berlin drove 
me to my next destination: the Herzog 
Anton Ulrich Museum in Brunswick. 
Most of the trip—approximately 100 
miles—was through East German terri- 
tory. The official route (or “corridor” ) 
doesn’t allow foreigners to see much 
more than farmland from the autobahn. 
But the required stops at Checkpoints 
Alpha and Baker, where papers were 
processed and Russian soldiers circled 
the car, staring glumly inside, kept the 
ride from being ordinary. 

Everything went smoothly; we man- 
aged to find and tour the small mu- 
seum before lunch. Then we drove into 
the nearby Harz Mountains. It was a 
brisk Saturday in September and Ger- 
mans of all ages were hiking through the 
lush evergreen forest. At the ski resort of 
St. Andreasburg we couldn't resist join- 
ing them on the Rutschbahn—a sled-like 
contraption that takes riders down the 
mountain in a narrow, winding chute 
that resembles a bobsled (Continued) 
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run. Nerve wracking, but fun! 

We spent the night in Goslar, a pic- 
| turesque, 1,000-year-old city once a 
favorite of Hitler’s. The winding, cobble- 
stoned streets are lined with well-pre- 
served half-timbered stone and slate 
houses—many of them more than 400 
years old. Flower boxes are everywhere, 
providing a colorful contrast to the mas- 
sive stone gates and other medieval for- 
tifications. And unlike better-known 
cities of the same era, Goslar is not over- 
run with American tourists. 

The most complicated part of my 
journey involved getting to Dresden in 
East Germany. I had hoped to do it in 
one day from Berlin, but the East Ger- 
man tourist office told me that was im- 
possible—despite the fact that it takes 
only about two hours by train, and the 
trains run every hour or so. The visas 
issued at Checkpoint Charlie, I was told, 
are not valid for travel outside East Ber- 
lin. I needed a two-day visa that cost 15 
marks, but I couldn't get that until I had 
a pre-paid hotel reservation, including 
meals (57 marks). I couldn’t pay for any 
of this with East German marks, but the 
tourist office was happy to take my 
American Express card. Once the trans- 
action was complete, the clerk smiled 
sweetly and said, “Now you can go to 
Dresden and back in one day, if you 
like.” 
| decided to use the hotel and meals 
I'd paid for. The room was spartan, but 
the food was surprisingly good. When I 
tried to check out after breakfast, how- 
ever, I got another surprise. “It is im- 
possible,” the clerk told me. “Your pass- 
port will not be back from the police for 
several hours.” I had no choice but to 
return to the hotel later for my passport. 
In the meantime, I explored the haunted 
city. Modern plazas with elaborate foun- 
tains and flower beds have been built 
next to the blackened shells of churches 
and other ruins that still stand as mute 
testimony to the bombings of World War 
II. The fire-ravaged buildings lining the 
historic Elbe River are particularly eerie. 

The Zwinger Palace, which houses the 

Gallery of Old Masters, has been re- 
| stored. Unlike the nearly deserted West 
German museums, it was very crowded 
—mostly with Russian, Polish and Czech 
tourists. I bought a catalog and headed 
toward the section devoted to 17th-cen- 
tury Dutch painters—only to discover 
that two of those four rooms were closed. 
I spent some agonizing moments before 
I finally found the two Vermeers amidst 
a dozen Rembrandts. One of them, 
known as “Lady Reading a Letter at an 
Open Window,” is part of the “Splendor 
of Dresden” exhibition that toured the 
| U.S. recently. It’s one of my favorites 
| and I was pleased to see it again in this

Do’s and Don’ts for Preserving Your Home 
CLEANING, WATERPROOFING, MAINTENANCE

Every building needs to be preserved, 
not just historic ones. Even a relatively 
new development home needs the care 
and maintenance which make the dif- 
ference between a future landmark and 
a future slum. 

Most experts agree that basic mainte- 
nance means keeping the outside water- 
tight, and the inside clean. Keeping an 
interior clean seems obvious enough, but 
real dirt, allowed to accumulate over a 
period of time—as in an unoccupied house 


|U—can cause serious damage. 


According to Clem Labine, editor of 
The Old-House Journal, “My ‘philoso- 
phy of dirt’ is the basic line of defense: 
keep it out of the house in the first place. 
Eighty percent of dirt comes in on feet, 
so make use of mats, outside paving, 
runners and mud rooms.” 

It might also be nice to convince 
family and friends to adopt the Japan- 
ese/Turkish habit of taking off their 
shoes when they come into the house. 

Labine notes that household dirt con- 
sists of three basic components: Mineral 
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(sand/grit), cellulose and animal fiber | 
and grease. “The first two can be re- 
moved by ‘dry’ methods such as dusting 
or vacuuming; the insidious grease re- 
quires soap or some other solvent. And 
unfortunately, most dirt does contain 
liberal amounts of grease.” 

Coping with dirt is easy enough and 
relatively inexpensive. But the main ex- 
terior problem is water, which can be an 
expensive proposition if trouble is not 
caught immediately. 

Repairing a small leak is a relatively 
minor problem; a major leak which has 
already damaged ceilings and walls, 
warped floors and ruined plaster is an- 
other matter. 

That means a house must be made 
watertight immediately to prevent 
further interior damage. This is especi- 
ally urgent when an old house is first ac- 
quired. Roofing gets first priority, then 
come gutters and downspouts which 
lead water away before it can inflict any 
more damage. 

Most older homes have survived quite 
nicely with simple maintenance such as 
frequent painting. Wood holds up amaz- 
ingly well as long as paint seals out the 
moisture. 

Ironically, many of the improvements 
done in the name of maintenance have 
done more damage than good in the long 
run. Exterior coverings such as alumi- 
num siding and Perma-Stone (whatever 
your aesthetic feeling about them) only 
serve to mask moisture problems. 

“A water problem in a wood house 
would just cause the paint to blister,” 
claims Labine. “You’d see you have a 
problem and repair it, but aluminum 
siding hides the problem until the whole 
side of the house rots away.” 

Another modern miracle bringing its 
own set of problems is the clear masonry 
coating. “We tend to think if we clean a 
building we should coat it too,” says 
Hugh C. Miller, principal historical ar- 
chitect for the Preservation Resource 
Group of Springfield, Va. “We feel it’s 
good for buildings—like taking vita- 
mins.” 

“Only it’s not true. These so-called 
‘colorless’ coatings do have a color and 
different absorptions which can harm a 
building. Thanks to their chemical na- 
ture, mineral salts move through a wall; 
moisture comes to the surface and eva- 
porates it. But if that building is coated 
with a water proofing, the salts get 
caught behind the coating. 

“What we call ‘frost damage’—that 
frosty white drippy stain which appears 
on brick and stone (Continued) 
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buildings—is really water damage with 
salts accumulating on the surface,” he 
continues. “Beware of snake oil salesmen 
selling cure-alls. Many of them are detri- 
mental.” 

Other experts warn of the dangers 
of overinsulation. Too much of a good 
thing can cause a house to overheat and 
have moisture condensation problems 
thereby causing water rot. 

Cleaning masonry with uratic acid is 
another no-no, since it damages the 
surface, as does any abrasive technique 
including sandblasting. A clean surface 
may look nice, but without a protective 
skin it will deteriorate quickly. 

These days, the British are using a lot 
of low-pressure water cleaning techni- 
ques. And according to William H. 
Short, who recently converted Guernsey 
Hall in Princeton, NJ to award-winning 
condominiums, low-pressure water- 
cleaning is preferable to damaging the 
surface with stronger techniques. “It 
doesn’t do as thorough a cleaning—you 
just have to accept staining.” 

Another mistake often made in an ef- 
fort to restore is the removal of a surface 
coating that was meant to be there. Too 
many interior walls have been stripped 
of plaster to reveal the fashionable ex- 
posed brick wall. In most cases, these 
bricks were soft-quality materials which 
were designed to be covered. 

Little damage is likely to occur inside 
a living room. However, removing 
stucco from the exterior of a building can 
be dangerous. 

So can repointing with Portland ce- 
ment, which is entirely too hard and 
strong for use on any project, especially 
around fragile old brick. 

“It causes moisture to migrate 

through the brick which causes spalding 
and erosion,” says Miller. He also warns 
about any material which is “too strong” 
for use on an older home. “Even too 
many nails can split old wood.” 
So how should an older home be 
maintained and repaired? “Very care- 
fully” says Miller, noting a few of his 
“principles of conservation:” 

1. “Live with a house as it grows over 
a period of years. Accept it as it is and 
preserve it as it exists.” 

2. “Deal with the building as it is 
and as it was. Don’t try to embellish it 
into something it never was. 

3. “Use modern materials and meth- 
ods if appropriate to the system. Inject- 
ing a joint with a hypo to fix it in place 
isn’t traditional, but it is a technique to 
save the window for another 75 years.” 

4, “Use original methods and materi- 
als if at all possible. No trade is really 
dead today. Anything can be done, even 
though it may mean paying someone $25 
an hour. When people say ‘they can’t 
make that anymore, they are really just 
saying, I don’t want to pay the price.’” 1 
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The train back to Berlin was a repeat 
of the ride to Dresden. I was stared at, 
but treated like any other passenger. My 
ticket was punched, but no one asked to 
see my visa or any other papers. Appar- 
ently I could have gone to Dresden and 
back in one day, after all. 

After Dresden, my other excursion 

behind the Iron Curtain—to Budapest— 
was almost anti-climactic. The authen- 
ticity of the Vermeer there is disputed, 
but I wanted to see it anyway. Feeling 
adventurous, I bought a ticket on the 
immaculately clean, two-car subway, 
and rode in the splendor of polished 
wood paneling to the Gallery of Fine 
Art. It had more guards than visitors—a 
fact that made it easier to see and enjoy 
the paintings. 
Further down the Danube River, in 
Vienna, the pace was also leisurely. 
The magnificent collection in the Kunst- 
historisches Museum includes Vermeer’s 
“An Artist in His Studio,” which some 
experts consider his finest work. Its 
beauty was not lost on Adolf Hitler who 
bought it in 1940 for several hundred 
thousand dollars. It was found, along 
with hundreds of other paintings, in a 
salt mine near Salzburg in 1945. 

The last and most elusive Vermeer 

turned out to be the closest. It’s owned 
by Americans—Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Wrightsman—who spend most of their 
time in Palm Beach, and are understand- 
ably nervous about strangers with odd 
requests. Once I got their permission, 
however, I put off the appointment; I 
was eager to see the painting, but reluc- 
tant for my long quest to end. 
I finally accomplished my goal on a 
crisp spring day. I had to go only about 
three miles, so I walked. My destination 
was an unremarkable New York City 
apartment building, but the Wrights- 
mans’ floor is reminiscent of a smal] Eu- 
ropean palace. My footsteps echoed as I 
walked through high-ceilinged rooms 
filled with priceless art and antiques. 
Vermeer’s “Head of a Young Woman” is 
prominently displayed in a drawing 
room that overlooks Central Park. It’s a 
small painting and not one of the best, 
but I was delighted to discover a superb 
Renoir on the opposite wall. The house- 
keeper seemed glad to have company, 
so I spent a pleasant hour wandering 
through the collection. 

I felt a little let-down afterwards until 
I realized that in my search for Ver- 
meer I’d managed to see more than half 
of the known Rembrandts in the world. 
I now have only 210 to go. @

STRATEGIES FOR SAVING A NEIGHBORHOOD 
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By NINA MERMEY KLIPPEL 
“If you look for a house today, buying 
and fixing up an old one won't cost you 
more than a new one—and you get a lot 
more house for your money.” So says 
Walter Mathis of San Antonio, Texas, 
and he should know. A dozen years ago, 
he bought an old house in a run-down 
part of town. Today his house is a Vic- 
torian showplace, listed in the National 
Register. The neighborhood, called King 
William after its main street, is a historic 
district; and, with scores of the old 
houses restored, it’s become one of San 
Antonio’s mostefascinating attractions. 

Every city has a comparable neigh- 
borhood—a once solid residential area 
fallen into decay. Increasingly, people 
have learned to spot the beauty and 
character of these old houses under their 
masks of time, and to recognize that they 
can offer a rare quality of living. But— 
successes like King William, which 
sound like a Cinderella story, take more 
than wand-waving to bring about. 

In fact, if you decide to follow Walter 


| Mathis’ advice, you're likely to make 
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some surprising discoveries. You may 
start to salvage a house, and end up sav- 
ing a neighborhood. In the process, you'll 
find that restoration is one of the most 
sophisticated and exciting activist games 
in town. You'll get involved with banks, 
business, government, with people and 
politics of every persuasion. You'll run 
into challenges that keep the adrenalin 
running high; you'll develop the tenacity 
of a bulldog, the patience of Griselda. 
But finally, you'll reap the rewards: a 
remarkable house, new friends and 
shared experiences and, very likely, an 
extraordinary sense of accomplishment. 

To give you some idea of the scope of 
the process, here are some of the basic 
steps in a restoration project, and some 
of the many sources of help: 


1. GETTING ORGANIZED 

Even if your goal is simply to own and 
restore that gem of a house, bringing the 
neighborhood up to standard is an in- 
tegral part of the process—for your own 
“peaceful enjoyment,” for protection of 
your investment, and, (Continued) 
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most likely, for funding help. 

So, once you’ve fixed your sights on 
an area worth restoring, form a group 
devoted to that purpose. The core will 
be homeowners and potential ones, but 
hould be a broad spec- 
talent—architects, 
government officials— 
yple who care. Set up

the association on a non-profit basis so 
that you can raise money. Then develop 
a plan of action. 

Counsels Mathis, “The thing to do is 


try to get established as a historic dis- 
trict. This will protect your investment, 
and assure the kind of cooperation you'll 
need from the city.” 

Seeking historic-district status and 
carrying out a neighborhood restoration 
program can involve such major projects 
as: defining boundaries; researching his- 
toric information; seeking public sup- 
port; raising funds; developing financing 
strategies; bringing in home buyers; 
helping existing residents; obtaining co- 
operation from local government; meet- 
ing, or setting, legal challenges; and 
more. 

Many of these can be tricky enough to 
warrant expert assistance or consul- 
tation. One place to turn is the National 
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A Lancaster Colony Company 





Trust for Historic Preservation. Big 
brother to the entire preservation move- 
ment, the NT has literature, fact sheets, 
books on just about every facet of the 
work. It also may become actively in- 
volved in some projects, with field visits, 
even money. For example, the NT has 
a Consultant Service Grant Program to 
provide organizations with needed ex- 
pertise in specific areas. NT consultants 
have helped a Utah group develop fi- 
nancing techniques to buy and rehabili- 
tate historic houses in Salt Lake City; 
aided Georgetown, Colo., with the legal 
defense of its historic ordinance; spon- 
sored a design project for rehabilitation 
of 19th-century houses in an inner-city 
neighborhood of Detroit; and several 
hundred more. 

“Professional advice in the _ initial 
stages,” says the NT, “can go far in 
developing an effective project.” The 
NT program is, of necessity, highly se- 
lective, but they can provide listings of 
consultants. Other sources for experts 
may be your State Historic Preservation 
Office, Arts Council or historical society. 
2. GETTING INFORMATION 

In order to prove your district’s claim to 
fame and funds, youll need solid infor- 
mation. First, find out if there are any 
local development plans afoot that will 
affect it. Second, look for recognition 
programs. Obviously, if it’s already been 
declared a historic district or is listed

in the National Register of Historic 
Places, you're well ahead of the game. | 
Here are some sources to check: 
e Local: Visit the city planning com- | 
mission, community planning boards | 
and other such agencies to learn about 
plans or programs that may affect your 
district. For historic information, consult 
the public library, the historic society 
and the local chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects. 

e State: Your State Historic Preserva- 
tion Office is a key agency. It can tell you 
about existing or possible recognition 
programs; since it is responsible for a 
state historic survey. Nominations for 
the National Register go through the 
office. Contacting the SHPO about your 
project should be an early priority. 

e National: The National Register of 
Historic Places is the official list of neigh- 
borhoods, buildings, structures and ob- 
jects of cultural, architectural or historic 
significance—locally or nationally. List- 
ing in the NR is the ultimate pedigree; 
it is also a requirement for certain fed- 
eral funds, like HUD’s grants-in-aid for 
preservation. The NR may sound like the 
Social Register, but it’s considerably 
more dynamic: the first listing, in 1969, 
contained 1,000 entries; the current edi- 
tion lists 18,300. 

Another form of recognition is to be 

recorded by the Historic American 
Buildings Survey, which has been docu- 
menting structures for the Library of 
Congress since 1935. If your building (or 
an interesting one in the neighborhood ) 
has not been recorded, it may be possible 
to arrange for it. 
e Do-it-yourself: If no documentation 
exists, gather your own, via a historic 
survey. The historical society, local ar- 
chitects and architecture students can 
help, along with amateur researchers 
and photographers. Guidelines are avail- 
able from several sources, including the 
National Park Service book, Recording 
Old Buildings, which sets forth the 
guidelines used by HABS. 

Youll be using the results of all this 
for publicity, politicking, marketing (en- 
ticing new buyers) and—for fund-rais- 
ing. 


3. GETTING MONEY 

When you go looking for funds, the 
funding source looks hard at you. One 
of the first things a funding source looks 
for is a group’s seriousness of purpose, 
its support by the community, and its 
ability to carry out a project. Nothing is 
a better demonstration of all this than 
your ability to raise funds locally—from 
foundations, businesses, banks and the 
general public. 

Community activities like house tours, 
festivals, sales of T-shirts, cakes or local 
crafts can not only raise funds but raise 
consciousness, too. Launch an all-fronts 
publicity campaign to back up your ef- 
forts and create a favorable climate for 
your fund drive; contact (Continued)

When it comes to major financing, one 
technique is the revolving fund. Used 
primarily for large projects that need 
several stages for completion, it is set up 
so that as each phase is completed, it 
generates capital to pay back into the 
fund to finance the next. 


A group in St. Louis took advantage 
of a revolving fund established by the 
National Trust to get a major neigh- 
borhood restoration project under 
way. The neighborhood is Lafayette 
Square, a district much like San An- 
tonio’s King William, consisting of about 
380 Victorian houses surrounding a 
park, 

A group of young professional families 
who had bought and restored houses 
along the park determined to revitalize 
the entire neighborhood, much of which 
was in an advanced stage of blight. They 
formed a restoration committee for the 
purpose, and developed a_ surprising 
strategy: they would buy, renovate and 
sell the 10 worst houses. This would (a) 
demonstrate to potential buyers of other 
houses what could be done, and (b) 
fend off a proposed highway which 
would have demolished almost a hun- 
dred houses and thus destroyed the 
neighborhood. 

A revolving fund starts with seed 
money, and theirs was a low-interest 
loan from the National Trust: $25,000 
at three percent, with a lifespan of 10 
years. This gave them the leverage they 
needed with local banks. The result: 
one bank came through with an addi- 
tional loan, and two others promised to 
grant long-term loans to buyers of the 
renovated houses—obviously, a key com- 
mitment, 

As each house was sold, money went 
back into the revolving fund, which was 
also enriched by the group’s community 
fund-raising efforts. (One house tour 
alone netted over $10,000. ) 

The Lafayette Square project is really 
a textbook case of every facet of neigh- 
borhood preservation, and the National 
Trust has done an excellent publication 
on it—must reading for any neighbor- 
hood preservation group. 

Finally, don’t overlook sources of 
public funds. They're many and varied, 
but they may take lots of political savvy, 
persistence and imagination to tap. The 
point, of course, will be to establish the 
public benefits of your project. Here is 
a hint of the kind of funding that’s avail- 
able: 

Your city might buy a building and lease 
it to your group for restoration and op- 
eration, or might give your group the

e@ Manpower programs like CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act) can be a way of getting 
the actual rehabilitation work done. 

e HUD Community Development 
Block Grants have been issued for his- 
toric area surveys, for acquiring and re- 
storing property; they even mclude loans 
und revolving funds for private owners. 
However, they must be applied for by 
the community itself, so your group 
would have to make an effective case to 
the community powers-that-be. 

The use of federal programs is a job 
for experts. For starters, the NT has a 
Guide to Federal Programs which lists 
some 200 programs and activities related 
to historic preservation. The government 
this year will spend $207 million on 
preservation-related activities.

Why We Love to Hoard 


BUTTONS, BOXES, BUTTERFLIES, BRASS...

“The collecting instinct has its roots in 
the very depth of human nature,” Lytton 
Strachey wrote in his inimitable biogra- 
phy of Queen Victoria. Victoria’s very 
life was summed up in her possessions: 
“Over this enormous mass she exercised 
an unceasing and minute supervision, 
and the arrangement and the contempla- 
tion of it, in all its details, filled her with 
an intimate satisfaction.” And it is that 
very Victorian urge toward acquisition 
for its own sake, I think, that runs deep 
in most serious collectors. Ordered pos- 
session is nine-tenths of the matter. 

True, there are exceptions. There is 
the collector who wishes merely to deco- 
rate himself or his home. There is the 
random collector who acquires by mere 
chance of inheritance. My mother, for 
example, has a number of exquisite in- 
laid boxes but, buys them only now and 
then, simply as time or money or travel 
suggest. My friend in London was left a 
mass of eccentric oddities by his grand- 
father: an Eton boating jug which, with 
an oarsman as the handle, plays the Eton 
Boating Song when you lift it; art nou- 
veau clocks with sinuous ladies in 
bronze; 78 records featuring English Se 
music hall songs, (especially “Gilbert 
the Filbert”); a magnificent pianola 
with hundreds of rolls that include 
“The Rose of Picardy” and “Tiptoe 
Through the Tulips.” Additional rec-§ 
ords and clocks and pianola rolls are¥ 
acquired, however, only on whim or as a‘ 
result of chance. They are, quite 
simply, enjoyed. 

Some may collect purely for in- 
vestment, hoarding fine furniture, sil- 
ver, jade against the economic vagaries 
of politics, inflation, war. But these are 
the exception. The true collector has 
a Victorian soul, a desire for solidity 
that goes well beyond the lures 
of pleasure or investment. 

Objects during Victoria’s reign, 
as now, were an outward show of 
prestige, of taste, of the ordering of 
life, of things in their place and more 
than that, even an end in themselves. 
The absolutely quintessential Victorian 
man of property was Soames Forsythe, 
(of Galsworthy’s FORSYTHE SAGA), 
who collected paintings first for invest- 
ment, then for pleasure. But Soames and 
his pictures became more, a metaphor 
for collecting. And finally the collection 
became its own raison d’étre.

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The range, especially to one who has 
never known the passion to possess, is 
amazing: Pre-Columbian art, post-im- 
pressionist painting, autographs, (re- 
member the autograph books we had 
as kids?), jewelled stickpins, buttons, 
boxes, butterflies, Lalique glass, antique 
brass.

The scientific 
mind may fix on fossils or bugs. The voy- 
eur will seek out pornography, the sen- 
timental, memorabilia—Coke radios and 
cigar cutters, ashtrays from hotels, Ed- 
wardian tea gowns, Elvis tee shirts. 
There are collections which reflect the 
personality or art of the collector—the 
witty automatons, for example, in the 
film of Sleuth, or Nabokov’s butterflies. 

Many collections relate to a profes- 
sion. Doctors will search the world’s 
bazaars for old surgical tools; the Play- 
ers Club in New York boasts theatrical 
memorabilia; 
wich Village displays a group of 19th- 
century hand irons used for pleating and 
fluting, for hats and ribbons. And Alfred 
Dunhill (“old Mr. Alfred,” he was called, 
and a good, solid, Victorian sort of fel- 
low, he was) acquired tobacco jars, now

displayed at the London shop’s museum. | 
These jars also reveal another aspect | 


of many collectibles: practical items 
become art. The jars came into use in the 
17th century when Sir Walter Raleigh, 
returning from America, made pipe 
smoking fashionable. Tobacco was sold 
at coffee houses, and communal jars of 
copper, pewter and brass were necessi- 
ties. Artisans at well-known foundries, 
however, were soon inspired to turn out 
superbly cast jars often decorated with 
historical scenes. By the 19th century, 
the great pottery and porcelain factories 
such as Wedgwood became rich hunt- 
ing grounds for the collector. 

Another whose collection is a footnote 
to his profession is Ed Mosler, who col- 
lects antique penny banks, and whose 
company manufactures safes. Mosler 
has, in his time, collected various objects, 
but prefers the banks because of the chal- 
lenge. The number is limited; the banks 
were produced only between 1857 and 
1935. Mosler points out that collecting 
merely according to aesthetic taste will 
lead to glass or silver, of which (Cont’d.)

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there is an endless supply. Mosler pre- 
fers a finite number. The challenge of 
his banks: to find them all. 

It began when Mosler’s mother gave 


it while buying some china for his sis- 
ter. Soon he found another. And one 
more. The banks are funny, charming 
and, as with many collections, fix a mo- 
ment of history behind glass. Some deal- | 
ing with the Chinese and Irish reflect the | 
prejudices of their day, or the politics. | 
Here is Teddy Roosevelt, and there, 
Queen Victoria. Don’t forget the pas- 
times—baseball, ferris wheels, circuses. 
There are banks made for advertising— 
much of today’s memorabilia was—by 
Huntley & Palmer (biscuits) or Chocolate 
Menier. There is a William Tell bank, a 
Punch and Judy and, my favorite, The 
Freedman’s bank—the grinning banker 
sweeps a coin into his desk with one hand | 
while thumbing his nose at you with the 
other. 

Mr. Mosler also offered a canny insight 

into the collectors nature. Passionate © 
collectors feel selling an object is like | 
selling a child—or worse. One man’s son | 
was so filled with resentment that he re- 
fused not only to sell his father’s collec- 
tions after his death but even to display 
them. They would remain—un-ordered | 
and dusty—in the attic. 
The true collector exhibits an eager- 
ness for the hunt. There is a love of 
barter, trade, competition, and the ex- 
change of news or gossip that might lead 
to a sudden trip halfway around the 
world merely to look at or bid for a sin- 
gle item. There are the pleasures of ran- 
dom chance, the thrill of serendipity. 
Stronger, even, is that basic human urge, 
the obsession to possess, expressed by the 
collector through his objects. Here are | 
aspects of the world, of history and, per- 
haps, of himself, on view. Not for nothing 
does the verb collect also mean to regain 
control over oneself. 

No better description of the collecting 
instinct exists than in Lytton Strach- 
ey’s portrait of Queen Victoria who, after 
all, reigned when Britain acquired a 
quarter of the globe. “When she consid- 
ered the multitudinous objects which 
belonged to her, or, better still, when, 
choosing out some section of them as the 
fancy took her, she actually savoured the 
vivid richness of their individual quali- 
ties, she saw herself deliciously reflected 
from a million facets, felt herself magni- 
fied miraculously over a boundless area, 
and was well pleased.” ™

The Miami house of Dr. and Mrs. H. 
Spear displays rich, romantic imagery 
within livable, ordered design. The 
work of an innovative group of Florida 
architects known as Arquitectonica, 
the house reflects the geometic pat- 
terns and vibrant colors of the 30s.

The Spear house is full of sur- 
prises. After passing through the 
tunnel of trees and walking up 
the stairs, you discover a de- 
lightful oasis, with swimming 
pool and areas for open air din- 
ing and lounging. Instead of 
being indoors, you are outside, 
and the color has changed from 
dark red to pink. The excite- 
ment of discovery recurs con- 
stantly in unexpected spaces, 
new materials, textures and 
colors.

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BELIEVING that in 
beauty is order, the 
Shakers bequeathed us 
a legacy of enduring 
design. The philosophy 
that permeated every 
aspect of life in this religious community is re- 
flected in the words of Mother Ann Lee, found- 
er of the Shakers: “Hands to work and hearts 
to God.” Raising the level of daily toil to a 
form of worship, the Shakers achieved a mea- 
sure of perfection in all they produced. Set- 
tling in America in 1774 with eight followers, 
the society grew to 6,000 members at its peak 
in the mid 1800s. The highly structured com- 
munity, believing in celibacy and equality of 
women, shut itself off from the evils of the 
outside world. Despite this; a thriving trade 
developed with the sale of such items as 
chairs, herbs and leather goods that bol- 
stered its economy. As the Shaker crafts- 
men eliminated everything superficial in their 
designs, beauty emerged in simple clean lines 
and proportions. Basic forms were enriched 
with the use of sensual woods and the addition 
of subtle colors and stains. The Hancock 
Shaker Village shown here is near Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts. Third of the settlements 
to be formed, it was one of the most endur- 
ing. Reopened as a museum after the last of 
its members left in 1960, the restored dwell- 
ings preserve the spirit and serenity of this 
dying culture. The village is open from June 
through October, seven days a week, 9:30 to

randy is the 

spirit born of 

wine. It has 

been called the 
soul of the grape, the 
heart of wine, the “water 
of life,” and “liquid gold” 
and in the last 10 years it 
has come of age in 
America. 

Nearly every country 
that makes wine, makes 
brandy.

of the spirit. Yet, California brandy 
with its luminous amber shading and 
delicate fragrance is, by far, the most 
popular in this country, accounting for 77 
percent of all the brandy we consume. 

And for good reason. Americans have 
never taken to brandy as the classic after- 
dinner drink, despite our British heritage 
and the fact that brandy has been made in 
California for more than 200 years. In- 
stead of brandy, the only distillate of wine, 

_we took to the distillates of grain, the 
whiskies that became the custom of our 
country. 

Then, about 20 years ago, we began to 
take a new look, and we discovered that 
because it is light and fresh and flowery, 
our own California brandy is possibly the 
most versatiie of all spirits. It is this ver- 
satility plus the growing sophistication of 
the American drinker that has helped 
double the consumption of California 
brandy in the past decade. 

And how many ways can you enjoy this 
aromatic cheer? Sip it straight as a post- 
prandial drink. Add the tartness of lemon, 
the sparkle of soda, pour over ice and you 
have an apéritif. Blend it into manhattans, 
old fashioneds, sours, fizzes and punches. 
Substitute it for scotch, vodka, gin or 
bourbon. In winter, warm up with a brandy 
eggnog or toddy, or with brandy in hot 
cider. Add brandy to hot coffee and top 
with whipped cream. Add it to hot tea. In 
summer, make it part of a sangria, 
julep or collins. 

Brandy in food is, of course, 
legendary. Add an ounce for each 
bowl of French onion soup. A 
couple of ounces to a pound of 
ground beef for a new sensation 
in hamburger. A couple of table- 
spoons to chicken cacciatora, coq

au vin and saltimbocca. Pour brandy in the 
pan in which you’ve broiled steak, com- 
bine with the natural juices, ignite and 
serve over the meat. Sautée scallops or 
chicken livers, add a bit of brandy and 
ignite. 

The grapes that make the young, light, 
acidic wines that produce California’s 
brandy are mostly Thompson with some 
Tokay, Emperor, Green Hungarian and, 
lately, a small amount of Saint Emilion. In 
the Cognac region, the major grape is Saint 


.Emilion. But the major difference between 


California brandy and other brandies is 
the method of distillation. 

All brandy is made by distilling wine, by 
heating it until the alcohol separates from 
the water and becomes a vapor. When it 
cools, it reverts to a liquid, or new brandy. 

In the Cognac region, this distillation is 
done in a round-bellied copper pot still. 
The wine is heated slowly to extract the 
“heart”, or middle third, of the alcohol 
that rises through the condenser. The first 
and last thirds—the heads and tails—are 
discarded because they carry congeners, 
heavy, pungent taste constituents. In a pot 
still, the wine is distilled in batches; as 
each batch is finished, the still is stopped

cleaned before the next batch of wine is added. It is the classic 
method of making brandy, but it is slow, difficult to control 
and requires constant attention. The brandy that the pot still 
produces, however, is full-bodied, rich and complex. 

In California, where more than 98 percent of all American 
brandy is produced, nearly all of it is made in continuous 
stills—30-foot tall, steam-heated columns controlled by elec- 
tronic meters, As the name implies, these stills are fed continu- 
ously. Because the residues and water left behind after the 
steam removes the alcohol flow out the bottom, there is no

need to clean the columns between batches. The brandy 
elicited from the “heart” of the wine by this method is clean, 
fresh and light-bodied. 

A pot still takes 14 hours to produce 1,000 gallons of 
brandy. A continuous still can produce that much in an hour. 

In both methods, when the separated alcohol has reached 
the desired proof (proof is twice the actual alcoholic content), 
it is reduced by adding water. Alcohol in a continuous still is 
usually reduced from 170 proof to 135 proof, while pot still 
alcohol is reduced from about 165 proof to 125 proof. Often, 
a small amount of taste-free caramel is added to this raw white 
spirit to give it its golden amber color. It is then put into 
50-gallon charred American oak barrels for aging. (In Cognac, 
the barrels are Limousin oak). 

American law requires that all brandy sold in this country 
be aged a minimum of two years before bottling, but most 
California brandies are left in wood a year or two longer. At 
Christian Brothers, the religious order of Catholic teachers 
that produces one third of all the brandy sold in the United 
States, and the only brandy maker in this country that uses 
pot stills as well as continuous stills, all brandy is aged at 
least four years while its pot still brandy is aged five to six 
years minimum. 

At the end of its aging period, when it has become smooth 
and mellow, the brandy is drawn from cask, blended, diluted 
usually to 80 proof, occasionally to 100 proof, and bottled. 


| Some brandies are rectified, that is, one to two percent liquid 


sugar is added to give them a satiny, slightly sweet finish. 
Those that are not sweetened are known as straight brandies. 

Of the more than 300 California brandy labels (some made 
in minute amounts), the largest selling is Christian Brothers; 
it contains about 10 percent pot still. The next half dozen 
best sellers are Coronet, Korbel, Aristocrat, E & J (Gallo), 


| Old Mr. Boston and Lejon (Guild). Almadén and Paul Masson 
brandies are also popular. All sell for about $5 to $6.50. Guild 


expects to put on the market soon a 100 percent Saint Emilion 
brandy, the first varietal brandy produced in California since 
before Prohibition. 

California’s most elegant brandy, however, is Christian 
Brothers XO Rare Reserve, a full, creamy brandy that, with 
about 55 percent pot still, is the most sophisticated and com- 
plex brandy made in the United States. More expensive than 
most ($8.75 in New York City) and deservedly so, it is a 
good glass to raise in praise of California brandies, one of the

Nothing is actually known about how 
tea was first discovered, but legends 
abound. One tells of the Emperor Shen 
Nung, the offspring of a Chinese prin- 
cess and a heavenly dragon who, being 
downwind of a burning camellia bush, 
marveled at the aroma which reached 
his nostrils. Tracing its source, he pro- 
ceeded to introduce tea and its cultiva- 
tion to his people. All this took place in 
the third millennium B.C, 

Another version portrays the same 
potentate as a model ruler who set a 
good example for his subjects by always 
boiling his drinking water, which he 
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considered otherwise unsafe. One day, a 
few leaves from an overhanging branch 
fell into his boiling pot of water, im- 
parting a delicate and delightful flavor. 
\s boiled water is less than tasty, the 
word spread. 

A third myth on tea’s origin changes 
locale. We are in India, the date, 500 
A.D. The saintly Darma or Bodhid- 
harma (different tellers give him differ- 
ent names),.a Buddhist ascetic, has 
taken upon himself the formidable task 
of devoting seven years to sleepless con- 
templation of the Buddha. Growing 
drowsy in the fifth year, he cuts off his 
eyelids and throws them on the ground. 
They instantly spring up into plants 
whose leaves banish his weariness. A 
gentler variation of this tale has Darma 
desperately plucking some leaves from 
a nearby bush as he begins to drowse. 
The bush is a wild tea plant. Quickly 
revived, the worthy is able to accomplish 
the remainder of his vigil. 

Apocryphal though they may be, 
these stories tell us three things long 
known about tea. It appeals to the sense 
of smell, as well as to the taste. And it 
helps dispel drowsiness. 

Unlike coffee, which is a bean, and 
cocoa, a kernel of the cacao seed, tea is 
the living leaf of the Camellia Simensis 
bush, an evergreen and a member of the 
camellia family. The glossy dark green 
tea leaves look much like those of our 
own garden camellia.

Tea is grown in several parts of the 
world, including Africa and South 
America. But while the Japanese pro- 
duce a green tea of deservedly high 
repute, it is from China, India and Cey- 
lon that the finest teas still come. 

THE VARIETIES 
Anyone who has explored the avenues 
of wine is already half a scholar of tea. 
Like fine wine, tea varies according to 
the region in which it is grown, the 
pedigree or ancestry of each bush, the 
amount of sun and rainfall it receives, 
altitude, soil quality, the season and

even the time of day in which it is 
picked, and the skill of the picker. 

Just as wines are grouped into red, 
white and rosé, tea is separated into 
black, brown and green varieties. Black 
tea, the type westerners know best, is 
totally fermented before firing or heat- 
drying. Brown tea, such as a Formosa 
Oolong , is only partially fermented be- 
fore firing. Green tea, the most ancient 
of the three and still the ceremonial tea 
of Japan, is not fermented at all. The 
degree of fermentation has a significant 
influence on the tea’s flavor. Leaves from 
the same tea bush, processed to result in 
green, brown and black tea, would taste 
distinctly different from each other. 

The British first heard about tea from 
the Dutch, who had brought a consign: 
ment to Holland in 1610. History re. 
cords King Charles II receiving a gift o! 
tea in 1664, but it was not until 168 
that the British East India Company 
began to import tea to England. Withir 
the next century, however, tea quickly 
outdistanced coffee in popularity anc 
brought with it monumental changes t¢ 
England. It banished ale from the break 
fast table, was instrumental in losing the 
colonies and gave impetus to the rise 0 
a vast pottery industry. 

When Thomas Twining opened Tom’ 
Coffee House in Devereux Court, off the 
Strand, in 1706, London’s coffee house 
were the center of social and politica 
activity. Each catered to a special grou} 
of customers, whether the clergy, busi 
nessmen or young noblemen. Becaus‘ 
competition was so keen—various esti 
mates place the number of shops be 
tween 500 and 2,000—Twining decide 
that his specialty would be tea. His firs

a stock of “all Sorts of fine Teas,” 


with “Coffee, Chocolate, Cocoa-Nuts, 
Sago and Snuff.” By 1717, Twining’s 
growing tea trade allowed him to open 
the Golden Lion next door, the first shop 
especially for the sale of tea by weight 
Coffee houses were the exclusive 
province of men. Women who enjoyed 
tea had to take it at home. However, 
the social pleasures of taking tea with 
friends, or meeting new ones, were 
obvious and by the middle of the 
18th century, the old coffeehouses 


began to disappear, to be replaced by 
the “tea garden.” 

TEA GARDENS 
Situated in open country just beyond 
the built-up area of London at that 
period, the tea gardens catered to men, 
women and families. They were open 
from April to September, attracting fash- 
ionables who came to see and be seen, 
and to enjoy the concerts and the special 
cakes and breads for which the different 
gardens came to be known. 

By the mid-19th century, the tea habit 
had spread so that even the poorest 
households served tea regularly. The 
Duchess of Bedford is credited with 
making afternoon tea fashionable early 
in the 19th century. In the 18th century, 
dinner had been the one main meal of

the day, served about three or four in the 
afternoon. It was followed by the tea 
hour, the great social occasion of the day 
when people visited each other or gath- 
ered in their own drawing rooms to take 
tea, As. the fashionable hour for dinner 
moved progressively later, many, includ- 
ing the Duchess, began to feel hunger 
pangs in the late afternoon. Tea and a 
few small cakes or bread and butter 
could tide one over till dinner. Afternoon 
tea became a fixture in English life. 

If China may be said to be the king of 
tea, then England is surely its prime 
minister. Rich from the contributions of 
its Empire, it had the leisure to explore 
and popularize the nuances of tea blend- 
ing, brewing and serving. The London 
tea blender emerged—a masterful guru 
who knew precisely which tea gardens 
produced the most delicate leaves, which 
harvesttimes were likely to yield the 
fullest flavor. He selected his teas from 
the cargoes that reached London daily 
and blended them according to his own 
cultivated taste buds. Afterward, the 
teas were packaged and sent throughout 
the Commonwealth. 

TODAY’S TEA TASTES, 
Today, the role of the London tea 
blender or tea taster is no less crucial. He 
may taste 500 different teas in the course 
of a day. On the basis of his judgments, 
purchases are made, blends are mixed 
and thirsts assuaged around the globe. 
Interestingly, Japan, which traditionally

drinks green tea, has become increas- 
ingly fond of the black variety. However, 
rather than import tea from nearby 
China or India, Japanese prefer to have 
tea blended in Britain, to ensure they 
have the best. 

Most of America’s tea habits trace di- 
rectly back to England, but there are dif-

ferences. Most Britons drink their tea 
quite strong, particularly in the first half 
of the day. Strong “colory” blends are 
most popular. 

Americans are equally fond of the 
lighter Chinese teas. Earl Grey, a mix- 
ture of China and Darjeeling leaves, 
shares first place in sales with English 
Breakfast, a blend of India and Ceylon 
leaves. Darjeeling, an India tea, cur- 
rently ranks third in popularity here, 
while three China teas, Lapsang Sou- 
chong, Jasmine and Formosa Oolong, vie 
for fourth place with another India tea, 
Orange Pekoe. 

What we have learned from England 
is the cordiality that is somehow brewed 
up in a teapot with the leaves. Tea is the 
drink of friendship. A legion of English 
poets have paid tribute to this quality of 
tea, and the late Stephen H. Twining, 
the family historian, put it this way: 

“Tea neither promotes sleep nor stim- 
ulates argument. Rather does it induce a 
sense of genial well-being, which may 
well be the foundation for our English 
‘genius for compromise. ... We are 
surely the least quarrelsome of all the 
nations of the earth, and in this happy 
consummation the tea table has un- 
doubtedly played its part.”

WHICH TEA WHEN, AND WITH WHAT? 
Which teas should you serve at lunch? 
At dinner? At a formal tea party? Which 


| are best with lemon, which with milk? 


Mostly it’s a matter of personal prefer- 
ence, but here are some well-considered 
thoughts on the matter from English tea 





expert Samuel H. G. Twining. 

“T, like almost all my countrymen, 
add milk to my morning tea. The break- 
fast teas tend to be robust and full- 
bodied and they're actually blended to 
mix well with milk. Of course, one never 
adds cream because it’s too heavy and 
‘coats’ the tea.

“Most other blends may be enjoyed 
with either milk or lemon, according to 
taste. There are, however, some China 
teas that really should be tried ‘neat’—

and Green Gunpowder. Another is Vin- 
tage Darjeeling from the Himalayas in 
India. This is such a majestic and costly 
blend, it would be a shame to adulterate 
any part of its flavor. 

“The question of which teas are suit- 
able for different occasions is another 
highly personal matter. Many people 
feel that the natural order of things is to 
start the day with the strong, small-leaf 
India teas which have a definite wake- 
up, stimulating effect, and to move on 
to lighter teas as the day progresses. 

“IT might go through six different 
blends in the course of one day, and six 
others on the next. But one of my asso-

ciates from Ireland, where they take 
their tea very strong, will drink nothing 
but breakfast teas around the clock. 
There are many knowledgeable _tea- 
drinkers who will take only China tea 
and hang the rules. In fact the rules are 
at most only guidelines. 

“A traditional afternoon tea, of course, 
calls for a certain form. The nicest thing, 
and more or less de rigueur at a largish, 
formal tea, is to offer guests a choice of 
two blends, usually an India tea and a 








China tea. Vintage Darjeeling and Earl 
Grey would be an elegant combination. 
Orange Pekoe and Russian Caravan is 
another pleasant choice. 

“The foods you serve will also influ- 
ence your choice of blends. Strong 
cheeses, and smoked meats and fish are 
particularly good with Assam, Irish 
Breakfast or Lemon tea. Darjeeling is 
popular with curry dishes. All teas are 
lovely with dessert, but Earl Grey is per- 
haps more so. If you like the sort of 
tea served in good Chinese restaurants, 
youll enjoy China Black and Prince of 
Wales, both classic China blends. 


“In hot weather, I find I enjoy the | 


light, fragrant blends, particularly For- 
mosa Oolong and Jasmine, during the 
afternoon. And Lapsang Souchong never 
seems more refreshing than on a hot, 
sticky day.” 
HOW TO STORE TEA 

Black tea packaged in an airtight con- 
tainer will keep its full flavor for about 
two years, green and oolong (brown) 
tea about half that time. Scented teas 
such as Earl Grey, Jasmine and Lemon

tea are best used within six months after 
opening. All teas absorb moisture and 
other aromas so they should be kept 
tightly-lidded in a cool, dry spot. 
CLEANING THE TEAPOT 
To make the best tea, the teapot must 
be spotlessly clean. In addition to wash- 
ing after each use, Samuel Twining ad- 
vises giving a well-used teapot a monthly 
soak with hot water and a tablespoon of 
baking soda. An hour’s soak will remove 
tea stain and any accumulation of resi- 
due. He also suggests using a bottle 
brush to give the spout a thorough 
cleansing. 


THE QUESTION OF CAFFEINE 

Teas vary greatly in caffeine content, 
but according to Robert H. Dick, super- 
visory tea examiner for FDA’s New 
York District, while an average six-ounce 
cup of coffee contains 100 to 200 milli- 
grams of caffeine, a cup of tea has only 
50 to 60 milligrams. China teas are gen- 
erally lower in caffeine than India and 
Ceylon teas, while Green Gunpowder is 
nearly caffeine free.

the fine wood detail and sweeping 
curves of English Jacobean furniture 
were lovingly echoed by colonial settlers. 
The early American chests, which 
evolved from medieval boxes with lids, 
were the most important items in a co- 
lonial household—no one, after all, had a 
closet for his clothes. The painted floral 
design on the American chest on page 
136 was an attempt by colonists to copy 
the inlaid marquetry on English pieces 
of the period. This pattern is distine- 
tively Jacobean—a tribute to Old World 
style by New World craftsmen.

The Spear House is unmistakably a 
Florida’ house. Its materials, color, de- 
sign sources, plan and landscaping link 
it to its site. 

The hedonistic, surreal environment 
of Miami Beach, just across Biscayne 
Bay, is an ever-present design factor in 
the house. Art Deco elements, vivid 
colors and the proportions of Miami 
Beach hotels are incorporated within the 
formal order. You feel diminutive within 
the heroic scale of this house. You also 
feel like a guest in a hotel, a character 
in a play, or perhaps a participant in a 
dream, 

On a more pragmatic level, the house 
reflects the rebirth of regionalism. Ar- 
chitects are now designing houses ap- 
propriate to the climatic regions in 
which they are located. Among the 
reasons for this revival of regionalism are 
the energy crisis and the relaxation of 
the rules of the International Movement, 
which deemed any modernist building 
appropriate anywhere. 

That is not the case here. The weighty, 
hurricane-resistant materials like stucco- 
over-concrete block are the mainstay of 
Miami construction. This type of con- 
struction reached a high point in the 
1930s when Miami Beach hotels were 
being developed. So superb were these 
early buildings that South Miami Beach 
has recently been designated a historic 
preservation area. Arquitectonica, the 





firm of five young architects that in- 
cludes Laurinda Spear and Bernard 
Fort-Brescia, pays homage to this 730s 
resort style, not only in the display of 
sensuous colors and geometric patterns 
but also in the use of such design ele- 
ments as glass block and nautical imag- 
ery, like the porthole and pipe railings. 

The plan of the house, below, with its 
alternating enclosed and open-air spaces, 
could only make sense in a southern cli- 
mate. The house is a series of zones 
separated by four parallel walls. This 
scheme creates a courtyard for the swim- 
ming pool and bypasses the usual Miami 
sun. 

The house is a_ self-contained unit 
much like the large steamship it brings 
to mind. Laurinda Spear and Bernardo 
Fort-Brescia have given her parents an 
office and cabana. Instead of a typical 
open plan with spaces flowing from one 
area to the next, the Spear residence has 
a series of rooms that follow each other 
like soldiers in a row. The experience of 
going from one room to the next, and 
from one zone to the next, is uppermost 
to the architects. Here is how Laurinda 
Spear describes it: “The approach from 
the front of the house to the rear, where 
you can see Miami Beach serenely float- 
ing on the bay, is intensified by a se- 
quence of events—the walk past a unified 
row of Royal Palms, the view down the 
length of the exercise pool, the scent of 
the jasmine garden, the security of a 
walled courtyard, the spaciousness of a 
double-height corridor and the variety of 
views framed from each room.”—S.G.L.

I also claim the right to be the severest 
critic of this castled, cottaged green land 
of contradiction, where people speak in 
good-humored poetry while theyre giv- 
ing you directions, where soft rains and 
sudden sunshine fill the sky with rain- 
bows, where a man can enter a pub and 
say, “God bless all here.” Here are come- 
day-go-day gypsies riding their caravans 
past Stone Age dolmens and Iron Age 
forts. Golden torcs and gorgets of 
Bronze Age kings glisten in Dublin’s Na- 
tional Museum and visitors throng the 
Trinity Library to marvel at the illumi- 
nated 8th-century pages of the Book of 
Kells. All this happens while peat is still 
being cut out of the bogs, and the itiner- 
ant milk-man stands up among his milk 
cans to drive his donkey-drawn dray. 

Ireland may not really be the pot of 
gold at the foot of a traveler’s rainbow, 
but maybe it is because P’ve met so 
many enthusiastic aficionados—unlikely 
people like Japanese, Iowa Methodists, 
and New York Jews to whom a country 
full of monasteries and high crosses 
might well be alien. But then, there’s a 
world-renowned Japanese garden at 
Tully near Kildare, Methodism was 


founded in Rathkeale (where there’s a 
Chinese figure over a pub) and Dublin 
had a Jewish Lord Mayor. But I don’t 
think these piquant facts matter a bit. 
Ireland’s come-on is that it is a comfort- 
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able country to travel in, full of hospit- 
able people and good accommodations, 
whether yowre backpacking, keeping 
- house in a cottage or living it up in a 
castle. It also boasts excellent fresh food 
and something to capture the romantic in 
you at every turn. Language is no prob- 
lem, since English is spoken, but you 
can also hear the strange and _ poetic 
Gaelic. You can even learn it between 
fishing, golfing, sailing and sightseeing, 
chiefly in the Gaeltacht areas of the West 
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where summer courses are given. Land 
transportation is easy—by train, bus or 
rented car (for which the Irish Tourist 
Board arranges ample petrol for visi- 
tors). Or you can travel about by bicycle 
or rented horsedrawn caravan or fly 
around internally by Aer Lingus. 

On my last and eighth visit in May, I 
flew to Shannon via Aer Lingus 747, ar- 
riving almost but not quite sated with 
smoked Irish salmon. My 
ears were still humming with 
the inflight headset’s Irish 
folk music on whistle, juice 
harp and elbow bagpipes, 
and my head was full of folk- 
loric intelligence gleaned 
from the taped story-teller— 
the black thorn that lines 
country roads is a fairy tree, 
not to be slept under or care- 
lessly cut; the leprechaun is 
not the only mystic pebble 
on the beach—there’s a 
whole pantheon of fairies, sociable and 
otherwise; mashed potatoes and brandy 
ensure fertility; always leave a house by 
the same door you entered, lest dire 
things befall you. 

I stayed at Dromoland Castle, a hotel 
eight miles from Shannon at Newmar- 
ket-on-Fergus, County Clare. The tur- 
reted castle, once home to the O’Brien 
clan, is 19th-century—not as aged as its 
romantic aura might make you think, al- 
though there is a Queen Anne Court and 
an 18th-century folly on the flowery 
lakeside domain. It’s on the land of Brian 
Boru, 10th-century high king of Ireland, 
whose mammoth portrait hangs in the 
entrance hall along with innumerable 
portraits of O’Brien generations. Fur- 
nishings, amenities and service are a de- 
light. It can be headquarters for golf, 
fishing and riding from Kevin Burke’s 
stables and to Clare’s many sights. The 
charming manager, Patricia Barry, di- 
rects with seemingly effortless grace. In 
summer, bed and breakfast—and what a 
breakfast—begins at £40 double. 

Clare is “The West,” where the sporty 
Irish go for hunting, fishing and golf— 


golf, for example, at Lahinch, on mossy, 
hilly links, high above the Atlantic, 
swept by ocean breezes. Lahinch is near 
the awesome sea-smashed Cliffs of Moher 
that call to mind the lointain romances of 
legendary, starcrossed lovers—Deirdres 
and Maeves, Diarmuids and Grainnes. 
What a fittingly wild and wonderful set- 
ting for Tristan and Isolde, which was 
indeed being filmed there last May, with 
Richard Burton as King Mark in medie- 
val caparison on a spirited black horse. 
To more mundane considerations: At 
the Falls Hotel in nearby Ennistymon, a 
hungry tripper can feast on simple, 
beautifully made sandwiches and a “jar” 
of Guinness stout, which next to its gutsy 
“tea the cats could dance on” is the 
country’s national beverage. 

Curiously enough, the town of Ennis 
seems to be most famous for its legend- 
ary Old Ground Hotel, a close approach 
to the “quaint” country inns you may 
anticipate. Dining here on garlic butter 
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prawns and fresh poached turbot isn’t at 
all to be forgotten. A bottle of Gewiirz 
Traminer and dessert of Irish coffee 
doesn't hurt, either. (A notable Irish 
food excess is the extravagant slathering 
of whipped cream on almost every des- 
sert, thanks, I suppose, to those black and 
white Fresians that decorate the green- 
pasture landscape so memorably.) In 
May, Ennis had a noisy three-day folk 
music festival called the Fleadgh, which 
comes out sounding “flah”. From Ennis 
you can drive southeast to Quin and 
Craggaunowen Castle, where there is a 
reconstruction of a crannog, a beehive- 
shaped lake dwelling of the Bronze Age 
to bemuse the history, archaeology or ar- 
chitecture buff. Go southwest from Ennis 
through vast windy moors and provoca- 
tive-sounding towns like Miltown Mal- 
bay and Quilty down to Kilkee and the 
reedy sand dunes of the Atlantic Ocean. 
Here, Irish city folk have holiday houses 
and vacation unpretentiously among the 
country folk. (See such a cottage on 
page 114). 

Not far from Dromoland are two 15th- 
century castles, (Continued ) 
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authentically restored and furnished in 
their medieval grandeur, both offering 
evening banquets—foods of the past, 
served on trenchers—the only implement 
a dagger. The emphasis is on mead, min- 
strels and merriment. Some, including a 
few Irish sophisticates of my acquain- 


tance, may think that these entertain- 
ments are tourist and cornball, but I con- 
sider them living revelations of a long- 
ago history and so worthwhile. Knap- 
pogue, restored by Americans who live 
in part of the castle, presents an in-the- 
round ‘dramatic capsule of Irish history, 
which I found tasteful and poignant. 
Bunratty is more rollicking, with a prom- 
inent guest chosen to preside at head 
table as the castle’s lord. There is also a 
Folk Park, where, on the earthier side, 
you can spend a country evening with 
folk music and singing. The Park has a 
variety of typical, thatched country cot- 
tages and a continuing exhibition of such 
survival crafts as weaving and _black- 
smithing, which, in this horsey country, 
has never become a lost art. Thatching, 
an art that almost disappeared in this 
century of corrugated roofs, is being re- 
vived, since it has become the in thing 
among the young and well-heeled to re- 
store the derelict cottages that dot the 
countryside along with deserted castles. 
Clare alone has more than 300 such 
castles, in case you're interested. 

Handily close to Bunratty is the fa- 
mous Durty Nelly’s, a going concern as 
a local bistro since the 1700s, purveying 
hearty rural meals as well as the usual. 
No small part of its rather musty charm 
are its copper, brass, stoneware and blue- 
and-white china, most of it thoughtfully 
wired to the stone walls. 

Across the road and back to today is 
Bunratty Cottage—run by Irish couturier

Vonnie Reynolds—a beguiling shop of 
lovelies like Waterford, Belleek, smart 
souvenirs and silky woolen apparel. 
Wool is satin-soft because the pampered 
Irish sheep eat only fine limestone 
grasses, whereas foreign sheep eat scrub. 

I headed for Dublin, traveling a won- 
derfully roundabout southern route, 
stopping off in Adare, an enchanting, 
much photographed town, thanks to its 
flowering dooryards and thatched cot- 
tages (thatched in the English style, my 
driver, Paddy Beattie pointed out). In a 
great park, Dunraven Hall, manor house | 
of the earls of Dunraven can be visited, 
especially to savor Dunraven family 
treasures and the wood carving done by 
Germans who emigrated here from the | 
Palatinate. Dunraven Arms, the local | 
inn, is another that fills the bill as a 
quaint eating and lodging place. 

On to County Kerry, with views of the 
purple mountains, past Southwest Ire- 
land’s vivid pink and green houses. Farm 
guest house lodging hereabouts might | 
stand you as little as $8, including a_ 
breakfast of right-from-the-hen eggs, 
bacon and home-baked bread. In Killar- | 
ney town, we took elevenses of tea and 
biscuits in the Victorian lounge of the 
Great Southern Hotel, surrounded by 
massive flower arrangements under mas- 
sive crystal chandeliers. Then on to the 
lakes, truly silvery, scattered with green 
islands, breathtaking, even in midday 
sun. Overlooking all this is the Aghadoe 
Lake Hotel. The big sightseeing: the 
eerily lovely Gap of Dunloe and Muck- 
ross Abbey. Muckross House, a 19th- 
century mansion, is now a museum of 
Kerry folk art. From the leafy-gladed 
Tore waterfall along the Muckross-Ken- 
mare Road, there’s a 10-mile avenue of 








wild rhododendron in blossom every 
June. Then the road turns through such 
incredible, lonesome, craggy mountains 
that you might easily believe there is a 
leprechaun taking you in from behind 
every rock. The descent from this weird 
world is sudden, and you are on a dra- 
matic coast indebted to the Gulf Stream, 
I suppose, for its palm trees and subtrop- 
ical plants. Parknasilla is one balmy re- 
sort you're not likely to forget. George 
Berard Shaw wrote Pygmalion here. 
Mannerly, and suggesting the past cen- 
tury, here is the Great Southern Hotel, 
whose smoked fish and veal in cream I'll 
always remember.

The whole south coast is seafood coun- 
try and the town of Kenmare, otherwise 
known for its laces, puts on a Fruits de 
mer festival every September. From here 
though the Cahas, the Mountains of the 
Showers, on the Bere Peninsula—starred 
for a return visit because this little-fre- 
quented part of Ireland is considered by 
many the most interesting. Daphne Du 
Maurier, who wrote Hungry Hill here 
must have agreed. 

From Glengarriff’s shores and luxuriant 
foliage you can look or sail across Bantry 
Bay to Garnish Island, another GBS 
favorite, birthplace of St. Joan. Glenga- 
riff hotels are Casey’s and the Mountain 
View, which has a golf course. Reputed 
gem in the area’s crown is Ballylickey 
House (where there was no room for 
me), once the shooting lodge of Lord 
Kildare, in fragrant formal gardens sur- 
rounded by lily ponds, a Relais de Cam- 
pagne. 

En route to Cork, it would be worth a 
detour to Bantry itself for a visit to Ban- 
try House, a Georgian mansion particu- 
larly noted for the fine quality of its early 
furnishings and tapestry collection of 
Gobelin, Aubusson and Savonnerie. 

North from Cork, through rich fields 
of farming country, to Mallow and 
Longueville House, the 1720 Georgian

Not far off, in Boherbue, you might | 
be charmed to live a small-town Irish ex- | 
perience, keeping house in the typical | 
old-timey thatched cottage, Tig Noni 
(Nonie’s house). Its owner, Mary 
O'Connor, inherited it from an old coun- | 
try neighbor and has lovingly furnished 
its traditional heart-warmed main room 
and three bedrooms in old-fashioned 
style (adding, however, a first-rate mod- 
ern kitchen and bath). She rents it to 
people she thinks will love it as she does 
(last July and August £110 a week, less 
during off-season). 

She greets her guests with scones 
and tea and a stocked larder and, as 
proof of the town’s open-heartedness, 
Patrick Sheehan, the gas station owner, 
provided us strangers enough petrol to 
get us on our way. 

You're not too far from Blarney Cas- 
tle, if you'd like to improve the glibness 
of your tongue by kissing the famous 
stone, hanging by your heels. You'll get 
the same effect, I hope, by kissing an um- 
brella handle and applying it to the 
magic spot. 

Kinsale, a fishing village on the Celtic 
Sea, is now a Sailing, beaching resort 
place. Its Georgian courthouse museum 
shouldn’t be missed. Here are memen- 
tos of the Lusitania, which was torpe- 
doed off its coast, and a great show of 
laces for which the town was famous. 
Kinsale lace shows up in Van Dyke 
paintings and might be the seed of 
the Irish predilection for the lace curtain. 
I was taken by the prodigious boots and 
slippers of The Kinsale Giant, Patrick 
Cotter O’Brien, who was 8 feet, 3 inches 
tall, a marvel of the London stage in the 
18th century. The flattering Kinsale 
Cloak began here way back when, its 
swirling fullness and ruffled hood now 
being reproduced by Dublin couturiers. 

Posh the place is not—in fact, you'd be 
hard put to find anything overly grandil- 
oquent in Ireland, for the Irish seem to 
get a kick out of deflating pretension— 
but it is charming and, in the Summer- 
cove area, there are handsome vacation 
houses that look to the sea islands, now 
silhouetted with the ruins of castles and 
abbeys. 

Kinsale, in the past few years, has be- 
come a mecca for the discriminating 
hungry, with a Good Food Circle of 24 
restaurants that put on a gastronomic 
festival every October. No way could I 
sample them all, but recommended are 
Bacchus, Acton’s Hotel, Spinnaker, Skip- 
pers, Blue Haven Hotel, Gino’s, Man 
Friday, White Lady and The Vintage. 

Up the coast is the little town of 
Youghal, where Sir Walter Raleigh once 
held forth and Moby Dick (Continued)

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vas filmed. The city fathers list as come- 

ons shooting, tennis, trekking, sea an- 
gling, golf, greyhound racing and a Luna 
Park. The neat-as-a-pin Aherne’s pub, 
run by Captain and Mrs. Jerry Fitzgib- 
bons, is the place for aficionados of 
prawns, oysters, lobsters and crabs, all 
fresh from the local sea. The modest 
Hilltop Hotel is the best here, where 
Irish visitors are inclined to stay in guest 
houses. 


We pressed onward for more famous 
food and another Georgian manor— 
Ballymaloe House near Shanagarry. 
Ballycotton Bay over wild-flower mea- 
dows and, in the approved estate fash- 
ion, sheep crop the lawn. Ivan and Myr- 
tle Allen are the owners, and Mrs. Allen 
is a cookbook author, which accounts for 
exceptional meals, most of the basics 
right off the land. 

The house is full of works by con'tem- 
porary Irish artists. I was lodged in the 
provocative stone gatehouse, its bed- 
room accessible by a ladderlike stair. Say 
no if you're not nimble. Last summer the 
room was £10.40, breakfast £1.10 and 
dinner £15. Shanagarry is the bailiwick 
of the Pearce family whose potteries are 
well worth a visit. 

Heading toward Waterford and a visit 
to the glittering showroom of the glass 
factory, the route passes the Knockme- 
down Mountains and traverses dazzling 
green country, seat of many fine estates. 
“This is the land,” said Paddie, “of the 
affluent.” There is indeed here a school 
for polo, which in Ireland is not as eso- 
teric as it is in the United States (in 
Dublin, anyone can see a polo match in 
Phoenix Park). 

Approaching Waterford, Paddie said, 
with his usual aptitude for the well 
turned, honest phrase, “We wouldn't be 
in many people’s ears, only for the glass, 
and the sand for that comes from Bel- 
gium.” Whatever, the glass is a delight, 
but you can only look in the showroom, 
not buy. (Wait till you depart from 
Shannon and its free port shops.) As a 
solace, I lunched lavishly on Dunmore 
crab in the Tower Hotel, a pebble’s 
throw from Reginald’s Tower, 12th-cen- 
tury domicile of the mighty vanquisher 
Strongbow and his lady, Eva. Newest 
hotel hereabouts is the Ardree, overlook- 
ing the Suir River and the town. 

En route to Dublin, we stopped off in 
Kilkenny—and not a cat in sight, peace- 
ful or otherwise—to see the famous Kil- 
kenny Workshop, where in wonderfully 
renewed old stone buildings in the yard 
of the old castle, the indigenous, age-old 
lrish crafts are being resuscitated and 
brought up-to-date in glass, pottery, 
oodwork, silver and leather. 
It’s a great overview of the kind of worth- 
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while souvenirs you can bring home from 
Ireland, for the day has long passed 
when shamrocks and harps were painted, 
printed and embroidered on everything. 
Many of these products are shown in this 
issue. A standards committee edits the 
work of individual craftsmen, and while 
the emphasis to date has been on con- 
sumer goods, the Workshop is having 
some influence on industrial design. My 
only other Kilkenny sightseeing was 
Tynan’s, voted the “pub of the year” for 
its old-fashioned high polish. 

Too short was my time in Dublin, 
where the streets are still hung with 
flower baskets, and every once in a while 
there’s a swan on the River Liffey. The 
antique shops line its banks as usual. 
I drove out to the seaside of Howth and 
took a short sojourn in the gardens of 
Howth Castle, where the gates have al- 
ways been left open since Ireland’s ama- 
zonian queen Grace O'Malley was once 
locked out. 

Very much worth a visit is Malahide, 
a castle begun in 1175, and now a mu- 
seum house that spans the centuries 
with furnishings, all the best of their 
kind—a great place to see how beautiful 
Irish furniture was in its heyday. 

Also crammed in, a stop at the Kil- 
kenny Shop on Nassau Street, full of Kil- 
kenny’s lovelies. I was just in time to see 
an exhibition of Irish patchwork, so 
beautiful that it should travel over here 
for the delectation of all quilt-lovers. 
I also drove out to Glasnevin to revisit 
its fabulous botanical gardens and 
stopped by Phoenix Park racetrack. I 
saw to it that I had one dinner at the 
famous Snaffles on Leeson Street, and if 
you want to have a counter lunch to re- 
member, stop off at Sachs which is also 
a purlieu for great dinners. I went to 
see Sutton Castle, now a hotel but once 
the grand home of the Jamesons, makers 
of the whiskey that is the major ingre- 
dient in Irsh coffee. 


The best Irish coffee’ I’ve ever had 
was in Berkeley Court, relatively new 
among Dublin’s hotels, and a delight be- 
cause its mannerly, elegant glow is only 
exceeded by its cordial, comfortable ser- 
vice. To dine here is high living in my 
book, given a higher gloss by my first 
taste of Bailey's Original Irish Cream 
liqueur, a mysterious melt of cream and 
whiskey which I hope will soon show up 
on this side of the Atlantic. Rates at the 
Berkeley Court were £40 double. 

In truth, when the Irish say Cead Mil 
Failte—a hundred thousand welcomes— 
they mean it. There’s hardly a travel 
question the Irish Tourist Board hasn’t 
an answer for, from transportation and 
sightseeing, castles, gardens, and great 
houses to visit—or stay at—to simple cot- 
tages and family guest houses. More in- 
formation: The Irish Tourist Board, 590 
Fifth Avenue, New York 10036.

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CATS 'N DOGS 


Are Fleas Plaguing Your Dog? 


DEALING WITH PET OWNER PROBLEMS

Q. My six-year-old alley cat, Knox, loves 
turkey so much that he deftly chews the 
bones and devours the bird whole. Is this 


dangerous? | certainly don’t want to spoil 
his Thanksgiving dinner this year.—M.B., 
Baltimore, Md. 
A. Knox doesn’t sound like a cat any 
bird should tangle with. Some experts 
seem to feel that bones are no more dan- 
gerous for a cat than cooked squash. The 
late Milan Greer states in his book, “The 
Fabulous Feline,” that cats are too smart 
to be injured by chicken bones. I must 
confess that they make me nervous. Most 
veterinarians believe that a chicken (or 
turkey) bone can splinter inside the cat 
while it is being digested and possibly 
puncture a lung or other vital spot. Why 
not bone the turkey meat for Knox this 
Thanksgiving and be secure? And if you 
ask me I think Knox should have a bell 
around his neck. He sounds like a men- 
ace to the Baltimore bird population. 
DOG DIGGITY 
Q. | am very curious to know why my five- 
year-old female Miniature Poodle jumps 
on top of my bed and digs then at it 
with her front paws. She does this 
furiously on the sofa and on the car 
seat as well.—M.B., Astoria, N.Y. 
A. If your little Poodle is treated like 
most ladies of her breed, she has been 
babied all of her life. Although there is 
nothing wrong with that, it does tend to 
promote adolescent, immature behavior. 
A digging motion with front paws can 
indicate many things. For example, it is 
a gesture of newborn puppies when set- 
tling down to nurse from momma's 





breast. That your dog digs into soft areas 
such as your bed and sofa would indicate 
that she experiences some instinctive 
urge to dig as if she were creating a hole 
where a rabbit was hidden. 

All Poodles (Standard, Miniature and 
Toy) stem from Germany where they 
are known as Pudels despite the fact that 
they are the national breed of France. 
The Poodle was originally a water re- 
triever, one of the great swimming 
breeds.

NATURAL NEEDS 
Q. My 18-month-old kitten, Simba, keeps 
attacking my house plants.

He is also starting to use the 
planters for a toilet. Help!—S.C. Los 
Angeles, Calif.

Q. /s it possible to teach an old dog new 
tricks?

training. 

Your dog needs a complete obedience- 
training course either from a professional 
trainer or a member of the family with 
the help of a good book. Once the dog 
has been taught to respond to the com- 
mand. “No,” it is then simply a matter of 
silencing her every time she barks out 
of turn. Toy breeds as a rule must be 
trained with a light touch. An older 
member of the Toy breeds who was once 
abused needs’ patience as well as a gentle 
hand. Among the best training books 
available are Good Dog, Bad Dog (Sig- 
net); Expert Obedience Training for 
Dogs (Macmillan) and The Pearsall

Cats, by Paul Leyhausen, translated by 
Barbara A. Tonkin (Garland STPM 
Press ). It is the last word on cat behavior 
and the best book of its kind that I have 
ever read. It is absolutely essential for 
the serious cat owner. 

NO MARKET FOR FLEAS 
Q. My dog has a persistent problem with 
fleas. | have tried just about everything— 
from collars to dips. But the fleas keep 
coming back. Nothing | buy in the pet shop 
seems to work for my dog. What should 
| do?—CU, Miami, Fla. 
A. “My dog has fleas” is an unfortunate 
musical phrase for tuning ukeleles be- 
cause it adds humor to something that is 
not funny. Did you know that fleas can 
carry with their bite typhus, rabbit fever 
or even tapeworm? Fleas bite humans 
as well as dogs. Fleas can cause dogs to 
become restless, lose weight, scratch and 
bite themselves, develop dermatitis or 
anemia (in puppies and old dogs). 

Fleas cause agony in dogs and must 
not be ignored. Chances are you have 
not attacked the problem from the per- 
spective of the dog’s entire environment. 
It is not enough to kill the fleas on the 
dog, nor even the unhatched eggs. One 
must disinfect the areas the dog inhabits 
and travels through with a good fogger 
manufactured for that specific purpose. 

The very newest method of flea con- 
trol is a systemic insecticide or oral medi- 
cation given to the dog which kills fleas 
as they bite. One such internal flea killer 
is Proban Cythioate manufactured by 
the American Cyanamid Company. 
When a flea bites a Proban-treated dog, 
the flea ingests a dose of the compound 
and dies within three hours. @

Minding Your Business at Home 
IS YOUR HOME OFFICE TAX DEDUCTIBLE? 


By LEONARD SLOANE 

An office in your home may very well be 
a convenient place to transact business, 
both for those who are self-employed 
and for employees of someone else’s 
business. But that home office is not nec- 
essarily a federal income tax deduction 
unless certain requirements are met. 

With the passage of the Tax Reform 
Act of “76 the long-time office-in-the- 
home tax bonanza for home owners was 
radically modified. Formerly, taxpayers 
who occasionally used a part of their 
home to catch up on paperwork, handle 
their investments, etc., could file for a tax 
deduction with relative impunity. 

But the signals have been changed 
and tougher rules are in effect. For the 
self-employed professional or business 
person, no such deduction is allowed by 
the Internal Revenue Service unless the 
office is used regularly and exclusively 
as a principal place of business or for 
meeting clients, patients or customers. 
And for the employee who works in the 
home, it must be shown that this ar- 
rangement is for the convenience of the 
employer. 

An essential consideration of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, when determining 
if a home office qualifies as tax deduct- 
ible, is the concept of exclusive business 
use, A den or study used as both an of- 
fice and a family room obviously does 
not meet IRS requirements, even though 
such usage may be the most efficient 
combination of living and business quar- 
ters and just a percentage of that room 
is claimed as a deduction. 

There are some exceptions to this rule, 
like dwelling units that are the sole fixed 
location of a retail or wholesale business 
in which a separately identifiable part 
of the residence is used for storage. For 
most individuals, though, exclusivity in 
the home office is the key to obtaining 
the tax advantage. 

Thus, it is important from a tax point 
of view to set up your home office in a 
room that will be used solely for busi- 
ness purposes. A corner or a nook that is 
totally business-related can also be used 
for at least a small deducti And don’t 
forget to make sure that the office has no 
television set, backgammo wd or 


other items that could indi rsonal 
usage of the room.

other office appurtenances—that can be 
employed as evidence in the event of an 
I.R.S. audit. 

Self-employed men and w6men—busi- 
ness people, doctors, dentists, lawyers, 
architects, illustrators and thousands of 
others—who meet the requirements for a 
tax-deductible office in the home do not 
lose this advantage if they also have a 
second office away from home. Of 
course, the home office must not be a 
sham and must be in use on a regular 
basis for the deductibility to apply. 

Executives of companies have a bur- 
den that goes beyond those that the law 
places on the self-employed. At one 
time, an employee had to demonstrate 
only that the home office be appropriate 
and helpful in the course of his work. 
Now it is the employer’s convenience 
that governs the tax deductibility aspect, 
rather than the employee’s. 

What this means in practice is that 
the deduction is largely limited to em- 
ployees whose employers do not provide 
them with office space. Many outside 
salespeople, for example, do not have a 
desk at their firm’s headquarters or re- 
gional office and usually do their record- 
keeping at home. Since no facilities are 





made available by their employers, these 
people would probably be entitled to a 
deduction for an office-in-the-home, as 
long as the office was segregated from 
the family living quarters. 

Some men and women, however, wear 
two hats, working as an employee at a 
regular job and earning extra money on 
the side as a part-time business person, 
consultant or professional. So psycholo- 
gists, teachers, writers, accountants, mail 
order experts and others who moonlight 
or operate free-lance businesses can tai- 
lor the use of their at-home office to the 
demands of their sideline and thereby 
avoid the convenience-of-the-employer 
requirement for employees. 

Whether self-employed or employee, 
there are two additional limits on the 
office-in-the-home deduction. The first 
is that income generated at the office in 
the home is always the ceiling on the 
deductions emanating from its usage. 
Therefore, with two offices—one at home 2 
and one away from home—a reasonable Z 
allocation of income must be made and 2% 
that segment attributed to the office in 
the home is the maximum eligible for 
the deduction.

There are often strong financial rea- 
sons to set up an office in the home— 
particularly when you remember that 
utilities, insurance and miscellaneous 
costs of upkeep can be deducted in ad- 
dition to the basic rent or depreciation. 
But be certain that you follow the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code to the letter or the 
Internal Revenue Service may send an 
unpleasant letter to your home office. Ml

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HISTORY AND DESIGNS FROM CZECHOSLOVAKIA ; 


By NORMA SKURKA 
part ro- 
mance, part illu- 
sion and part the 
alchemy of trans- 
parent metal. That 
such commonplace 
ingredients as silica 
sand, soda and lime 
can yield objects of 
supreme beauty is 
one of chemistry’s 
great feats. How 
much does the pleasure of a fine wine or 
liqueur depend upon the fondling of the 
beautiful goblet in which it is served? 

To watch an object grow out of a mol- 
ten gob of glass is an awe-inspiring sight. 
Accustomed as we are to mass produc- 
tion, we expect to see a row of identical 
glasses marching off the assembly line or 
spewing rapidly out of a mold. But to 
watch a glassblower at work—to see a 
perfect goblet take shape before your 
eyes purely by dexterity of hand—that’s 
artistry! 

This is how nearly all of the fine stem- 
ware is made in Czechoslovakia today. 
In factories such as the Harrachov 
Glassworks set in the scenic Jested 
Mountains of the north, or the Moser 
factory in the valley of Carlsbad to the 
south, glass is hand-blown by artisans, 
much as it has been done for over two 
hundred years. 

One forgets how demanding are these 
skills! In its finished form glass appears 
so fragile, so delicate and so easily shat- 
tered, but in its molten state, the ma- 
terial is both stubborn and tough. It 
takes a strong man to coax this molten 
metal to behave. We feel humble in the 
presence of a master glassblower. 

When heated in the intensely hot 
ovens, glass becomes amazingly elastic. 
It can be blown, cut with pliers like rub- 
ber, pulled to hairlike threads with 
tongs, twisted or tugged. Early on, Czech 
craftsmen excelled at working glass. To- 
day, they still use these ancient tech- 
niques to create some of the world’s 
most exquisite glassware.

In the 17th century, ech glass 
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gained a name and international reputa- 
tion for its clarity and strength. When 
much of the-glass then available from 
other countries was marked by a tinge 
of green or yellow, the glass of Bohemia 
was nearly clear. It resembled natural 
rock crystal. Just how they were able to 
produce such clear, hard glass was a 
well-guarded secret. In fact, a story goes 
that a glassmaker from Venice disguised 
himself as a porter in a Bohemian glass 
factory for four years to try to decipher 
the formula. While the country is social- 
istic, today, the individual glass factories 
still guard their recipes jealously. 

Glass, by the way, is the correct term 
to describe some of the finest “crystal” 
produced in Czechoslovakia. The ma- 
terial contains very little or no lead, un- 










like the glass formulas of England, 
France and Italy, which have a high lead 
content. And since crystal must contain 
lead by law to qualify as “lead” crystal, 
the product that first gave “crystal” its 
name can no longer be called by it. 

In Czechoslovakia, centuries-old skills 
of the glassblower are as sharp as ever. 
Techniques of craftsmanship have been 
passed down through generations. 
Fathers taught their sons, just as the 
present-day glassblower passed his skills 
along to this generation’s apprentices. 
That’s why it is still possible to order 
certain 18th-century patterns from some 
Czech factories.

Questions from the Fuel-Conscious 
FLUE DAMPERS, ALUMINUM SHADES, FANS 









By COPERNICUS WATT, A.1.A. 

Q. How will the President's energy 
proposals affect the average homeowner? 
—C.A., Newton, Mass. 

A. Most of the ideas (and the money) 
in the President’s energy program related 
to the development of additional domes- 
tic sources of fossil fuels will affect the 
homeowner indirectly. These are the 
proposals that directly affect the home- 
owner: 

1) A program “to require gas and 
electric companies to provide low-cost 
loans to their customers . . . to finance 
conservation improvements, repayable 
only at the time of the sale of the home.” 
Not only would the homeowner save on 
interest rates, but by delaying repay- 
ment for, say, 10 years, in a period of 10 
percent annual inflation, the real cost of 
the improvement would be more than 
halved. 

2) Unspecified “incentives to convert 
homes that are now oil-heated to natural 
gas.” Here we see another sign of the 
switch to gas that is occurring all across 
the country. Should you convert? Why 
has natural gas become so much cheaper 
than oil? For one thing, prices of natural 
gas are still controlled; under the current 
law, prices of natural gas will gradually 
rise until 1985, by which time they will 
be 100 percent decontrolled. Even then 
the price may be lower than oil per 
British thermal unit because (a) we 
have abundant gas reserves in this hemi- 


| sphere and (b) the use of oil may be 


penalized by government in the future, 
in order to reduce imports. If you're go- 
ing to convert, my advice is the sooner 
the better. Gas will probably never be 
such a relative bargain again. 

3) A solar bank to make _ possible 
low-interest, long-term loans for installa- 


| tion of solar components for buildings— 
| up to $10,000 for a single-family home. 


4) In response to public outery, wood 


| stoves, previously ineligible for the en- 


ergy tax credit, would qualify for a 15 
percent credit. 





Of course, what emerges from Con- 
gress will be a little different. We'll try 
to keep you informed as developments 
occur.

Memphis, TN 38114 
Incidentally, while I have mentioned my 
own long-time preference for the Hunter 
fan, a good competitive fan is made by 
Emerson. 
Q. /’ve heard a lot about the possible 
savings from the use of flue dampers. 
What is your recommendation on this?— 
R.C.C., Bath, Maine 
A. Flue dampers are dampers installed 
inside the flue pipe and operated by a 
motor linked to the furnace’s controls. 
When the furnace cycles itself off, the 
motor closes the damper, keeping warm 
air in the furnace instead of leaking up 
the chimney. When the furnace goes on 
again, the damper opens to permit toxic 
fumes to escape. The damper will re- 
duce your fuel bills from 10 percent to 
30 percent. It costs from $150 to $400 
to install one, which makes it cost-effec- 
tive by any standard. 

Flue dampers only became legal in 
November, 1977, largely as a result of a 
story broadcast on the CBS television 
program, “60 Minutes.” They are widely 
used in Europe, and are reported to have 
an accident-free record there for over 10 
years. Resistance to the flue dampers in= 
the United States was the result of fear 
that they might be improperly installed 
and, in case of a malfunction, fail to open 5 
when the furnace came on, thus releas- 4 
ing toxic gases into the (Continued)

Q@. Your article on resources has gone into 
my notebook for building a house on 
Shelter Is/and, L./., N.Y. Fortunately, the 
view across the bay is to the south. I'd like 
a two-story so/arium along that wall, but 
I'm afraid we'll “cook in the summer sun” 
as you warned. How much protection are 
aluminum shades? Can a glass wall be 
covered from the outside before it has a 
chance to become molten?—M.E.C., 
Providence, R.I. 

A. Ideally, shading of south glass must 
not only protect you from the heat from 
the summer sun but also permit you to 
escape occasionally the glare of the low 
winter sun. I say occasionally because 
you are counting on that winter sun to 
reduce your heating bills. Here is a brief 
rundown of some of your options: 

1) Indoor shades. IT imagine that by 
“aluminum shades” you mean interior 
venetian blinds. They're good for soften- 
ing winter glare, but they do little to cool 
you off in summer. 


2) Outdoor blinds. Many people ask 
where they can get the kind of outdoor 
roll-down blinds they've seen in Europe, 
designed to cut off both heat and cold 
before it gets into the house. The Pease 
Co., Ever-Strait Division, P.O. Box 510, 
New Castle, IN 47362 sells an excellent 
line of plastic outdoor rolling shutters. 
The Faema Sales Corp., 450 West 44th 
St., N.Y.C., imports two lines of Italian 
rolling blinds’ in wood and metal, the 
kind that can be angled out to serve as 
awnings. If any of you know of any 
others, I'd like to hear about them. 

3) Overhangs. If your south glass is 
two stories—say 17 feet high—an over- 
hang, while desirable, can’t shield the 
lower part of the glass from the summer 
sun. A trellis midway on the wall, just 
above door height, is one solution to this 
problem. 

4) Trees. Plant a shade tree to the 
southwest about 15 feet from the house. 
It will frame your view and protect your 
glass wall from the afternoon summer 
sun. 

5) Tinted glass. A very minimal grey- 
ing of glass will significantly affect the 
glare and fabric fading problems of big 
south exposures in winter. Keep it mini- 
mal or you'll spoil your view.

The quality and the fac- 
tory reputation make your figurine worth 
about $200. 

ARCADIAN SILVER

complete. Can you help me identify it so | 
might be able to purchase some additional 
pieces? The flatware has either Greek or 
Egyptian dancing ladies on it and the words, 
Sterling Silver.—TH, Clarksburg, W. Va.

Flint Glass Co. of Findlay, Ohio about 
1890. The company moved to Albany, 
Indiana, and the plate was a part of their 
production until 1902. The mold was 
sold to the Indiana Glass Co. of Dunkirk, 
Indiana. They changed it slightly, but 
continued making the plate. It was first 
made in clear glass and in clear glass 
backed with red or gold paint. In recent 
years, the plate has been in red, amber 
and other colors of glass. It is still being 
offered for sale in some gift shops. You 
can identify the original plate by the 
rays above the head of Jesus. Also, there 
is a spot where the grape vine does not 
connect at the left edge of the old plate.

A. A_ publication 
called Ladies’ Mag- 
= azine was started in 
Boston in 1828. The editor was a remark- 
able lady, Sarah Josephus Hale. She in- 
troduced the magazine with an editorial 
saying the magazine would in no way 
diminish the wife’s attitude toward hus- 
band and traditional roles or “encroach 
on the prerogatives of men.” In a period 
when few women were educated, it was 
doubtful that a husband would want his 
wife to read a magazine unless it was 
devoted to making the home more com- 
fortable. 

Louis Godey started a similar maga- 
zine in 1830, and in 1837, he hired Mrs. 
Hale as the editor of his magazine, 
Godey’s Lady's Book. The Godey’s mag- 
azine included cooking hints, pictures of 
fashionable clothes, current fiction, home 
furnishing ideas, comments on_ social 








problems—such as beards on men, the 
economic rivalry of the North and South 
before the Civil War, education for 
women and the importance of Queen 
Victoria. It was a major influence in the 
life of the times. The last issue was 
printed in August, 1898. 

Mrs. Hale not only edited the maga- 
zine until 1877, but she also started the 
first day nursery, advocated that women 
be allowed to teach in public schools, 
fought to have Thanksgiving a national 
holiday, and wrote the rhyme “Mary had 
a little lamb.” 

Collectors search for the color fashion 
plates in the magazine. Each picture that 
is in good condition will sell from $10 to 
$15. The magazine is worth little more 
than the value of the plates it contains. 

STRADIVARIUS VIOLIN 
Q. / have an old violin labeled on the 
inside, “Antonius Stradivarius Cremonensis 
Faciebat Anno” with the date 1747 in 
pencil. Any information about it would 
help.—SR, Virginia Beach, Va. 
A. Experts in old musical instruments 
claim there are no real Stradivarius vio- 
lins that are still undiscovered. Stradi- 
varius, the famous Italian violin maker 
of the 18th century, made violins that 
are still prized for their appearance and 
beauty of tone. The world record for a 
Stradivarius was established in May of 
1979, when one sold for $287,000. 

Your violin is probably one of the 
thousands sold from about 1880 to the 
first part of this century. Peddlers sold 
thousands of violins labeled with the 
Stradivarius mark. Most of these violins 
were made in Germany. 

Take your violin to any competent 
violinist or music store that sells violins. 
A fake is easy to recognize. The value of 
a fake depends on how good it is as a 
usable instrument. If the violin is only 
suitable as a planter, the value could be 
as low as $10.

NOVEMBER 


Now that the heating system is on full blast, your indoor plants will show some 
side effects. This month’s humidity guide will hel 
dry air woes. Chrysanthemums received as gifts this month will not fare well if 
planted in the garden now. Cut them back after they flower, and keep them ina 
cool, sunny window until spring planting. Young trees and shrubs, especially 
broadleaf evergreens, need an anti-desiccant such as Wilt-Pruf. This keeps them 
full of moisture when the ground is too frozen for their roots to take up water. 
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When the hatidaes are over, most fariilies 
discard their Christmas trees. Friends of 
mine, however, have established their own 
lovely tradition: they plant them. Opposed 
to cutting down trees—and uneomfortable 
with the look of artificial ones—this family 
buys balled and burlapped Christmas trees. 
A week before the holiday, family members 
choose their tree from a local nursery. They 
keep it on the breézeway until Christmas 
Eve, when they take it indoors for decorat- 
ing. On New Year’s Day, the whole family 
participates in the planting. 

If you'd like to spread this custom to your 
own home, you should dig a hole for your 
tree in November, before the ground freezes. 
The space should be two feet wide and two 
feet deep. Save the soil in a plastic bag or 
garbage pail and store it in the garage.

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Hoyas are popular houseplants. Their 
exquisite flowers appear to be carved 
from wax, which suggests the common 


name, “wax plant.” Many indoor gar- 
deners find these plants easy to grow, 
but difficult to encourage to flower. Here 
are some tips: 

Light: Hoyas are tolerant of many en- 
vironmental conditions. They can be cul- 
tivated in the bright light—no sun expo- 
sure of a north-facing window, but they 
need sun to flower. In the winter, they 
should be grown in a south window. A 
large, unobstructed east or west window 
is fine for the rest of the year. The leaves 
may get pale in bright sun, but this is not 
harmful. In fact, it indicates good con- 
ditions for flowering. 

Feeding: Fertilize hoyas every six 
weeks, except during the period of dor- 
mancy (described below). Use a high 
phosphorus fertilizer (the middle num- 
ber), such as 5-10-5. 

Age: Hoyas must be mature to flower— 
sometimes three years old or more. They 
should not be repotted frequently. 
Potting medium: There is a variety of 
recommended growing media, but most 
growers agree on a soilless medium—a 
humus based mix containing no top soil. 
I grow mine in % peat moss and % perlite. 
Loyce Andrews, America’s foremost 
hoya grower, uses vermiculite, either in- 
corporated in a soilless mix or used alone. 
Whatever the mixture consists of, it must 
be fast-draining. 

Watering: Hoyas are succulent plants, 
and cannot tolerate wet feet. Water them 
thoroughly so that water pours out the 
drainage holes; then allow the medium 
to become quite dry. 

Dormancy: This is a most important 
step. Starting in November, hoyas must 
rest if they are to flower. Discontinue 
feeding until February. Keep plants cool. 
Special note: Hoya flowers are produced 
on spurs which flower year after year. 
Never cut a hoya back, and never cut 
hoya flower spurs. 

In early spring, hoyas start to set bud: 
These first fowers do not always open, 
but they are quickly replaced with new, 
stronger ones on the old spurs.

DO-IT-YOURSELF IDEAS. Anyone who is 
handy can obviously save a lot of money 
and frustration by adding to or improv- 
ing his or her own lighting. Most ma- 
terials are easily available from electrical 
distributors, hardware stores, or local 
building supply houses. We are not sug- 
gesting rewiring on your own (except 
for small things like adding a new outlet 
or a dimmer switch) because this is com- 
plicated and is much more safely done 
by a professional—or at the very least by 
someone who has proved to be compe- 
tent in this field. But we are giving sug- 
gestions and ideas for overcoming the 
most common problems, as well as show- 
ing how to accentuate various furnish- 
ings. 

Before you begin any lighting project, 
check on the structure of your home, 
especially the walls and ceilings. Apart- 
ment dwellers in particular should check

with the superintendent of their building 
before starting any drilling; this will pro- 
tect both parties against lease regula- 
tions, and the superintendent should be 
able to tell you what type of construction 
material is used in your building and how 
best to anchor in screws. Also: 

e Be sure that all fixtures and fixture 
parts are U.L. listed. 

e Rather than use extension cords, 
which may become hazardous, especially 
if the plug is not pushed tightly into the 
outlet, replace cords with new ones that 
are long enough for the purpose. The 
U.S. National Electrical Code is quite 
explicit about flexible cords and _ their 
uses. To quote: “Flexible cords and 
cables shall not be used (1) as a substi- 
tute for the fixed wiring of a structure; 
(2) where run through holes in walls, 
ceilings, or floors; (3) where run through 
doorways, windows, or similar openings; 
(4) where attached to building surfaces; 
(5) where concealed behind building

e Beware of 
stress on wires by 
pulling them too tightly and twisting 
where tight stress may create wiring 
hazards. 

e Use grounding cord if near water. 
Do not use over 25 watts incandescent 
if open. 

e Do not use over 20 watts fluores- 
cent unless attached to an outlet. 

e Be sure no electric wiring is sup- 
porting a fixture (in other words do not 
hang fixtures from wire; use chain or 
some other material). 

e To conceal wiring, run it along cor- 
ners or molding and paint to match. 

e When changing switches to dim- 
mers, be sure all electrical current is 
turned off; the same applies for adding — 
anew outlet and for any wiring and 
electrical work. | 

Every locality is governed by some | 
kind of electrical code. For an authorita- | 
tive interpretation of the requirements | 
affecting you, it is essential that you con- 
sult the local governing body. This can 
be done directly or through an architect, 
a consulting engineer, a licensed electri- 
cal contractor, or even perhaps a knowl- | 
edgeable vendor, but it is up to you to 
find out the specific rules governing your 
application. What we have listed is only 
a general summary of the most impor- 
tant facts. 


IDEAS FOR 
GENERAL LIVING AREAS 

MAKE YOUR OWN CANISTER LIGHTS. 
You can visually expand small rooms by 
lighting vertical surfaces, but surface- 
mounted canister-type lights can be ex- 
pensive. Try instead to make them out 
of juice cans, using 50 w. reflector lamps. 
Hang them from hooks in the ceiling 
and place the centers of the fixtures six 
to eight inches (15 to 20 cm) from the 
surface to be lighted. This will graze the 
walls and accept the texture, if any. 
HOMEMADE CORNICES, BRACKETS, AND 
VALANCES. You can also light walls 
with homemade cornices and brackets, 
cutting the shielding board to match the 
style of the room. And you can light cur- 
tains with a valance. 

PUTTING UP TRACK. It is not difficult to 
put up surface-mounted electrified track 
either. The advantage—it can be discon- 
nected and moved whenever you do, and 
that any fixtures put on it are removable

SHELVING UNITS AND CABINETS. 
Shelves can be lit in such a way as to add 
interesting accents as well as to provide 
functional light for the area. Prewired 
expansion poles are one possibility, lumi- 
nous shelves another, These can be made.

You can either side-mount the 
channels and use the back of the channel 
as a shield, or cut shielding from quar- 
ter-inch plywood to fit in with the style 
of the kitchen. 

You can use this same arrangement 
over the sink and stove areas if you have 
convenient undersides of cabinets above. 
Alternatively, mount a bullet-type fix- 
ture on the side of the nearest cabinet 
and aim it at the task area. Wiring can 
be run through a small hole drilled in 
the cabinet. Again, a luminous shelf as | 
described for living room shelving units 
can be effective.

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DINING ROOMS AND AREAS. Dow nlight 
is the best light over a table, but for ad- 
ditional interest, it is not hard to build a 
luminous buffet or serving shelf. This 


can be mounted on right-angle brackets 
and is built on the same principle as the 
luminous shelves, only deeper. 

[o control the lighting level in the 
room and to give flexibility to mood and 
atmosphere, place any lights in the room 
on dimmers. These can easily be wired 
into the wall-switch outlet. 

BATH AND DRESSING AREAS 
MIRROR LIGHTING. Bathroom light- 
ing is often inadequate. If there is 





just one incandescent fixture over the 
mirror, it can be improved by replacing 
the old fixture with a new one containing 
two or three bulbs. Although this is bet- 
ter, it will still fail to do its job because 
it will fail to light the side of the face. 
Oné way to solve this problem is to 
use “plug-in” strips on either side of the 
mirror. These should be fixed 24 to 30 
inches (61 to 76 cm) apart. They can be 
mounted on the wall with two screws 
per strip, and most strips have special 
keyholes for hanging. In these strips, use 
white G16% lamps in every outlet. This 
arrangement will give not only a the- 
atrical effect but exactly the sort of light 
that theatrical make-up demands—which 
means good. The plug-in strips can also 
be disguised into the walls with paint. 
An alternative is to use fluorescent 
fixtures in place of the plug-in strips— 
again down the sides of the mirror. 


LIGHTING BEHIND THE MIRROR. 
A purely decorative effect can be made 
by positioning light behind a large mir- 
ror. To do this, mount the mirror % to 
3 inches (6 to 8 em) from the wall on a 
frame recessed 3 to 4 inches (8 to 10 
cm) from the mirror edge. Attach plug- 
in strips or fluorescent channels to the 
back of this frame; this will provide a 
soft halo of light. 

LUMINOUS CEILING FIXTURES. General 
lighting can be provided with luminous 
ceiling fixtures. They can be bought and 
fixed easily, or one can be improvised 
from a casement window frame sus- 
pended below lighting fixtures, M

BRUSH UP 





On Painting Home Interiors 





TOOLS AND METHODS FOR DO-IT-YOURSELFERS 


By JOHN INGERSOLL 

A freshly painted room is as pleasing as 
a new wardrobe. It’s inspirational—often 
the first step to a totally new decor. Paint 
makes the space look younger, the house 
seem newer. 

When you do the painting, dollar 
savings mount. A professional bid for 
coating only walls in a 15 foot by 20 foot 
living room could fall in the $150 to 
$200 range. Substitute your own labor 
and youl find the cost moves down to 
around $35. 

Such good feelings depend on the care 
taken to apply paint. Even though man- 
ufacturers have produced interior paints 
that are practically foolproof, and even 
though most homeowners rate painting 
the easiest of household endeavors, there 
are some rules everyone should follow. 

Chronologically, assembling paint and 
tools, and preparing the surface precede 
painting. Professionals rate the first step 
important and the second—surface prep- 
aration—as very important. 

A buying trip to gather what you don’t 
have on hand can be a rather pleasant 
adventure. Pay the price for quality. The 
price difference between cheap and 
quality isn’t enough to make it worth 
your while to wrestle with bristle-shed- 
ding brushes or rollers that leave bare 
streaks. You will need: 

PAINT. Unless you know precisely what 
you need, head for a paint specialty 
store, where employees are more likely 
to know the technology of paint to help 
you select the right coating. Here are 
facts about the products you'll find: 

e You don’t need smelly solvent-based 
paints any more for interior surfaces. 
Water-based products fill nearly every 
household demand. 

Among water-based coatings, there 

are traditional flat wall/ceiling paints; 
masonry paints; semi-gloss enamels; and 
now, high-gloss enamels for wood trim. 
There is even a water-based latex-ure- 
thane floor and deck enamel. Varnish? 
Yes, several companies produce water- 
based varnish (that’s actually an im- 
provement over solvent-based var- 
nishes. ) 
e If you're a traditionalist and insist on 
using oil-base paints, youll find them 
stocked. Limit use of oil paints to wood 
trim, wood windows and doors. To per- 
form well, these coatings must go over a 
carefully prepared surface. Applying a 
coat of oil paint over wood thick with 
five previous coats won't turn out as you 
wish. The old coats must be scraped and 
sanded away first. 
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TOOLS YOU’LL NEED 
1. 4-inch brush 5. Paint pad 
2. 3-inch brush 6. Trim guard 
3. 2-inch brush 7. Scraper 
4. 1-inch brush 8. Roller and tray 


e Textured coatings arrive in the can as 
sand-finished paint, or as a thick mix 
ready for hand-texturing soon after ap- 
plication. 

e Wet-look surfaces are built up with 
water-based latex (for color) topped by 
two coats of clear polyurethane finish. 

e Heat-resistant paints are best for metal 
heat risers, radiators or metal heat ducts. 
Colors are limited to aluminum, gray 
and a few others. 

e Well-stocked shops carry water- 
based, fire-resistant paints, required by 
code in many urban high-rise apart- 
ments. The coating is white and can be 
tinted to any color you wish. 

e Latex paints are quite suitable for 
metal surfaces, applied over a metal 
primer containing a rust inhibitor that 
does not contain lead. (Continued )

Clean brushes after each use. Pencil in hole 
drilled through handle will suspend oil-based 
paint brushes in jars of turpentine or denatured 
alcohol for overnight storage. 





At end of each job, wipe excess paint off the 
brush on newspaper before soaking and 
cleaning. Dried and hardened paint will spoil 
the brush’s efficiency. 
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As you wash paint brush in warm soapy water, 
work out the remaining paint by squeezing the 
bristles with your fingers, fanning them out as 
you go. 


APPLICATORS. Some old-timers never 
use anything but brushes. Fine. Good 
brushes always perform well. But time 
has long since marched on. Paint rollers 
and pad applicators speed up large-sur- 
face painting by a ratio of at least two 
to one. 

Use brushes for wood trim, window 


muntins and casing, hard-to-reach spots, 
and the like. Use natural bristle brushes 
only for oil or solvent-thinned coatings. 





Rollers need careful maintenance, too. Clean 

at end of each job by rolling out excess paint on 
newspaper. Then soak both tray and roller in 
water or solvent. 





Roller fabric holds surprising amount of paint. 
To thoroughly remove all solvent and partially 
dissolved paint, remove cover from roller, and 
wash in warm soapy water. 





Squeeze out the roller cover, dry it with paper 
towel and store. Thoroughly dry all metal parts, 
too, to prevent discoloring the paint the next 
time you use roller. 


For all water-based products, buy poly- 
ester or nylon filament brushes. 

Choose polyester roller covers for 
water-based coating application. Steer 
clear of rayon covers (uneven spread- 
ing). Buy a short-nap roller to spread 
paint over smooth surfaces; increasingly 
longer nap as the surface becomes more 
textured. Get mohair or lambswool cov- 
ers to apply solvent thinned paints. 


Follow the same mohair/polyester ad- 
vice for pad applicators, which function 
nicely on smooth surfaces. 

Unless you're quite familiar with spray 
guns, avoid using them for interior sur- 
faces. 

ACCESSORIES. Here’s a checklist: 

e Paint tray for rollers and applicators; 
a metal or treated cardboard paint 
bucket for brush dipping. Don’t dip the 
brush directly into the can, because you 
may spill paint when the can is full. Use 
a bucket and you'll have more control 
over paint pick-up. 

e A roller or pad extension pole to paint 
a ceiling in comfort while standing on 
the floor. 

e Mixing paddle. 

e Metal paint guard to take the jitters 
out of brushing along a straight line. 

e Drop cloths; cleaning rags; masking 
tape. 

e Sandpaper or (better) production 
paper (coarse, medium, fine); emory 
cloth (to clean metal); wire brush, 
or paint scrapers. 

e Stepladder. A six-foot ladder is safer 
than a stepstool. 

e Spackling compound (premixed vinyl 
compound is the easiest to use); patch- 
ing plaster; broad spreading knife; putty 
knife. 

e Hammer, screwdriver, nailset. 
PREPARING THE SURFACE. 

With materials assembled, you're 
ready for the vital task: bringing the sur- 
face up to peak condition. If this step is 
omitted, and this is often the case with 
new painters, the finished coat may look 
unattractive and/or endure for less time 
than anticipated. 

The words to keep in mind are clean, 
dry and smooth. If the surface—wall, 
floor or ceiling—falls into these cate- 
gories, youre ready to paint. More spe- 
cifically, steps include: 
¢ Over unfinished surfaces—whatever 
the material—apply a primer. Wait for 
new plaster to dry and cure before 
spreading a coat of primer—from four to 
six weeks. You should also allow wall- 
board joint compound time to dry—about 
48 hours. In most cases, a primer is not 
required over previously painted sur- 
faces and materials. 

e Wash away dirt and grease. Get rid 
of mildew with hot water, a strong deter- 
gent and a scrub brush. Give the surface 
24 hours to dry. 

e Scrape and/or sandpaper areas 
marked by loose, flaking paint or chalk- 
ing paint (where a hand swipe picks up 
paint dust). Level protrusions with 
scraper and sandpaper. Reset and coun- 
tersink backed-off nails; then fill the in- 
dentation with spackling compound. 

e Fill forgotten nail holes and small dips 
in plaster or wallboard with spackling 
compound, Spread and smooth the com- 
pound, using a flexible putty knife. 
Allow the compound to dry (24 hours); 
then, sand smooth. For holes larger than 
one-inch diameter, switch (Continued )

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to patching plaster. Follow the manu- 
facturer’s instructions for application. 

@ Remove old wallpaper before paint- 
ing. At least give it a try. Painting over 
paper opens the possibility of paint and 
paper peeling from the wall at a later 
date. 

When removal is impossible (for exam- 
ple, when the paper covering on wall- 
board begins to strip away with the wall- 
paper), simply eliminate loose corners 
or edges of wallpaper, sand smooth the 
border between wall paper and wall; 
make certain the surface is clean, and 
paint. 

e Roughen a high-gloss surface with 
medium sandpaper; then fine sandpaper. 
This will improve paint adhesion. 

e Rid masonry surfaces of dirt and ef- 
florescence (salts leached to the surface 
with moisture.) Use a wire brush; then 
hose the surface if convenient. [f not, 
wash with clear water and scrub brush. 
e Scrape or wire-brush flaking paint 
from a metal surface. Finish with emory 
cloth, making certain all rust or corro- 
sion is removed. Painting over rust, even 
a small amount, does not prevent further 
rusting, a process which will soon force 
a paint failure. 

If the paint on metal is in good condi- 
tion, repaint over it. But if, in cleaning, 
you've reached bare metal, then follow 
these steps: Clean the metal with a 
strong household liquid cleaner; allow 
it to dry, and as soon as the surface is dry 
(before more rust sets in) coat the metal 
with a metal primer. Follow that with 
the paint you intended to use. 

e Prime knots in new wood with a phe- 
nolic resin sealer. Apply the same sealer 
to fir plywood or hardboard before paint- 
ing. Do the same for highly resinous 
woods such as cedar, southern yellow 
pine and redwood. 

New wood floors, clean and dry, may 
be stained as is. Open-grained wood 
floors such as oak require a paste or liquid 
wood filler before paint will coat the 
surface evenly. This is not necessary with 
maple or birch floors. It’s wise to apply 
a sealer over pine floors before painting. 
Staining a previously finished floor is 
more of a challenge. For the stain to per- 
form correctly, sand old floors down to 
bare wood, Painting a floor requires less 
preliminary sanding. 

The sequence of painting always be- 
gins with a ceiling; then, in order, walls 
and floor. 

Before painting, something obviously 
must be done with furniture and acces- 
sories. After instructing you io remove 
breakables from the room, professionals 
generally move every piece to the center 
of the space and cover the lot with a 
drop cloth. 

That's ideal for painting walls. 
a shift clears a perimeter path 
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the room. The same grouping may suit 
a ceiling painting plan. Using an exten- 
sion pole attached to a roller, most adults 
can reach all the ceiling. 

If you know you have too much furni- 
ture for that gambit to work, haul some 
to another part of the house. Before 
painting a floor, remove everything. It’s 
much easier than painting half the floor 
at a time. 

Lay drop cloths over floors and floor 
coverings before painting walls or ceil- 
ings. A water-based paint spot on a wood 
floor or carpet, once the paint dries, is 
among the more difficult marks to re- 
move. If paint spatter does hit an area 
without a dropcloth, wipe it up quickly 
while the paint is still wet. 

Drop cloths traditionally are canvas. 
The material’s tight weave prevents 
seepage, and a canvas “tarp” lasts for 
years. Yet, even pros are turning to poly- 
ethylene film—lighter, less costly and it 
does the job. Film won't endure as long 
as canvas, but then how long do you 
need it?

Chronologically, you will have re- 
moved everything from walls and ceiling 
to clean, spackle, scrape and sand. But, 
for the record, curtains, draperies, shades 
and blinds come down (a good time to 
have them cleaned.) Photographs, art- 
work and wall hangings are next. Wall 
hooks can remain unless you plan to re- 
distribute your gallery, in which case, 
carefully back off hook and nail; fill the 
hole with spackle; allow to dry, and sand. 

Turn off electrical power to the space 
you intend to paint. Then remove elec- 
trical switch and outlet plates. Doing so 
allows you to paint up to the wall open- 
ing, rather than laboriously paint around 
the plate. 

Want the plates to color match? 
Spread them out on newspaper, and 
give each a coat of color. When plates 
and wall are dry, they go back together 
without sticking. 

Finally, loosen escutcheons for light 
fixtures attached to walls or ceilings, so 
you can flow paint beneath them easily. 

Chair rails, base and crown moldings 
are safer staying put. Yes, you can wedge 
them off carefully, but why risk cracking 
the wood? Cover the molding with mask- 
ing tape; use a metal painting guide as 


- metal ferrule. 


you spread color, or make a decision to 
paint moldings and wall the same color. 
Much easier. 

Assemble everything you need to 

paint. Engineer its location so you won't 
step on paint lid or tools while absorbed 
in coating a window casing. 
Place old newspapers beneath paint 
can and lid. Paint spilled on the drop 
cloth hardens, shortening the life of the 
drop cloth—meant primarily as a guard 
against drips and spatter. 

Before opening paint, think about 
ventilation. Makers of many new water- 
base paints claim their product is odor- 
less. Yet, the coatings hardly match the 
non-smell of pure water. 

Though you aren't bothered by the 
odor, it’s wise to crack a window in the | 
room slated for painting. When using 
solvent-base paints, ventilation is a must. | 
Solvent fumes in a closed room could. 
overcome you. | 

With screwdriver tip or bottle cap 
opener, pry off the paint can lid. Even 
though the paint store salesperson has 
shaken the can in a vibrator, you should | 
stir the coating 100 figure- eight turns 
with a paddle. | 

Pour a dollop or so of paint into a tray 
for roller or pad applicator; into a bucket | 
for brush-dipping. Now you're ready for | 
room renewal. 
APPLYING PAINT | 

Once applied, water-base paint dries | 
rapidly to touch—in some cases, in as’ 
little time as 20 minutes. What you want | 
to avoid is lapping wet paint over a pre- 
viously dried band. That action will 
leave an unattractive ridge between wet | | 
and dry laps. 

The solution is to keep painting. Once 
youve begun, complete the ceiling, fin- | 
ish at least one wall corner to corner, or 
the entire floor. Since the paint goes on 

rapidly, this is not a hardship. | 
Solvent-base paints present the same 
problem plus one more. Where water- | 
base coatings flow together on the sure | 
face painted, as if by magic, solvent-base | 
paints blend poorly. Wet lap marks must | 
be stroked out, a demand that has made | 
these paints less favored. 

If you paint witha... 

Brush: Dip a third, or, at most, half the 
bristles into the paint; lift out, and gently 
tap them alongside the bucket wall. 
Never wet bristles all the way to the 
A brush carrying that 
much paint is likely to splatter, lay down 
paint unequally, and be difficult to clean. 
Roller: Wheel the roller down the tray 
into the paint. Wet the nap, but don’t 
immerse the roller completely (it will 
drip). Roll it up the tray incline, allow- 
ing the chevron ridges to remove excess 
paint. Don’t force out every drop of paint 
on the surface you're coating. Make it 
easy for yourself. Return the roller to 
pick up more paint while the nap still 
contains some paint. 

Pad: Not all pad applicator trays are 
alike. Some are open, (Continued)

designed like a roller tray, and used simi- 
larly. A better variety contains what 
looks like printing press rollers. A rolle: 
beneath picks up paint and transfers the 
coating to a roller above, across which 
the pad is drawn to pick up paint. The 
advantage: an even distribution of paint. 

Begin painting in a corner. Where one 
color is meant for a wall, and another for 
ceiling, produce a clean division by 
starting with a trim applicator. Use a 
short-width roller or pad, or a trim brush. 
If you feel comfortable painting the cor- 
ner freehand, go ahead—slowly. Other- 
wise, use a metal paint guide. 

Once a few inches of paint are started 
in the corner, switch to a regular-size ap- 
plicator and continue. 

Paint doors in place. Ease your task 
by removing knobs, escutcheons and 
lockset. When the door is dry, replace 
hardware untouched by paint mistakes. 

Don’t neglect the interior surfaces of 
closets and cabinets. Remember that, in 
addition to beautifying surfaces, paint is 
a protective coating. All walls and ceil- 
ings in your home should be so protected. 

Paint the wood or metal portions of a 
window from the inside out. Begin with 
muntins, on which a pad trimmer or 
angled sash brush spreads paint most

easily. Move next to the sash frame; then 
casing and sill. While streaking paint on 
the glass is annoying, it’s less of a prob- 
lem than on other surfaces. Dried spots 
of paint on glass disappear quickly under 
the blade of a single-edge razor. 
CLEAN-UP 

Wash out water-base paints from ap- 
plicators with warm water and a deter- 
gent; then clear water. The residue can 
go down house piping without harm to 
the system. 

Wash out solvent-dipped applicators 
in turpentine or denatured alcohol (de- 
pending on the coating used; instruc- 
tions on the can.) When the brush, roller 
or pad looks reasonably clean, give it a 
warm-water-and-detergent wash and a 
clear-water rinse. Allow applicators to 
dry thoroughly before storing. Wrap the 
bristles of clean, dry brushes in wax 
paper, and store them, handle up, hang- 
ing on a hook or nail. Don’t store any 
applicator in a way that crushes the hap 
or the bristles. ; 

Replace the lid on the paint can after 





cleaning the “gutter” of paint. A good 
soaker: facial tissue. Cover the lid with 
a rag, and while the can still rests on 
newspaper, lightly tap around the lid 
rim with a hammer. Store paints, finishes 
and coatings in a dry place, out of chil- 
dren’s reach. 

Discard newspapers. When the paint 
is dry, spatter will have dried on the top 
cloths, which indicates they're ready to 
be folded and stored in the same location 
as the paints. 

Replace furniture, accessories, cur- 
tains. Now stand back and admire your 
handiwork, @

How to Keep the Home Fires Burning 





SELECTING AND STORING WOOD, STARTING THE FLAME

The crisp crackling of lighted logs, the scent of apple wood 
and the golden glow of warmth from a fireplace produce the 
perfect setting for an evening of entertaining or solitude. Con- 
versely, there’s nothing that can ruin an evening like a fire that 
needs to be nursed constantly and never really becomes inde- 
pendent enough to let you relax and enjoy it. The following 
information should help to insure a healthy fire. 

The first step is purchasing the wood. Firewood is usually 
measured by the cord. A standard cord equals 128 cubic 
feet, usually specified as eight feet long, four feet high and 
four feet wide. Since terminology varies with the area and 
even with the individual dealer, it is well to be very specific 
in terms of what you are expecting in your purchase. For ex- 
ample, a “fireplace cord” or “face cord” is eight feet long, four 
feet high, but is only as deep as the length of the logs—per- 
haps 16 or 18 inches. A two-foot face cord contains logs which 
measure two feet each in length. Therefore, the quantity in 
a face cord is less than that in a standard cord. The type of

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_ the wood pile should be two 
inches off the ground ina location acces- 
sible to wind and sun. Air should be able 
to circulate all around and through the 
stacked logs. Cover wood with a tarpau- 
lin for protection against rain and snow. 

The kind of firewood you use depends 
on the kind of fire you want. Soft woods 
from evergreens such as fir, pine, cedar 
and spruce produce a quick, hot fire. 
(They spark and smoke more than hard 
woods.) For slower burning and good 
heat, use hardwoods such as ash, birch, 
hickory, maple and oak. A combination 
of the quickly ignited softwoods and the 
long-burning hardwoods is ideal for a 
good fire. Cherry, birch, apple and other 
fruit woods are excellent choices for 
kindling, and they offer the added bonus 
of a marvelous aroma. 

You may be able to get scrap wood 
without cost from a nearby lumber com- 
pany or sawmill. Another possibility for 
free wood is a national forest or park 
where consumers are permitted to saw 
up dead wood for home use. State and 
local parks may make the same offer. 
For additional information, contact the 
United States Forest Service or the Parks 
and Recreation Department in your local 
community. 

The necessary tools for maintaining a 
good fire are a poker, preferably with a 


hooked end, for pulling as well as push- 
ing. logs about in the fireplace; tongs, for 
handling hot logs, and a shovel and 
brush for removing ashes and sweeping 
the hearth. Bellows are also useful. 

Besides the necessities, there is a 
whole range of additional fire-tending 
equipment available in any fireplace 
shop. These items are too numerous to 
cover here, but one example is the Cape 
Cod Lighter, which eliminates the use of 
paper. The Cape Cod Lighter is a small, 
covered, kerosene container, made of 
brass or iron, with a rod coming through 
an opening in the lid. At the concealed 
end of the rod is a piece of soapstone 
soaking up the kerosene. When it is time 
to light the fire, the rod is removed from 
the container and a match is held to the 
soaked soapstone until it catches. Then 
the lighted rod is placed in the prepared 
fire. By the time the kerosene has burned 
away, the fire will be blazing brightly. 

Various types of fireplace screens are 
available. Since softwoods can send 
burning bits flying into a room, screens 
that fit close to the fireplace on all sides 
are best. The traverse type, which slides 
open and shut by means of a chain, fa- 
cilitates fire tending by solving the prob- 
lem of where to place a free-standing 
screen when you need to turn a log. The 
newer, glass-enclosed screens serve a 
dual purpose: they prevent fine ashes 
from being blown into the room and also 
prevent heat from being lost. 

Before starting to build a fire, make 


sure the damper is open. If the damper 

is closed, you will have a smoke-filled 

room, An inch of ashes on the fireplace | 
floor is recommended as an insulation | 
and a fastener for the heat of fallen em- | 
bers closer to the logs. Grates and and- | 
irons prevent logs from rolling out over 

the hearth and also allow the circulation | 
of air under and around the wood. | 
Grates have the added advantage of 

holding the short logs, as well as the 

longer ones. 

Newspaper is the standard fire starter. | 
Most people just crumple individual | 
sheets of newsprint and this certainly 
proves satisfactory, but for the artistic 
touch, try Nantucket knots. These are 
produced by rolling a sheet of newspa- 
per on the diagonal from one corner to 
the other, resulting in a long, flat piece. 
Then a loose knot is tied in the middle 
of the rolled paper. Nantucket knots 
burn at a slower rate, allowing a longer 
time for the wood to ignite. 

There are various ways of building a 
good fire, so stay with whatever works 
for you. If you are having fireside diff- 
culties or are a neophyte in firecraft, the 
following method should be helpful. 

Always use at least three logs when 
building a fire. Line the bottom of the 
fireplace (between the andirons or under 
the grate) with crumpled newspaper or 
Nanttucket knots. It is preferable to have 
more than enough paper, in order to 
insure against the fire’s petering out 
before it is off (Continued on page 181)

High on a bluff overlooking the St. Croix 
River in Wisconsin sits the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Derrick Jones. Windows on the 
west wall look out over sloping land and 
down to the river below. They let in as 
much daylight as multiple windows 
would in any conventional house. It’s 
hard to imagine that the other three 
walls are buried in the earth and the 
roof is covered with a foot of dirt. 

To many people, the thought of living 
underground evokes unfavorable images 
of caves, moles, and dark, musty cellars. 
But earth-sheltered houses such as the 
Jones’ are not totally underground, and 
they actually receive plenty of sunlight. 

One obvious difference between the 
Jones’ house and an above-ground house 
is the way you enter it. Steps from the 
outside door lead down stairs into the 
main part of the house. A skylight there 
illuminates the entry. 

Unlike many earth-sheltered houses 
with south-facing windows designed to 
absorb the winter sun, windows in the 
Jones’ house face west. The windows 
and two sets of double glazed French 
doors in the living and dining area as 
well as triple glazed windows in both 
bedrooms give a view of the beautiful 
river valley. A glassed-in porch further 
reduces heat loss from the French doors. 

Although the Jones spent about as 
much for their house as it costs to build 
a conventional house, fuel bills in the 
earth-sheltered house are lower. Last

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winter, the Jones’ wood-burning stove 
consumed two cords of wood to keep 
their 1,500-square-foot home heated. | 
(One cord of wood is 4 by 4 by 8 feet | 
in size. ) 

Mr. Jones built a fire every morning 
before he went to work, and Mrs. Jones 
kept it going during the day. At bedtime, 
they stoked it again, and let it die during 
the night. Temperatures averaged 74 de- 
grees F. in the living and dining areas 
and 68 degrees in the two bedrooms. 
Occasionally, Mrs. Jones would let the 
fire die out during the day because it got 
too warm inside the house. On one of | 
those days, the outside temperature was 
minus 20 degrees. 

They have a backup electric down- 
draft furnace of 30,000 B.T.U.s, the 
smallest unit Sears sells, but never 
needed to turn it on last winter. The fur- 
nace forces heated air down into a four- 
foot crawl space under the house. Ducts 
leading out from this plenum circulate 
heated air throughout the house. 

In addition, a passive solar heating 
system was built on the south-facing ga- 
rage roof. When the temperature in the 
collector system reaches 80 degrees, a 
blower comes on and forces air down 
into the plenum. Although the collector 
was planned in the original design, the ~ 
Jones have found this third heat source 3 
unnecessary due to the efficiency of the = 
wood stove and furnace unit.

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underground temperatures are more sta- 
ble than surface temperatures, During 
Minnesota winters, for instance, the tem- 
perature 10 feet below ground is a con- 
stant 47 degrees, While there are some 
seasonal variations in temperature even 
8 inches below ground (roughly the | 
depth of the roof covering an earth-shel- | 
tered house), extreme differences in cli- 
matic temperatures are not as evident. 
Consequently, the rooms are warmer in 
the winter and cooler in the summer. 

Mrs. Jones says one of the adjustments 
they had to make in their earth-sheltered 
house was getting used to the quiet. 
They rarely hear the wind, a clap of 
thunder sounds like a distant rumble and 
there are no nearby traffic noises. 

“Tt’s the driest house I’ve ever lived 
in,” she adds happily. The house is de- 
signed to keep out moisture. The roof is 
slightly sloped to allow water run-off and 
it’s not penetrated by exhaust vents from 
the furnace or stove. These are directed 
out through the garage roof. 

The Jones’ house is built of poured 
concrete walls, which are less porous 
than concrete blocks, and a precast con- 
crete roof. It also has a wood frame floor, 
which is warmer to walk on than con- 
ventional concrete slab. Most of the in- 
terior of the house is paneled. Evenly 
spaced 2-by 4-inch wall studs al- 
low a cavity between the paneling and 
concrete for electrical wiring. The house 
is waterproofed with bentonite, a clay 
which expands greatly when it comes in 
contact with water. On top of a poly- 
ethylene sheet, the roof stays dry 
through a mixture of bentonite and sand 
covered with 12 inches of earth. 

Insulation is placed outside the walls 
of an earth-sheltered house. This keeps 
the mass of the house inside the insulat- 
ing envelope and prevents rapid tem- 
perature changes. The Jones’ house has 
8 inches of polystyrene foam insula- 
tion on the roof and 4 inches on the 
walls. 

Two years ago, there were 25 earth- 
sheltered houses throughout the United 
States, Lane estimates. Today, there are 
that many in Minnesota alone, and many 
more in the rest of the country—perhaps 
200, with an estimated 400 or 500 in the 
planning stages or under construction. 

The Jones say 300 visitors have seen 
their home. Although some are just 
sightseers, many are interested in build- 
ing their own earth-sheltered house, too. 

Sitting in the Jones’ living room with 
its books, family souvenirs, their dachs- 
hund, Hans, curled up nearby and the St. 
Croix visible through the windows, it’s 
clear that the comforts of home don’t 
have to be sacrificed to save energy.

HANG IT UP 


The Art of Displaying Pictures 


FRAMING, MOUNTING, GROUPING AND LIGHTING 
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By BARBARA DUBIVSKY 


There is more to hanging pictures than 
meets the eye. Exhibiting artwork is an 
art in itself, and a naked wall offers vast 
opportunities for creative display. Ac- 
cording to Karl Mann, who serves as a 
$500-a-day consultant to people who 
want their art collections rearranged, 
each picture reveals something about the 
owner, as well as the artist. 

If you are planning to rearrange your 
art collection, you may some day want 
to seek expert advice from those who 
provide services such as Mr. Mann’s. 
(Your local museum can probably pro- 
vide a list of professional hangers in a 
wide price range.) In the meantime, we 
offer some basic how-to advice, and pass 
on picture hanging tips from some of the 
country’s leading decorators. 

The very “in” approach today, popu- 
larized by such minimalists as Joe D’Urso, 
is to pare wall hangings down to a very 
few, often large, pieces. But if you can’t 
quite bear to exile all the art you have 
collected over the years, you may find 
a happy solution in the compromise 
reached by Barbara Kulicke, whose fam- 
ily firm pioneered in the development of 
modern frames. She achieved a desired 
serenity by limiting her living room art 
to a few, select pieces, while satisfying 
her collector's. instinct by covering the 
walls of her passageways with art almost 
floor to ceiling—in the manner of some 
European museums. You could as easily 
put spill-overs in a den, bedroom, 
kitchen or bathroom. Or in a stairwell, 
where a step arrangement should be 
used so that the pictures climb with you. 

While agreeing that fewer and larger 
pieces of art are being used in principal 
rooms, Barbara D’Arcy, Bloomingdale’s 


vice president famous for her model 
rooms, feels that the pendulum might be 
swinging back to some new form of 
cluster grouping. (Those who continue 
to group should keep in mind that verti- 
cal arrangements accentuate a room’s 
height, horizontal ones extend its width. 
And that every grouping should be held 
together by subject matter or style of 
frame. ) 

Miss D’Arcy cites the current trend of 
plastic boxes, both to frame flat art and 
to display three-dimensional things. Peo- 
ple with a fondness for beautiful pieces 
of china, but with a horror of curio 
cabinets, are displaying these and other 
treasures in collection boxes, and hang- 
ing them singly or in arrangements. 

Placement .has become increasingly 
important as a design element. No longer 
are the most striking items automatically 
put over the living room sofa. More and 
more frequently, that traditional focus is 
left bare entirely, or utilized only in part, 
with a single piece hung off to one side. 
Albert Pensis, of W. & J. Sloane, some- 
times employs art to balance a room out 
architecturally, using it in place of fur- 
niture, next to a sofa, for example, where 
an end table might ordinarily stand. 

Those irrevocably committed to hang- 
ing their art above pieces of furniture 
can still achieve a very new look by 
copying noted philanthropist Mary 
Lasker, who had floor-to-top-of-art mir- 
rored panels installed on either side of a 
sofa. In a manner not unlike the swing- 
out sides of a dressing table mirror, the 
panels reflect and heighten the images at 
their center.

on paneled walls, so as not to mar them 
with nail holes or risk discoloration. Some 
solve the dilemma by floating paintings 
in windows, in front of the draperies. 
Very fine, almost invisible fisherman’s 
line is used to suspend the frame from 
the ceiling. Several works of varying 
sizes are sometimes hung at different 
heights in floor-to-ceiling windows. 

A few designers, like Mario Buatta, 
have reached back to the pre-World War 
Il custom of hanging pictures on wires 
from moldings at the very top of walls. 
If this appeals to you, make sure the pic- 
ture doesn’t tilt too far forward and dis- 
tort the images. 

A new way of hanging small pictures 
is below lampshade level, between a 
chair and table. 

Those with too-large rooms might 
consider adapting a technique employed 
by people living in lofts. Suspend over- 
sized art from the ceiling to just below 
shoulder height as a room divider. For 
the more adventurous, graphics can even 
be hung on ceilings. 

But not everyone opts to hang § art. 
John Saladino, who feels too many peo- 
ple think of walls only as something to 
cover, is one of many well-known design- 
ers who likes to lean paintings against 
a wall. “I think of them not as just paint- 
ings,” he says, “but as a kind of sculp- 
tural thing in relation to the wall. That 
way, the painting can participate in the 
idea of a still life—arranged with a tray 
on the floor filled with magazines or 
books and somewhat sheltered by a 
plant, or tucked under a tree.” 

Other designers use stand-up art in a 

participatory way on the pillowless end 
of long banquettes, on table tops, side- 
boards, étagére shelves and on window- 
sills, where it invites the viewer to pick 
it up and examine its details. 
Unhung art must always be positioned 
for easy viewing. With more and more 
sitting and reclining arrangements set 
flat on the floor, what could be more 
sensible than to move the art down to 
the level of its often prone viewers? In 
a bedroom she did for Celanese House, 
Carol Levy, an innovative young de- 
signer, stood a tall-framed, decorated 
fabric panel next to a floor-level bed. Its 
size and shape contribute balance to the 
room while its placement permits easy 
examination by the bed’s occupants. 

Newly arranged pictures can be an 
instant room revitalizer. The ideal time 
to make a fresh start is when repainting. 
(See “Brush Up,” page 90.) 

Before you paint, experiment with 
hanging pieces in new places. The extra 
holes you put in the walls at that time 
will soon be covered up by the work- 
men. Be sure to keep a rough sketch of 
your final choices. 

Professional hangers warn of the dan-

gers in putting pictures against busy o 
bold wallpapers—the subject matter can 
too easily be overwhelmed by the paper 
pattern. And although an imposing 
frame can serve as an effective transition 
between paper and picture, it can just ag 
easily upstage the art. They also advise 
you to keep in mind the relationship be: 
tween the available hanging space and 
the size of the art. Don’t swamp a small] 
wall area with a too-large picture. Some 
art, because of its subject matter, requires 
more room than its size alone suggests, 
You can, for instance, ruin the whole ef- 
fect of a storm-tossed seascape by trying 
to contain it in too small a space. When 
hanging profiles, the experts advise that 
heads facing left should be positioned 
to the right of the center of the desig- 
nated wall space otherwise, they will 
look like outcasts. 

More and more designers report they ar 
hanging pictures over furniture arrange- 
ments at seated eye level—about 18 
inches lower than the long-accepted 
definition of eye level, which presup- 
posed the viewer was always standing. 

Double stick tape can be used to se- 
cure frames from shifting, but it must be 
applied sparingly. Only the tiniest strips 
on the bottom edges are needed, and 
great care must be taken when removing 
them to avoid tearing away plaster or 
wallpaper. 

With the pictures on the wall, what 
needs to be considered next is how to 
illuminate them to best advantage. Fluo- 
rescent lights last four times as long as 
incandescents (the closest thing to sun- 
light), but they play down the hot end 
of the color spectrum and so are not 
ideal for all purposes. Lightolier, Inc. 
has fluorescent bars that can be mounted. 
on frames; around $35 for the 10-inch 
length. Track lighting (thin tracks of 
electrified aluminum set into a ceiling 
that hold clip-in spotlights) are particu- 
larly effective in illuminating larger 
areas. A two-foot strip, complete with 
spotlights, can be had for under $50. 
(See Taking The Mystery Out of Light- 
ing, page 78, for information on how to 
do it.) 

But the small, somewhat pretentious, 
gold, decorative lights that one sees at- 
tached to elaborate frames should be 
avoided. They do a disservice to the 
work by leaving most of the picture in 
shadow. Anyone with a genuine master- 
piece ought to consider installing fram- 
ing projectors ($325), which cut a beam 
of light to the exact size and shape of a 
painting, thereby illuminating only the 
painting. @

eixlip Castle in County Kildare, romantic 

home of the Honorable Desmond Guinness, 

harks back to 1170,when itsdark stone walls 
were built as a Norman stronghold. Over the centuries, 
the fortress became a dwelling, and the last basic addi- 
tions were made in 1750. Today it lives in an aura of 
the 18th century. Appropriately enough, its present 
master is an acknowledged authority on all things 
Georgian and Palladian. He is the founder and director 
of the Irish Georgian Society, an organization devoted 
to the preservation of Georgian architecture—one of 


the richest treasures of Ireland’s design heritage.

LETX LIP 
LIVES WITH HISTORY 


The “Black Castle,”’ as Leixlip was called 
in early days, was strategically—and 
scenically—built on a rock overlooking 
the meeting of Rye Water and the River 
Liffey. For generations it has been the 
handsome familial seat of the Guinness 
clan, makers of Ireland's national brew, 
Guinness Stout, first made in Leixlip. 
Choice heirlooms fill the house. In the 
drawing room (right), a rare possession 
is the George II mahogany bureau/book- 
case, Irish-made and one of the three 
pieces of this kind known to exist. The 
Irish Chippendale chair still wears its 
original needlepoint. In the 1 8th-century 
tradition, walls are painted mustard-gold, 
glazed and striated to simulate wood grain. 
The Great Stair Hall (far right) is hung 
with 18th- and 19th-century oils, against 
walls colored pomegranate red, another 
favored 18th-century color. The house 
abounds in classic details, like the marble 
Roman bust in the window recess.

Hospitality, burnished to a high giow here, offers a 
guest room (far left) grandly furnished with a noble 
bed, gilded and damask-draped, which in the early 
19th-century graced the bedroom of the Duke of 
Buckingham. Its silken trimmings are original. More 
regal yet, the copper bathtub, now fully plumbed, 
bears a royal coat of arms. Shell chair is an early

WHAT ARE THE KINDS OF BOURBON? 


Straight Bourbon: As defined above under “Bourbon—the 
Whiskey.” 

Blended Straight Bourbon: A blend of straight Bourbons. 
Blended Bourbon: A minimum of 20 percent Bourbon at 100 
proof, plus other whiskeys and/or neutral spirits. (Neutra! 
spirits are whiskeys distilled at 190 proof—hence relatively 
tasteless). Get in the habit of reading back labels. 

Light Whiskey: A relatively recent designation for whiskeys 
distilled between 160 proof and 190 proof and aged in casks 
for varying periods. The casks need not be new or charred. 
Corn: A name often given to Bourbon illicitly made in illegal 
stills by moonshiners. There is a legal “corn”. It must be made 
from at least 80. percent corn. It can be aged in any type of 
barrels—or not aged at all. 

Bottled-in-Bond: Straight whiskeys, distilled in one plant dur- 
ing one period, aged a minimum of four years in new, charred 
oak casks, and bottled at 100 proof—under government su- 
pervision. 

Bourbon is the only liquor to be declared a “distinctive 
product” of the United States of America by resolution of 
Congress. The other distilling nations—Ireland, Scotland, Can- 
ada—respect this citation, just as we do their “distinctive 
products.” Hence, there isn’t and cannot be “Scotch” whiskey 
from North Dakota; “Bourbon” whiskey from Glasgow; “Ca- 
nadian” from Wilkes-Barre. 

Kentucky-born Irwin S. Cobb—who along with Mark Twain 
and Will Rogers is certainly one of the immortals of U.S. 
humor—used to delight in quoting this memorable verse: 

“Kentucky, oh, Kentucky, 
Where the corn is full of Kernels 
And the ‘Colonels, full of corn” 


For the “Colonels,” the only drink was Bourbon ’n Branch 
(water from a purling stream, that is). For us, Bourbon ’n tap 
or mineral water will do. But, there are many lovely drinks to 
make from Bourbon. Some of my favorite recipes appear on

Christmas Is Coming! 


FANCIFUL ORNAMENTS FOR YOUR HOME 





By NANCY CRAIG 

Here’s a Christmas gift project that can 
be fun for both children and adults. 
With a few simple ingredients and a gen- 
erous amount of imagination, you can 
produce a charming assortment of tree 
ornaments, cornucopias, and baskets. 


BASIC DOUGH 
2 cups all- 
purpose flour 
1 cup salt 
34, to 1 cup warm 
water 





Combine flour and salt and add water 
gradually, stirring to form a ball of 
dough. Use your hands when necessary, 
and if the dough seems too dry, add a 
bit more water. If it gets too sticky, add 
a little flour. If you want the dough to 
have a toasty color, dissolve a spoonful 
of instant coffee in the warm water. 
Place the ball of dough on a lightly 
floured surface and knead for 7 to 10 
minutes or until smooth and firm. The 
dough should be quite dry when rolled 
out, as it is then easier to work with. If 
you are not going to use the dough imme- 
diately, cover it with plastic wrap or 
put it in a plastic bag to refrigerate until 
ready to use. This keeps the dough moist 
and workable. 
_ You will need a few tools, and these 
should be assembled before you start: 


A piece of cardboard, 
covered with waxed 
paper, that will fit the 
tray of your microwave 
oven. 
rolling pin

garlic press 
several large nails 

and screws 

toothpicks 
small paint brush

If desired, you may 
roll the studded fruit in orrisroot (the 
sweet-scented root of Florentine or Ger- 
man iris, available in seeds or powdered 
from mail-order houses) or ground all- 
spice, cinnamon, cloves or nutmeg, card- 
amom or musk, If you plan to hang the 


pomander, insert a skewer, metal knit- 
ing needle or straight piece of clothes 
wire completely through the 
fruit. As it dries, turn the fruit on the 
wire regularly to keep it from sticking. 
When dried, thread it with a length of 
ribbon, yarn, or cord, using a crochet 
hook to work the material through .the 
hole. Tie one end into a knot or bow to 
keep the ball from slipping off. 

Place the pomander in a warm, sunny 
place to dry for a week or so. Turn it 
from time to time toward the sun so it 
will dry evenly. If you're in a big hurry, 
place the pomander on a baking sheet in 
an oven that has a pilot light, leaving the 
door open. Do not turn on the heat.

Add the brandy, weigh down with 
a plate, and cap tightly. After stirring 
every day and mixing thoroughly for 
a month, pour into small containers. 
It’s said that this old recipe will keep 
its fragrance for up to fifty years, with 
the addition of a bit of brandy every 
couple of years or whenever mixture 
dries out.

(You can seal with hot wax to 
which pungent powdered cinnamon has 
been added.) Your palate will let you 
know if you need to add more or less 
next time. 

If you want flavored vinegar in a 
hurry, bring the vinegar and spices to a 
boil and simmer for about 20 minutes. 
Pour into bottles and cap.

METHOD: 

Have eggs at room temperature. Sift 
flour. Grate lemon rind finely. Soften 
butter. Brush a thin, even coat of soft- 
ened butter on the shell forms (you'll 
need 1 to 2 tablespoons butter). Dust 
the forms with fine, dry breadcrumbs, 
shaking the pan to coat the forms 
thoroughly. Tap inverted pan to shake 
off excess crumbs. You should have a 
light coating. 

Cut 4% cup butter (2 ounces) in small 
pieces and melt on low heat, stirring oc- 
casionally. Cool butter but do not let it 
harden. In an electric mixer, beat egg, 
egg yolks, sugar and vanilla on high for 
12 to 15 minutes. Mixture should barely 
flow from beaters. Add the flour gradu- 
ally, beating mixture at low speed, until 
flour is just blended in. Remove batter 
from mixer and beaters. 

Fold in the lemon rind, then fold in 
the melted butter, until just blended. 

Pour the batter into the forms, so that 
it is slightly mounded. Bake in lower 
third of a preheated 375° oven until tops 
are golden and springy (16 to 18 min- 
utes). Remove madeleines from pan to 
cool. This is most easily done by placing 
a cookie sheet over pan and inverting. 
Makes 1 dozen 3-inch spongy made- 
leines.

FORMING A BASKET 

Cover a 4- or 5-inch bowl with plastic 
wrap and invert it on a glass or china 
plate that can go into the microwave | 
oven.

you add these strips. You may need 10 
such strips for a small bowl. Then with 
longer strips, weave round the bow] over | 
and under the original strips. Depending 
on the depth of the bowl, you may need 
3 or 4 such strips to make the basket, 
placing the last strip close to the base of 
the inverted bowl. Carefully cut off any 
excess strips at the base, and with a fork, 
pinch the dough down. You may need 
to pinch the strips into place as well. 

To dry, place in the microwave oven 
and heat at medium low for about 10 
minutes. Add 2 minutes at a time until 
dough is thoroughly dry. When cool, lift 
it carefully off the bowl and you have 
your basket. 

FINISHING 

To protect the dry dough from moisture 
and humidity, give ornaments a shiny 
finish by spraying with a coat or two of 
acrylic sealer or shellac. Then you can 
paint them and add glitter or any deco- 
ration you choose. Just be certain orna- 
ments are allowed to dry completely 
between any finishing treatments. @

temporary floating palace, as an over- 
wrought adman might put it, specifically 
built for cruising. (The QE2 is another

Out on the glittering sea, briny 
breezes blowing, pampered with service 
and blessedly permitted to go off into 
brooding silences if I felt like it, I got the 
message that there had been a lot of 
changes made in cruising while my back 
was turned.

LEARN FROM A MASTER! 


Cookbooks have helped shape the atti- 
tudes and individual styles of some of 
the finest chefs at work today. Quite of- 
ten, it is a well-thumbed, greased- 
stained volume of trusted recipes that 
inspires young Escoffiers onto paths of 
culinary expertise. 

For House Beautiful Food and Drink 
Editor Robert Carrier (a cookbook au- 
thor himself), it was the third edition of 
a book published in 1804, briefly titled 
American Cookery, or the Art of Dress- 
ing Vinds, Fish, Poultry and Vege- 
tables. Best Made Puss’, Pastes, Pies, 
Tarts, Puddings, Custards and Preserves 





and All Kinds of Cakes. Adapted to This 
Country and All Periods of Life by 
Amelia Simmons, an American Author. 

Today, Mr. Carrier still has great 
respect for other books he spied on his 
mother’s kitchen shelf. Fannie Merritt 
Farmer’s Boston Cooking School Cook- 
book, first published in 1896, has re- 
appeared this fall in a completely re- 
vised 12th edition, The Fannie Farmer 
Cookbook. He also recalls Irma Rom- 
bauer’s The Joy of Cooking, first pub- 
lished by Bobbs-Merrill in 1931 and now 
in its seventh edition. Both are rec- 
ommended by Mr. Carrier as the best all- 
purpose cookbooks available today. 

Why do some cookbooks become 
classics while others have the life span 
of a gypsy moth? “Basic honesty is the 
most important ingredient,” says re- 
nowned chef Jacques Pepin (La Tech- 
nique, his masterpiece, is listed below). 

“Many books include recipes the au- 
thor hasn’t bothered to test,” he notes. 
“Often these are ‘borrowed’ from other 
books, or passed down from age-old 
sources. Things have changed ove1 
the years. Ingredients aren’t quite 
the same, and ovens are calibrated dif- 
ferently. The only way to write a cook- 
book is to try a recipe yourself. If you 
like it, then publish it.” 


Inspired Gifts For Your Favorite Chef 


Chef Pepin also cites the practice of 
“doctoring” photographs to make a dish 
more appealing to readers. “This is 
wrong,” he says. “The recipe should be 
good in its own right and not need help 
from special effects.” His own favorite is 
Julia Child’s Mastering the Art of French 
Cooking, Vol. I, but From Julia Child’s 
Kitchen runs a close second. “I like her 
detailed descriptions,” he says. “They 
are very personal and show her involve- 
ment with what she does.” 

Professional chefs who teach cooking 
full-time have their favorites, too. Rich- 
ard Czeck, Education Coordinator of the 
Culinary Arts Institute in Hyde Park, 
N.Y., advises his students to use cook- 
books when searching for new ideas or 
ways to better their skills. 

Chef Czeck is another admirer of 
Julia Child’s books. “They are extremely 
well done,” he says. “First, a master 
recipe is given, followed by variations. 
This. removes a lot of the mystique sur- 
rounding the difficulty of “gourmet’ cook- 
ing. It’s the same approach used 70 years 
ago by Escoffier.” 

Czeck believes that once you’ve mas- 
tered the fundamentals of cooking—basic 
procedures like sautéing, braising, de- 
glazing, folding, steaming, making white 
sauce and light and dark stocks, basic 
pastry preparation—the rest is easy. 
“Only the garnish changes,” he says. 
“The basic recipe stays the same.” 

“I derive great inspiration from the 
27-volume Foods of the World series 
(published by Time-Life Books), par- 
ticularly the Provincial French, Classic 
French, German and Italian volumes. 
There are no recipes that I have had 
trouble with,” Czeck stated. “The books 
are also excellent background reading, 
with in-depth information on the people, 
countryside and availability of ingredi- 
ents. I get into areas that truly fascinate 
me.” 

On a more professional level, he rec- 
ommends The Escoffier Cookbook and 
the Larousse Gastronomique, the latter 
a lavishly illustrated encyclopedia for 
cooks who have mastered the basics. 

Bookstores and library shelves are 
filled with a wide range of cookbooks, 
some established classics, others more 
faddish, poorly researched works of lim- 
ited appeal. To help you select the per- 
fect book for budding chef or established 
pro, we have compiled the following list 
of all-time greats. All teach principles 
ipplicable to many types of cuisine—not 
just French. By no means exhaustive, the

REMEDIES FOR HOUSEHOLD-CLEANING CHORES

Removing stains 
in wood floors: 


Most stains can be 
prevented or mini- 
mized by keeping 
floors well waxed or 
by wiping up spilied 
liquid immediately.

To 
remove stains 
caused by standing 
water, heel marks or 
cigarette burns, rub 
steel wool over the 
area and re-wax.

Cutting board 
maintenance: 


Always seal a new 
butcher block coun- 
ter or cutting board 
to prevent the wood 
from absorbing food 
stains and bacteria. 
To seal, pour min- 
eral or linseed oil 
over the surface and 
let stand overnight. 
The wood will ab- 
sorb the oil. Repeat 
this application once 
a day for a week, 
once a week for a 
month, once a 
month for a year 
and once a year 
thereafter. 





Bathroom tile 
cleaner:

REDUCE HEATING BILLS 

If you're building a house, you can do 
a lot to bring future heating bills down 
by a careful monitoring of the integrity 
of the house’s skin for weak spots in the 
insulation. For example: 
e Every time you put a medicine cabi- 
net, a recessed soap-dish, a lighting fix- 
ture, an electrical receptacle, a recessed 
radiator, or a heating duct on an exterior 
wall, you are making a place which will 
have little or no insulation behind it. If 
the light fixture is for exterior use, it’s 
worse—now you ve punctured the 
sheathing and siding. Try to minimize 
all these conditions and keep outdoor 
lights in roof overhangs wherever pos- 


sible.

e The same applies to the attic floor and 
basement ceiling where attic fans, re- 
cessed lights, pipes, air ducts and disap- 
pearing stairs can all cause gaps in the 
insulation. Ducts in unheated spaces 
should be insulated; if they run between 
the attic floor joists, cover them over 
with insulation (thus moving them out 
of the unheated into the heated part of 
the house). Attic fans should have an 
insulated box placed over them in win- 
ter; much the same can be done over dis- 
appearing stairs, but it is inconvenient. 
Recessed light fixtures must not be insu- 
lated—if the heat that builds up in them 
can’t escape, you can melt wires and 
definitely shorten bulb life. Be sure to 
stuff the two-inch space between fram- 
ing and chimney with fiberglass—after 
removing the Kraft-paper wrapping 
which could catch fire. Stuff around all 
pipes carefully. 
e Many families prefer not to insulate 
the floor above the basement, choosing 
to keep these spaces sort of half-warm 
on the theory that they get a warmer 
first foor and a drier basement that way. 
If you decide to do this, you should 
then insulate the craw] space or base- 
ment walls—particularly those above 
grade. And don’t neglect that part of the 
wall between the first oor and the top 
of masonry, where the floor framing oc- 
curs; if you do, not only will your base- 
ment be cold but the floor itself will be 
cold around the edges. &

Q. This crow pitcher has been in my 


family for years. How old is it? The mark 
is enclosed.—R.E., Bloomfield, N.J. 

A. The Royal Bayreuth factory was 
founded in Tettau, Bavaria in 1794, and 
is still working. They made a variety of 
tablewares and figural pieces including 
a large assortment of pitchers. Your 
crow pitcher is a creamer, made about 
1870 to 1914, It sells for $75 to $90. 


MICKEY MOUSE WATCH 
Q. | would like to know if | have one of 


the original Mickey Mouse watches. On 
the front are the words ‘Ingersoll Walt 
Disney Productions;” on the back are 

the words “Chrome plated base metal 
bezel stainless steel back.’ —B.A., 

Oak Harbor, Wash. 





A. The first Mickey Mouse watch was 
made by the Ingersoll Co. in 1933. The 
company made four Mickey Mouse 
items: a pocket watch, an electric clock, 
a spring wound clock and a wrist watch, 
Each came in a decorated carton that 
pictured Mickey Mouse and his friends 
The watch originally cost $2.75. It was 
an immediate sensation and millions 
were sold. Many later versions of the 
watch were also made and sold 

The first version of the watch had the 


printed matter and design pressed into 
the back of the watch. The words “Made 
in USA” were added to later watches, 
but these words do not appear on Mickey 


Number One. The picture of M 
was typical of the 1930s. He had a 
belly and pie-cut eyes. Three s1 


Mickeys moved as the second hand ro- 
tated. Mickey’s moving arms were the 
hands that told the time. The band was 
either a metal link band with a cutout 
of Mickey on each side or a leather band 
with a cutout of Mickey stapled in place 
on each side of the watch. 

Later watches had different bands and 
plain backs, one mouse on the second 
hand, just the name Mickey Mouse or a 
different looking Mickey. 

Mickey Mouse of today does not look 
the same as he did in 1933, but during 
the 1970s, watches with the “old Mic- 
key” have been made. 

ADVERTISING CALENDARS 

Q. We recently found some Pabst Extract 
“girls.” They are posters with calendars 
on the back. Each poster is 36 inches long 
and 7% inches wide. Any value?—C.J.B., 
Pensacola, Fla. 

A. Your calendars were originally sent 
free with 10 cents to cover the postage. 
The Pabst Brewing Co. was promoting 
Pabst Extract which was a health tonic 
sold in drugstores. 

Advertising calendars have for years 
been offered to the public to promote a 
product. The earliest one we have seen is 
the Home Insurance Co., dated 1876. 





Your series of calendars was made for a 
few years, probably just 1915 to 1917. 
One of these calendars in good condition 
is now worth about $50. 


FRENCH BRONZE STATUE 
Q. My statue of a girl is made of pot 


metal that was colored bronze. It has a 
marble base, and the figure is signed 
‘France’ on the back and “Roggia’’ on 
the side.

VICTORIAN ROCOCO-STYLE ETAGERE 
Q. It has been a family legend that this 


étagére came by sailing ship from New 
York to Savannah, Ga. and by ox cart from 
Savannah to Columbus, Ga. It is hand 
carved rosewood. We believe that it was 
made by John Henry Belter. What is the 
value?—W.S., Little Silver, N.J. 

A. Your étagére is in the Victorian rococo 
design that was favored by John Belter 
of New York City but attribution is not 
certain. Belter, who worked from 1843 
to 1863, made furniture by using thin 
layers of rosewood, glued together with 
the grain of each layer at right angles to 
the layer beneath. Anywhere from three 
to 16 layers of wood were used to make} 
a strong wooden piece that could be 
curved and carved. There have been 
only a few pieces that have been posi-| 
tively traced to the Belter workshops 
through labels or bills. Other Victorian) 
furniture is similar and believed to be) 
made by Belter, but there is a great deal 
of difference in price between a Belter 
étagére and one made by an unknown 
maker.

A. You own a pickle dish in Klondike (or 
Klondyke ) pattern. It is sometimes called 
“amberette.” Klondyke was made about 
1885 by the A. J. Beatty Co., The Find- 
lay Glass Co., or The Dalzell, Gilmore 
and Leighton Co., all from Findlay, 
Ohio, or the Hobbs Glass Co. of Wheel- 
ing, West Va. The pattern was made 
with the crossed line designs in any of 
several colors including purple and am-

It is not un- 
usual for a glass pattern to have been 
made by several companies. If a design 
sold well the competition quickly “bor- 





rowed” the idea and marketed a very 
similar glassware.

The City Observed: New York/A Guide 
to the Architecture of Manhattan 
By Paul Goldberger 
Random House, $15; $7.95 paperback 
Paul Gol berger’ s book The City Ob- 
sa CLIST served: New York 

does for architecture 
what Julia Child’s 
early books did for 
gourmet cuisine. 
This guide to Man- 
‘ hattan’s architecture 
takes the mystery out of what is often an 
intimidating and inaccessible subject. 
Carefully researched yet never pedantic, 
the book exudes Goldberger’s passion for 
both architecture and Manhattan. It is 
bound to convert even the disinterested. 
Just as Julia Child joyously revealed to 
the uninitiated the secret of a special 
sauce, so Goldberger (above), with the 
same fervor, explains the logic that 
makes a given New York neighborhood 
or building work. 

The architecture critic of the New 
York Times, Goldberger opens our eyes 
and shows us how to observe. His eye is

Or, we know that One 
Dag Hammarskjold Plaza is “a triumph 
for addressmanship, not for architec- 
ture,” and that Philip Johnson’s efforts to 
save 1001 Fifth Avenue is “sort of like 
Abe Burrows fixing up a play on the 
road.” 

Goldberger’s descriptions reflect the 
difference between his book (soon to be- 
come part of a series featuring Los An- 
geles, Boston and Chicago) and other 
books that offer little more than group- 
ings of important structures: “Broadway 
is the main street of the Upper West 
Side and is the greatest example any- 
where of the street as a spinal cord. It is 
throbbing with the sort of sleazy vitality 
which is so characteristic of New York 

. It is all very dirty, it is often very 
loud, and it is somehow very relaxed,

(Continued ) liqueurs were born of these mixtures. In the 
beginning, they were harsh alcohols flavored with roots, 
seeds, herbs and plants and used as medicines, diges- 
tives and tonics. Later, sugar and new flavorings ar- 
rived in Europe from other parts of the world and 
replaced the more bitter of the original additives. About 
that time, distillation methods were improved. Mon- 
asteries joined alchemists in the quest for the life-giving 
elixir. And soon, medieval medicine was transformed 
into the strong, sweet, flavored spirits that we now 
know as liqueurs. 

One of the new flavors introduced to Europe was 
chocolate. Discovered by the Spaniards in Mexico in 
the 1500s, chocolate eventually became the base of 
creme de cacao. Today, it is one of our most beloved 
liqueurs and one of the most popular in the world. 

The word “liqueur” comes to us from the Latin and 
means to melt or dissolve. And that describes figura- 
tively what happens when the flavoring substance 
comes into contact with the neutral alcohol. The essence 
of the plant, herb, seed or fruit dissolves into the alco- 
hol, giving it flavor, aroma and sometimes color, which 
in turn, become the character of the alcohol. 

This character can be extracted by three methods. In 
the maceration method, which operates on the same 
principle as making tea, the flavoring agent is steeped 
in the base spirit until the alcohol has absorbed its aroma 
and flavor. It isa process used especially with soft fruits, 
orange peels, coffee beans and vanilla pods. 

The percolation technique is used primarily for va- 
nilla pods and cocoa beans. In a manner similar to 
perking coffee, alcohol is put in the lower part of a 
percolator and continuously pumped over ( Covtinued)

ingertips. Get all the way down to 
kin and clean the body with a mas- 
g action much as you would sham- 

0 your own hair. Use a tearless 
shampoo for the head. 

Work up a good lather and get it 
deep into the coat, making sure it 
reaches the skin. Massage the shampoo 
into the shoulders, down the back and to 
the legs, between the toes, up and on the 
underbody and, finally, the tail. Gently 
scrub the head and the ears, being care- 
ful around the eyes, then under the chin 
and down the neck into the front bib. 

You are now ready to rinse the sham- 
poo out of the body. A hand spray or rub- 
ber shower is the most thorough way to 
rinse because the force of the spray effec- 
tively carries away the soap, dirt and 
scurf (dead and scaly skin). 

Rinse from head to tail. Start at the 
head and go down the back to the sides 
of the body, and then the legs so all the 
soapy, dirty water runs off the cat and 
does not simply pour onto another part 
of the body. If the cat is very dirty, a 
second shampoo is desirable and should 
be given immediately. 

Rinse the cat thoroughly, making cer- 
tain that all the shampoo is removed 
from the coat. Otherwise, a dull, soapy 
residue will result. Empty out any water 
remaining in the sink and refill it with 
clear, tepid water. Rinse the cat once 
more until you see clear water coming 
off the body. Take a large towel and 
blot-dry the body, getting rid of the ex- 
cess moisture. Using a second towel, re- 
move the cat from the sink and towel- 
dry her instantly so that she does not get 
chilled. With your fingers and the towel, 
you may gently squeeze the water out of 
the coat; then, towel-dry. 

Now, use the portable hair dryer with 
the blower on and heat set low. For 
short haired cats, brush with a soft, nat- 
ural-bristle brush or rubber brush as you 
work with the dryer. The drying motion 
requires short, quick strokes with the 
brush and the dryer. For long-haired 
cats do not let the warm air flow on the 
coat without using a natural-bristle brush 
or comb. Apply a fluff-dry technique, 
that is, brush or comb the fur with long, 
flowing strokes in upward motions. 

Do not allow the cat to roam around 
while she is still damp. This may chill her 
and will only get her dirty all over again. 


Line the bottom of your cat carrier with 
a clean towel and place your pet inside 
until she is completely dry. It is impor- 


tant to keep this carrier in a warm, safe 
area free from drafts and chills. Remem- 
ber, long-haired cats will need more dry- 
ing time than short haired cats. &

Holiday Hors D’Oeuvre 


CHEESE SAVORIES, ARTICHOKE HEARTS, PASTRY PIZZAS, TACO MEAT BALLS

During this holiday season, use your mi- 
crowave oven to lighten hostess chores 
and to allow you more time with guests. 

Consider how quickly and easily tasty 
hot hors d’oeuvre can be served. With 
preparation done ahead of time, a vari- 
ety can be ready in a matter of minutes. 
Prepare them in the morning, or the 
night before, wrap and store in the 
refrigerator or freezer, and as guests ar- 
rive pop one batch after another into the 
microwave oven. 

If you are heating these edibles on the 
serving plate (which must of course be 
microwave safe) place them on waxed 
paper. It’s easily removed and leaves the 
serving plate neat and tidy. 

Hot appetizers add a special zest to 
a party; here are a few of my favorites to 
blend with the merriment.
